Sin de- 
stroyed the rest of the soul, and tiie day was 
changed. Jesus restored both. This leaves the 
fourth precept in the decalogue, which requires six 
days of labor and one of rest really unchanged; 
for to change the day does not change the precept. 
That " tite Lord's day" is the day on which 
Jesus arose, is distinctly stated iu the writings of 
the early Christian fathers. It is called the " Lord's 
day" in lionnr of His resurrection ; just as the 
" Lord's Supper" is thus named as a memorial of 
His death. The phrase, "The Lord's Day," ia 
also appropriate ; it being the day the Lord sane, 
t lied in Edt-n.

We will take tbe period of the 
Elders who enrvived Joshua, and the Hnarohy which 
followed them. 

The anthor begins this period B C 1443, and en b 
it B. C. 1413. If ho i.iteiurod to inchido b ith tlu \ far 
of the beginning and the year of the ending it w I'll 
give to this period tbirty-one years If we Pit,hide the 
year of the beginning and iiiclndc the \ear of the end 
ing, then this period will be thirtv lears Bat if both 
the year of the beginning and the \(,arof the ending 
are excluded, then it would gi\e to this period onlv 
twenty-uinu years. It is evident that the aiithir in 
tended to esoliide both the year of the beginning, an I 
the year of the ending. The \oar of the beginning' 
must bo given to Joshua to complete the number ff 
years of his rule ; and the year of the ending must 1 e 
leokoned in the period of eight years, during winch 



time the larnelitos were in sorvitiuie to tlie Memipota- 
Riiana. This autlrnr bounilii the eight ye&vs as foUnws : 
Beginning B. C. 1413, and ending B. C. 1406. We 
liee at once tiiat these eight years miieC include Itoth tho 
year of Lhe beginniug and the year of the ending, as 
indicated above. 

Anarchical periods and interregnumB are, nsiinlly, 
boundej by the year which ended the rule of iho latest 
judge or king which preceded them, and the year iii 
which the iiest niler began his reign. In such uaees 
we must exclude both the year of the beginning and 
the year of the ending of the period. 

The inten'ognnm in the kingdom of Judah, during 
the Diioority of Uzziah, is liounded by the Rfleenth 
year of the reign of Jerolioam II., King of Israel, at 
which time Amaziah died, and tlio tA'enty-eevenlh year 
of Jeroboam II., when Uzziah, at the age of sixteen, 
liegan to leign. [See 2 Kings xiv. 1, 2, 16, 17 j iv. 
I, 2], The period of this interregnum must exclude 
lioth the fifteenth and the tweuty-seveuth years of Jero- 
boam II., by which such period is boanded, making 
bnt eleven years. It excludes the first date, becunse 
Amaziah reigned during a portion of the year of his 
death ; and it excludes the latter date, because Uzziah 
began to reign that year. 

The first year of all eras begins with the first day of 
the respective era; hence the solid years in any era 
must exclude the firet year, or, where there is a Iruction 
of a year, it must exclude the fraciii)ti. 
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EDITORIAL NOTE. 

The manuscript of this book baring been placed 
in my bonds for editorial revision, I avwl myself of 
the author's kind invitation to introduce the aubject, 
and its treatment herein, to whomsoever may read 
these pages. 

It cannot be doubteS that the question of tlie 
Sabbath, and its due observance, is one that em- 
phatically demouds the earnest attention of the 
Christian public. Both the necessity and the sanc- 
tity of a day specially appointed for rest from secular 
labor, and for the worship of Almighty God, have 
been clearly acknowledged in the custom which has 
prevailed throughout Christendom, of observing a 
seventh, or Sabbath day. 

It is an incontrovertible fact that the rest afforded 
by the Sabbath, when duly kept, is a necessity of 
the physical and mental constitution of man. The 
Sabbath precept derives it authority and force from 
a law of our nature, as definite and unchanging as 
that which bids us take food or die. And while this 
ia true as to man's physical being, it is equally indis- 
putable tbat a moral and a religious necessity de- 
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mauds the eequeHtrntioii of tliia day from the ordi- 
nary couree of life- The commandment, therefore, 
" Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy," is the 
. Toice of God in the Decalogue and emphasized in 
I the experience of men and of nations. 

Tet, notwithstanding these iirefutable facts, the 
Christian Sabbath is being vigorously assailed by a 
eenaual and godless infidehty, '^hicli doubtleas re- 
gards this institution as a mighty bulwai-k of the 
Christian faitli. Scepticism is wise enough to see 
that the general obstrvaiii'G of the Sabbath, which 
has been so long maintained, strikingly exhibits 
both the influence of the Bible upon the character 
and conduct of men, and the power of a sacredly- 
observed Sabbath to make men loj'al to the divine 
I truths of the Scriptures. Therefore they assault 
I «ligion and the Bible by an attack upon the s^ig.- 
tity of our holy day. Eationahsm and Communism 
introduced to our hospitable land by the literature 
and the people vrhoni continental Europe has so 
abundantly sent to us, ungratefully and blindly 
a6eks*to destroy the Sabbath, together with other 
Christian institutions whose continuance can alone 
guarantee the perpetuity of the American Kepubht. 
I In all the lai'ge towns and cities the issue is already 
r joined, and the conflict is in full progress. The 
KAniericon people must decide whether they will 
■ have in the future what has been enjoyed in the 
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p'tsi, : to wit, a tiny of rest from secular labor, — a 
day devoted to the worship of God ; a day when 
ehopH and atoree ahftll be closed, and theatroa, play- 
houses and dram-sliopa shall cease, for otie-seventli 
of Ihe time at least, to vitiate the morals and poieon 
the lives of large musses of the population. It is 
such a day that must be chosen, or on the other 
hpind, (Ik- G'.Tiuftii and Ficucli Sunday— a holiday — 
a day cousecmled to Bacchus and Venus, rather 
than to God and Christ ; a day whose hours will 
minister to man's sensual appetites and passions, 
wliile his intellectual and religious nature will vainly 
hunger for food. 

In view of facts lite these it is certain that who 
ever is able to bring forth out of his treasury, 
thoiTghtu new or old concerning this ritiilly import- 
ant subject, ought to have the attention of the en- 
lightened Christian public. For he speaks or writes 
upon a theme wliose magnitude cannot be measured : 
BiDCc with the destruction of the Christian Sabbath, 
will perish all the most valuable institutions of so- 
cial and national life. 

The auUior of the book herewith presented you. 
Ims done his work well. The Divine authority and 
perpetual duration of the Sabbath is clearly deiuiui- 
strated. The specious arguments by which ovrtoin 
litvtAhsts would enforce the obhgation of a " scvi-ulh 
day" iu conlrodistiuctiou to the well utgh uuiveniaUy- 
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observed Chn'stian Sabbath, are thoroughly refuted, 
and it is proven that our '• Lord's day" is the true 
Sabbath. 

The Chronological tables with which the work is 
well supphed, will make it a convenient hand-book 
for the student of Bible history and chronology.

THE PRINOIPAL VIEW3 STATED. 
Public opinion is divided; — first, in relatio 
the importance of the Sabbath; second, in relation 
to its authority ; third, its date ; fourth, its dura- 
tion ; fifth, the day ; sixth, the rule of its observ- 
ance ; seventh, tlie manner in which it should be 
enforced. A weekly holy day ia repudiated by ■ 
Bome, because they believe all days to be alike ' 
common ; by others because tbey hold all days 
equally sacred. One claas affirm that the seventh 
day from the creation is the divinely-authorized 
and immutable Sabbath of all time; while the 
great majority of Christians maintain that the obli- 
gation of the Jewish seventh day ceased together 
with other Jewish rites and ceremonies, at the 
death and resurrection of Christ. 
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Various reasons arc assigned by different class- 
es in favor of a weekly day of rest. It is favored 
as a salutary arrangement of the state ; as a neces- 
sary ordinance of the Church; because inferential- 
ly recommended both by the Jewish institution, 
and by apostolic practice ; and also, and chiefly, as 
an express appointment of God. 

There are several classes of those who believe 
in the divine authority of the Lord's day. Some 
consider it as neither having any connection witli a 
Sabbath in Eden, the existence of which they deny, 
nor with the Sabbath of Sinai, which they assert 
has been abrogaled. 

Another class claim that the firist day of the 
week has superseded the Jewish seventh day by an 
ordainotent of Jesua Christ. 

A third class claim that the Sabbath dates from 
the creation, and ia by divine authority and of per- 
petual duration, it being simply the sacred observ- 
ance of one day in seven ; and the particular day 
has been properly changed in the different dispen- 
sations, in order that it might correspond with the 
day memorialized in each dispensation. This is 
the view advocated in this work. 

A variety of views are held in respect to the na- 
ture of the law of the Sabbath. Some regard it as 
11 ceremonial regulation which has dis 
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others as partly corcmonial and temporary, and in 
Home measure, moral and irrevocable. A third 
class deem it simply positive; a fourth, as not 
positive at all, but wholly natural, moral and un- 
ci i an geable. 

Some conceive that tlie Lord''s day ought to be 
sacredly observed through all its hours; admitting 
however, exceptional cases of necessity and mercy. 
Others believe that its demand of sacred service is 
met by a few hours of public worship, the remain. 
ing time being spent by one class in recreations, 
and by the other in any worldly pursuit. 

A diiferencc af opinion exists in relation to the 
manner in which the institution ou^ht to be regarded 
by the State. Some believe that Sabbath observ- 
ance is a matter which lies beyond the sphere of 
civil enactments; others claim that the day should 
be protected, and certaiu open and public viola- 
tions thereof should be restrained and punished, 
either for political reasons, or according to others' 
because Sabbath-breaking, like theft and murder, is 
a violation of the law of God, and opposed to the 
welfare of the race. This view is evidently correct ; 
and the proof of its truth will be given in this 
work. Sabbalh desecration undoubtedly shortens 
human life.

CHAPTER II. 



THE IMPORTANCE OP TBE SABBATH. 

The Sabbalti question Is a practical one, and it 
atTects man in his physical, mental, social and 
spiritual nature. It has to do with every depart- 
ment of life; — the domestic, agricultural, mechan- 
ical, commercial, professional and religious. In 
short, it concerns every interest of man for time 
and eternity. The Sabbath is a type of that eter- 
nal rest reserved (or the people of God. 

The religion of Jesus Christ, sustained by this 
sacred institution, is the great leavening power 
which has saved the world from moral corrnption. 
A nominal Sabbath might survive pure Christian- 
ity in some localities, but Christianity never con 
survive the overthrow of the sacred day which sus- 
tains it. As the Salibath lias to do with all social 
relations, arising out of the family, the ncighbor- 
hooil, the Church and the State, it is not only a re- 
ligious, but a political institution also; therefore.

tlie State i^hould restrain Sabhatli desecration by 
law, just as it does theft and adultery. Our civil- 
ization cannot survive the overthrow of the Sab- 
bath. Other immoral practices always follow the 
desecration of the Lord's day. 

To violate a general aiTangentent will throw so- 
ciety into eonhisitm. Two cannot walk together 
unlesa they are agreed. A "acventh day" person, 
and one who keeps the first day, cannot harinouize 
in domestic datios, in politii^l matters, in business 
transactions, in Sabbath observance, on either of 
those two days of the week. By this we see tliat 
it is of the utmost importance to have agreement 
as to the day set apart f«r religious worship. Tlte 
lack of such uniformity causes many to disregard 
the Sabbath. 



MAN NEEDS A SEVENTH BAY OF REST. 

The necosaily for the institution of the Sabbath 
lies back of all' preceptive law; it exists in llie 
consti[ution of man. His physical, intellectual, so- 
cial, moral and spiritual nature demands that every 
seventh day be spent in saoi-ed rest. Jesus says : 
" The Sabbath was made for <man, and not man for 
the Sabbath," So at the creation Ood rested, 
blessed and sanctified the seventh day-; not that lie 
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needed rest, but as ai^ example for man wliom he 
had just made. 

France tried the experiment of having no Sab- 
bath, which resulted in such a coiTuption of the 
morals of the people that Ihcy were compelled to 
institute a tenth day of rest. This was found not 
to meet th« necessity for rest, and they returned to 
the seventh day system. None of God's laws can 
bo improved, because they have their authority in 
the constitution of msui. This is emphatically true 
in respect to the Sabbatb. God iustituled the Sab- 
bath because man needs it. 

THE. TESTIMONY OF MEDICAL MEN. 
The following testimonials are taken from TAe 
Sabbiit/t, by Gillillan: — "No less than six hundred 
and forty-one medical men of London subscribed 
a petition to Phrtiamcnt against the opening of the 
Crystal Palace, for profit, on Sundays, containing 
the following sentence : — ' Your petitioners, from 
their acquaintance with the laboring classes, and 
vith the laws which regulate the human economy, &xe 
convinced that a seventh day of rest, instituted by 
God, and coeval with the e-xistence of man, i.i c^- 
-entiai to. the bodily health and mental vigor of 
men in every station of life.' " " Many medical 
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men on this side of the Atlantic are equally decided 
in relation to ^he benefits resulting from the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath, of whom we name Drs. 
Warren, of Boston ; Smith, of New York ; Harri* 
son and Mussey, of the Ohio Medical College ; and 
Alden, of Massachusetts. Dr. Mtissey says : — ^^Un- 
der the due observation of the Sabbath, life would 
on the average be prolonged more than one-seventh 
of its whole period,' " p. 180. 



CHAPTER III. 



EXAMPLES OP SABBATH DBSECEtATION. 

The following esamples are taken from The 
Sabbaih by Gillillan: — "A contractor went on to 
tlie West to make a turnpike road. At first lie 
paid no regard to tlie ^abbatli, but eonlinued to 
work as on other days. lie soon found, however, 
that the ordinances of nature, no less than the 
moral law, were against him. His laborers became 
sickly, his teams grew poor and feeble, and he waa 
fully convinced that more was lost than gained by 
working on the Lord's day. The Sabbath day la- 
borer, like the glutton and drunkard, undermines 
his health, and prematurely hastens his exit from 
this world." p. 180. 

" Two tliousand men were employed for yeary, 
seven days in a week. To render them contented 
in giving up their right to the Sabbath as a day of 
rest, that birthright of the human family, they were 
paid double wages on that day. But they could

tliem healthj', nor m&ke llicm moraL 
Things went badly, and they chanjied tLeir courw 
by employing the workmen anly six days in a week, 
find allowing them to rest on the Sabltalh. They 
did more work tlian ever before. Tliis, the anper- 
iDtetident said, was owing to two causes: Srst, the 
demoi alization of the i»eople under the first system; 
and accond,the exhaustion of llieir bodily strength, 
whieli was apparent to llie most casual obscr\'er." 
p. 181. 

" It was remarked by the celebrated Sir David 
Wilkie, that ' Those artists who wrought on Sun- 
days were soon disqualified for working at all.'" 
p. 181. 

"Mr. Bagnall, an rstcnslve iron master, discoa< 
tinued the working of his blastfunioce on the 
Lord's day, and in 1B4I, about two years afior the 
change had been adopted, he slated to a committue 
of the House of Lords : ' We have made rather 
more iron, siaco we stopped on Sundays, than we 
did before.' After a seven year's trial of the plan 
Mr. Biignall wrot« thus : ' We made a larger quan- 
tity of iron tfian ever, and have gone on in all our 
six iron-works much more free from accident and 
interruption, than during any preceding seven years 
of our lives.' " p. 210. 
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"A steamer on llie Thames having Mown op 
some yeai's ago, the foreman aud stokers charged 
the btamc to Sabbath work, which stupefied and 
embittered them, and made them blundering and 
heedless." Mr. Swan, the intelligent Superintend- 
ent of Machinery for the Eastern Continental Steam 
Packet Company, stated that when the engines 
were being constuntly daniat;cd, the mischief was 
soon repaired by giving the men reat on each aev- 
eulh day. p. 211. 

Protracted labor in any.giveBi direction prodncea 
such a strain upon those faculties which are in con- 
stant exercise, that the work performed is oflen 
done improperly, and is frequently followed by 
disaster. 

It is stated on authority that "the amount of 
productive labor done in France was diminished 
by the change from a seventh to a tenth-day's rest." 
p. 211. 
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TBE THREE SISPESSATIONS. 

There have been three dispeiisattons from the 
creniion of man to flie present time, namely: — the 
Patriarchal, the IVIos&ieal and the Christian dirfpcQ. 
satioa. 

1. The Patriarchal age begaa at the creation, on 
the first day of the first month, Tisri. According 
to Archbishop Usher, it contained 2512 yeaj's and 
six months ; but accepting^ the chronology of the 
Septuagint, which is the oldest version of the H^e- 
brew Scriptures extant, it continued 3898 years 
and six months. The Patriarchal age ended »n 
Friday, the last day of the sixth month, Adar, fifr 
teea days before the exodus of the Israelites from 
Egypt. During this dispensation the sacred me- 
norial day of rest was " the seventh day" from 
the creation, which day " God blessed" and 
"samitified," and in which He " rested from all 
his work." This day was for Adam, a day of rest 
y vithout sin or a sin offering ; for it was sanctified 
iby God before sin had entered the world. 
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2. Tlie Mosaic diqienmlion dates from Saturday, 
tlie first day of the seventh montli, Abib. On the 
fifteenth day of this" month the Israelites left Egypt. 
According to Archbishop Usher, it continued about 
1491 years, closing about four years after the birth 
of.Tesus; but according to P. Akers, D, D., who 
pvea good reasons for his oninion. it continued 
H>4i) years, tjjn mouths and twcnly-two days, Mosaic 
time. In this work 1G53 years, and 285 days are 
given to this dispensation. 

The passover, tlie feast of unleavened bread, 
and the weekly Subbalhs in liiis age were all me- 
morials of the delicerance of iho Hebrews from 
Egyptian bondage. (I'iiie Exodus xiii. 10; ami 
'Deui. V. 15). All nf tlicse institiitiona were types 
or ciiadows of Christ. ( Vide Col. ii. 14-17.) 

Tiie Mosaic Sabbath was a bloody institulion 
on account of sin. On this day the Isniclitea 
were required to sacrifice twice tlie number of ani- 
mals that were stain on other days. In ihis sacri- 
ficial feature it was a type of the offering of Chriai : 
and unlike that other day of rest which God had 
sanctified before sin entered tlie world. 

The paschal lamb was killed about the ninth 
hour of the fourteenth day of the first month. (Ex- 
odus xii. 2-6), Ji'Biis psnii'Pd upon llie cm^^ in 
the .«f>mo Itnitr. day and month, and tiMS lie became 
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onr Pasaover, and alirngatod the Mosaic paasover. 
He was laid in Joseph's tomb at a Kte ho'ir od ^ 
Friday, and his liody was a victim in the enilirace 
d* ileath during the bloody Mosaic, Saliljalh, by 
thia mcaos terminating the Bliadowy Sabbath of the 
Israelites, with all of its sacrifices. He arose from 
the tomb earlv on the first day of the week, by 
which act he restored the original sinless, sanctified 
aevetith day of rest ; having atoned for sin by his 
death, and arisen for our juatifieatiou. His resur- I 
reetiori was typified by the offering of the first ' 
fruits, which were reqnired to be presented on the 
day (the next after the Sabbath) in which lie aroso< 
(See Lev. xxiii, 10-14). By his resurrection he 
became ■' the first fruits of them that slept," and 
the surety of onr resurrection. 

3, The Chrii'ian dhpciimlion infinitely exceeds 
the former dispensation in glory ho " that which 
was made gloriouti hath no glory in this respect by 
reason of the glory that excelleth." In this .dia. 
pensation, the advent of Christ is memorialized by 
dating all documents in Christian lands in the 
"year of our Lord." The death of Jesus is me- 
morialized in the Lord's Supper. The day in which 
Jesus arose for our justification is memorialized 
in the obsen-ance of the " Lord's day." Abundant , 
proof of these facts will be given in future chapters, i 
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CHAPTER V.

Tins sevL-nth day whiuh God bleased and sanc- 
tified, and in which he rested, may properly be 
called " the Lord's day." In this treatise, I shall 
attempt to prove that this seventh day corresponds 
to the Christian's " Lord's day," also called "the 
first day ot the week;'' and that the Jewish Sab- 
bath day com-spouds to the sixth day of the crea- 
tion. The sevenih day in which God rested, (Gen. 
ii. 1. 2) is not called in the Scriptures tlie Sabbath 
day. neither is the Christian's Lord's day so named. 

If I am correct, when the seventh day from the 
creation is carried forward without change, it cor- 
responds with the day in which Jesus rose from 
the grave, thus uniting the sacrednesa of the day of 
the resurrection with the day which God sanclilied*

Ju^in Martyr, in hia dialogue with Tryplio the 
Jew, — about A. D. 150, page 63, — says; "You see 
that ibo heavens are not idle, nor do tlicy observe the 
Sabbath. Couliiiiie as ye were born. For if be- 
fore Abraham Ihore was no need of circunieii^ion, 
nor of Uic Sabliath, nor feaslti, nor offerings before 
Hoses, 80 now in like mannei' there is no need of 
them." 

Justin Martyr, in tins quotation, classes tht; Fa- 
triarcha with Christiana in relation to the Saliboth, 
confining the Sabbatic institution to the Mosaic dis- 
pensation. In this work he spealts of the Sabbath 
in twenty-one different places; ofien repeatinj^ tho 
assertion that neitlier the Patriarchs nor Christians 
kept the Sabl>ath. One of the pi-oniincnt complaints 
of Trypho tho Jew against Christians was, that tliey 
did not keep the Sabbath. There was no controversy 
ill relation to the non-observance of tlic Sabhath by 
the Patriai'chs. Evidently both of thuai believed 
that the Mosaic Salibatli was not observed by tho 
Palriarcha. On page fifty-lour, speaking of Ailanii 
Abel, Enoch, J.nt, Noah, and Melcliisedck, Jusiin 
JUartyr says: " For all these riuhteona persons he- 
for^ mentioned pleased God, though they did not 
oliservt the Sabbaih." While Justin Martyr states " 
tliat those who lived before the days of Mosi's did 
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not observe the Sabbath, and neither did tiie early 
Christians, he admits that Christians did obsenre 
the cifihth or 6i-3t day. On page 283, he aays: 
"That day in which Christ appeared when he rose 
from the dead, which was the eighth, indeed, in 
number, but was always the first in rank and order." 
On page 63, he says : " I can prove that the eiglitb 
day contains some greater mystery in it than the 
Beventh." 

Cliristians, in observing the eighth, or first day, 
memorialized tJie resurrection of Christ; so the 
Patriarchs had li.eir seventh day as a memorial of 
the creation. Yet neither the Patriarchs nor ■ 
Christians observed the Sabbath day, according to 
Justin Martyr. Hence, the day kept liy llie Patri- 
archs and Christians was not the Sabbath day of 
the Mosaic dispensation. 

THE SACRED DAY OP THE PATEIABCEAL AGE. 

It is believed by some that the Patriarchs ob- 
served no day in sacred worship. The argument 
for this belief is founded upon the fact that no men- 
tion is made of the Sabbath from the time of the 
creation until the tiire of Moses. It is admitted 
that the Sabbath is not mentioned by name during 
that period ; but tliis does not prove that there was 
no sacred day of rest and worship. 
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"When God rested on the seventh day, he set an 
example for man. Man needed a sacred day of 
rest. Tlie diviaion of time into periods of Beven 
days is an indicntion of the sacred memoriul of the 
soventli day of rest and worship. It is not easy to 
conceive for what other pui-pose this arbitrary di- 
viaion of time, not regulated liy t!ie aim or the 
moon, could have been instituted and perpetuated. 
We find traces of such division of time into weeks, 
tliroHsrh the Patriarchal age. When God threat- 
ened the Hood, (Gen. vii. 4j he said: " For jet 
epvcn days, and I will cause it to rain." When 
Noali Iiad entered the ark, and all was ready, {v. 1 0) 
" It came to pass, alter dcven days, that the waters 
of the fl'tod were upon the earth." When the flood 
had abated, and N'oali had sent out the dove, and 
she returned, (vii. 10) "He staid yet other seven 
days," and sent her out again. And when she re- 
turned, (v.l2) "Ho staid yet other seven days," 
and sent her out again. 

In connection with Jacob'sneftotiation for hiswife, 
relalcd in Genesis xxix. 27, 28, we find the term 
" week" used. When Jacob died, and Joseph, with 
his brethren, went up to the burial, (Geo. 1. 10)" he 
ninde a mourning for his father seven days." The " 
continuance, by the Patriarchs, of tite divisioa of 
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time into scvcD-day periofls, ia inferential proof 
tbal llioj observed one day in seven in a religions 
inanner. Tlicre is evidence of 

THE UNIVEHSAL PRACTICE OF OBSEBVISG ONE DAT IN 
BEVEN AS HOLY. 

Porplijry mys tlie " Phoeuicians consecrated one 
day in eeven &s holy." 

Josephus says: "There is no cily, either of 
Greeks or Barbarians, or any olher nation, where 
the religion of ihe Sabbath is not known." 

Euscbius says : " Almost all the philoso|)li(.TS and 
poets acknowledge tlie seventh day as holy." 

Grotiusaaya, "that Ihe memory of tiie creatior 
being performed in aevcn days, was preserved not 
only among the Greeks and Italians, but among the 
Celts and Indiana, all of whom divide llieir time 
into weck.s." 

Tliis univeraal practice of dividing time into 
weeks of seven days each, and considering one day 
as holy, must have had its origin from the creation. 

The seventh day, which is considered sacred, 
varies in different countries. The Saturn worship- 
era observe Saturday ; the Sun and Baal-worship- 
ers obser\'e Sunday ; the Moon-worshipera observe 
Monday ; nations worsliipiug otiier idols obser\-e 
still other days; so that thi're is no day of the 
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week that is not observed as holy, by some nation. 
Home of these people must have changed their 
holy day. There can be no doubt, that some of 
these idol-worshipers did observe the original sev- 
enth day. And as they all continued the division 
of time into seven-day periods, without change 
from the creation, so it is likely that the largest 
number have not changed the seventh day, from the 
creation. 

It is well known that far the greater number 
among the ancients, observed Sunday. This is 
strong presumptive proof that Sunday was the 
original seventh day of rest. 



CHAPTER VI. 

DB-FICCLTIEa OF IMPORTIKO THE SEVENTH D*r 0? 
THE WEEK TO TBLS COSTISENT. 

The claim that the fourth precept in tbe deca- 
logue requifes the people of this cbntincnt to ob. 
serve the seventh day from the creation, involves 
difficulties which Providenco has never explained. 
and suggests questions upon which men disagree. 

Every fifteen degrees one travels eastward, the 
time of day is one hour earlier, and going the 
same distance w(.'Stward a time-piece would be one 
hour late. So that traveling westward around the 
world to the point of starting, we would be twenty- 
four hours behind the time. At what longitude 
should wc add this lost day? God lias not told 
us. If it be while crossing the Atlantic ocean, then 
our Sunday becomes the seventh day of the week. 
Starting from the place where Adam first rested 
on the scvenlli day, aud goinr^ east around the earth, 
to the point of departure, we would i» twenty-four 
hours ahead of time. "Where is the degree of longi. 
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tude at which we ought to drop this extra day? 
We have no revdatien on this point. To come 
from tlie weat lo this coutiiient without dropping a 
day would make our Sunday the seventh day of the 
week. Who can tell us which i? the seventh day 
of the week on this continent? God has not in- 
formed ns whether we should bring tlie reckoning 
of our time from the east or the weat. We know^ 
Lowcver, that the time has been mainly brought 
to this continent from the east, beoause the greater 
emigration has been from that way; yet many 
have immigrated to this continent from the west, 
and have brought their r,eckoning of time with 
them. 

Many Chinamen nre immiiixating to our western 
shores. The people of Alaska, which is a part ot , 
the United States, brought their reckoning of time 
from the weat, and continue to number the days of 
the week as ia their former country, which was, 
perhaps, across Behring's Strait — tlie two continenta 
there being only forty miles apart. They observe 
what they call the first day, of the week. If they 
ehould observe their setevih day, it would BgreQ 
with our Sunday. Who dare say that they have 
not a right to bring the calculation of time tft this 
[ continent from the west without changing it? 
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Yet Elder J. N. Andrews, a noted seven lb- day 
author,, asserts tiiat tlic reckoning of time siiould 
not be carried across tlie lon,i;itude rimiiing north 
and south through Behring's Strait without drop- 
ping a day when coining eaat, or adding a day when 
going west; and he not only finds the hihahitauts 
of Alaska maintaining the reckoning of time in 
opposition to his theory, but also the inhabitants of 
Rtcairn's Island, who are on this side of tiie line, 
and have brought tiieir reckoning Irom Asia, with- 
out dropping a day. 

This is a theological question which lias to do 
iu deciding which day is the seventh; ai\d as the 
Iiord has overlooked this item which so concerns 
the people of this continent in this gospel age,'ottr 
" seventh-day " brethren have supplied the over- 
sight in order to produce uniformity in the day 
observed as saered. The question of unirormity in 
relation to the day observed, is admitted to be one 
of greater importance than the question of the par- 
ticular day. 

The particular day on this continent, whether the 
first or seventh day, depends altogether upon wheth- 
er we reckon from time in the ca-Jt, or in ihe 
west. If the calculation be from lliccu-'t ."^a'lirday 
would be the seventh day ; if from llic west, Sunday 
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ironld be the seventh day ; and as God has not 
told us which way we should reckon it, this evi- 
dently, is a question of minor importance. But the 
want of uniformity in the day observed, disai'ranges 
all departments of life; henco, this is a question 
ot preat importance. 

To transfer the "seventh day fiom the crea- j 
tion " to this continent, in the first place we need I 
to know the place where Adam obacrred his first I 
day of re.st. No one can tell where Eden was lo- 
cated. Different localities, far retuote froiu each 
other, have been surmised to be thii plac; but the 
flood has obliterated the landmarks ; so that we are 
left without knowledge of the starting point. Since 
we ha\'e lost a knowledge of the pince. we do not 
know whether it coutd be reached in the shorter 
distance, by traveling cast or west. 

The numerals of the days of the week are not 
native to this country ; they were imported from 
the old world. If brought from the east, one day 
would be the seventh ; if brought from the west, 
another day would be the seventh ; and as we do 
not know the plaice where the true numerals origi* 
nated, therefore, we do not know from which direc- 
tion to import thera. So reckoning time from the- . 
creation, no ime knows which is the seventh or the 
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first day of the week oq this coiilinent. Iii the old 
world it is different ; for Bomowhcre en that hem- 
isphere these numerals of the week originated. 

There is another difiieulty in bringing down 
these numerals of the week from the creation. They 
have been changed in different ages, and by several 
nationa. The sacred day has, also, by sucii nations 
been observed as memorializing di&erent evenls* 
The changes made by divine authority will be 
■ explained in future chapters.

EXPI.ASATIOM (IF PIFPEREST ERAS. THE SOLAR CT-

TKORS. BOLID TIME. 

1. A. M., is an alibi-evialion ol'Anno Munili, mean- 
ing "■ in the ymr of the uoiid." This era bejian, 
according to the chronoioey herein adopted, 5552 
years B. C. It w^a 5552 years and 100 days from 
the first day in ihe week of creation, to January 
let, A. D. 1, if I am correot. 

2. B. C, means ''ie/(i/e Chnsl." This year must 
never bo confounded with the year of our Lord; 
the latter is one year later than the former. 

3. A. D., an abbreviation fur Anno Dumini, Htandn 
for "ill Uic year of mil- Lord." This era dates from 
abnnt five years after the birth uf Jesus. Among 

L all Christian nations, both publie and (irivate docu- . 

[ luents arc dated from (his era. 

t. Tiie Juliiin Cycle of twenty-eight years was 
the reformed calendar which was adjusted by Sosig- 
enes, an E;iyptian, and other aslrononiers, under 
Uieauihority of Julius CiEsar, forty-live ycurii before 
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the Christian era Tiiis calendar girea to ordinary 
jears 3G5 days cacii, and to every fourth year 368 
days, which were arranged into months as we now 
have them. This calendar requires a solar cj'cle 
of twniity-eiglit jeara, after which the days o( the 
weeks in the months will be repeated in all respects 
like the first cycle. 

5. A Lunar Cijc/c is nineteen years ; the period of 
time required for the moon to pas^^ through all lier 
cimnges. The Jewish Luni-solar year, consisting 
of twelve years with twelve months each, and seven 
years of thirteen months eacii, ip the Metonic eycle 
of nineteen years, was introduced liy Kabbi Hillel, 
prince of the Sanhedrim, aboot the year A. D. 360, 
The Jews did not abandon the use of the Julian 
year until within the last 400 years. {Kitto: Cy- 
clopedia of Biblical Literature: Chronology p. 437. 

6. Tfie Roman hdkiion is a cycle of fiffeon years, 
instituted by Constantino the Great, wlio, having re- 
duced the time which the Romans were obliged to 
Berve in the army, to fifteen years, imposed a tax at 
the end of that term to pay the discharged soldiers. 
This custom introduced the practice of iieepiiig ac- 
counts by this period. 

7. A.J, P., stands for the yenr of tfie Julian period. 
This period was invented by Joseph Justu.s Scali- 
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ger, by muUipIviii<!; into each other the solar cyol 
of tweuty-ciuht years, the liiuar cixle of nineteen 
years, and the Roman Indiction of fifleen years, 
ntakiug a product of 7980 years. Scu!i^rpr dis- 
covered that the first year of our Lord was llie tenth 
year ol the soiar eycio, the mKond year of the lunar 
cycle, and the jhuitJi year of the Roman Indiction. 
Now, in order to make these ihree eyries pynchro- 
nize with each other, and also with the Cliristian 
era. it was necessary to find some number in the 
whole period of 1980 years, which being divided 
respectively by tWenty-cight, nineteen, and fifteen, 
the number of years in each of the above cycles, 
would leave the respective remainders, ten, two and 
four; those remainders corresponding to the yeara 
which it was necessary to drop out of the respec- 
tive cycles, 80 that thfy might all commence with the 
Christian era. He found that the year 4714 was 
the only one which being divided by the solar cycle 
of twenty-eight, would give the required remainder 
of tfm. ; and divided by the lunar cycle of nineteen, 
would give the required itno remainder; and, also, 
divided by the Roman Indiction of fifteen, would 
leave the required /uKr as a remainder. This made 
the year 4T14 before A. D. 1, a fixed point in 
chrouoloay, where all of these cycles have a com- 
mon starting-point. These cycles of years may be 
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employed by turninf^ thcni cither backward or for- 
ward, to form a general measui-e of time. The ei*a 
A. J. P:, iaB. C. 4T13. 

8. A. U. C, sigliifiea tke year of t!ie building of 
the city of Rome. Tliia era began April 2l3t, A. J. 
P. 39t!l ; B. C. 153, aceording to Varro. A. J. 
P. 4714, and A. U. 0. 153, syncbroaize with A. 
D. 1. All of these eras date from January 1st, 
except A. U. C, whieli beeina with April 21st; 
lieuce, in passiiii; tliia date it would require A. U. 
C. 754 to synelironize with A. D. 1. 

H, 01. Yb., stands for Olympic Yean, This era 
datea from A. J. P. 3y37; B. C. 77G. Olympic 
years may be reduced to Olympiads by dividing by 
four, and coiiveiscly Olympiads may be changed 
into Olympic years by multiplying by four. The 
I95th. Olympiad fell upon A.D. 1. The computa- 
tion by Olympiads ceased at the 364th Olympiad, 
A. D. 440. 

10. Thi:Gicgnn.in Othmhir. TIte Julian Calen- 
dar remained without alteration till A. D. 1582, 
when it was ascertained that the precession of the 
eqiiinosea required a retrenchment of ten days in 
the colendar. The mean solar year ia 365 days, 
6 hours, 48 minuter, ■lij.t)U444 seconds. This falls 
short of the Julian Year of 365 days and 6 hours, 
by 11 minutes and ' tft4e6C seconds each year. 
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Therefore, to correct the accumulated errors of tho 
Julian Calendar, GregorjXlILissiteH n Imll order- 
ing that Friday, tlie fiCtli of October, 1682, should be 
counted as the fifteen th for that year, thus diopping 
ten days from the Culendur. He also commanded 
that thereafter tlic years divisible by one hundred, 
but not by four hundred, without a remainder, should 
have but 3G5 days, instead of 366. In the Julian 
Calendar every year exactly divisible by four, was 
a leap year, containing 366 days. In all other re- 
spects the Julian Calendar remained uncJianged. 
P. Akers, D. D., says : " It was not only tlie adopted 
measure of time fnr upward of sixteen hundred 
years, among the Romans, from whom we received 
it, but the Jews, Egyptians, Chaldeaus and antedi- 
luvians evidently had years of similar length before 
them." (Biblical ChronoloEy, p.46.) Since 1582 
the calendar has been called Gregorian. According 
to the rule of retreuchmetit laid down by Gi-egory 
XlII.,the years 1700 and 1800 wore know-nas com- 
mon years, not being divisible by four huudred 
without a remainder. But tiie year 1600 was a 
leap year, being exactly divisible by four huudred. 
11. E, N., stands for Era of Nabonamir. "It 
bas been ascertained," [saya P. Akers,] " with as- 
tronomical precision, that this famous era began 
vith the reign of Nabonassar, King of Babylon, on 
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the first day of the Eeyplian raontli Tlintli, which 
date corresponded with the twentv-sixth day of 
February, A. J. P. 39C7 It is gener- 
ally adinilted tliat tlic Egyptians, ChaMcanB and 
ancient Persians reckoned tlio first of the month 
Thoth, as the first day of their civil or sacred year 
which invariably consisted of 3(55 days. . . . 
It differed in length only about sis hnura from the 
orijiinal year. Tlie months of tlie Egyptian sacred 
year eacli had thirty days, exticpt the twelfth, which 
invariably had thirty-five, so liiat their year laekeJ 
only another day qnadrenninlly, to make it agree 
with the solar year. For the want of this it would 
recede througli the period of an entire natural year, 
iu 14liO solar years.

Calisthencs [raiismiltodarataloguc of llie rci^a 
of the Kings of Bahylon, beginning wiili Nabonas- 
Bar, wbich wa^i continued by I'loleniy down to tlie 
death of Alexander; making 424 years of 365 days 
eacli. and ending Saturday, November cleventii. A. 
J. P. 4390. But 424 years of Julian time would 
not have ended before the twenty.filtli day of Feb- 
ruarv, A. J. P. 4391.

The Bolar cycle datca back to A. J. P. 1. wliich 
' ■was B. C. 4713. ItoonUiins 28 yeara, 1461 weeks, 
or 10227 days. Eacli Bucccssjve solar cycle was 
in all respects like the first, until ttie Gregorian 
retrenclimcnt of ten daya, A. D. 1582. lu tbia 
table I have given the number of each year of tho 
cycle, and the Sunday letters, and alao the day of 
the week on which each year began. According 
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to our calculations, A. M. 1, commoiiccd on Mon- 
day, September 23rd, in tiie first year of tiie eolar 
cycle; 839 years, and 100 days liefore A. J. P. 1. 
From A. M. 1 to the Mosaic age, tliere were 3898 
ypars, and C months which contained 180 days. 
This period covered 139 solar cycles, G years and 
180 days; the Mosaic age beginiiiii;^ on Saturday, 
March 23nd. From A. M. 1 to A. D. 1, there were, 
according to onr computation, 5552 years and 100 
days, which period included lf)8 solar cycles, 8 
•months and 100 days. A. D. 1 is the tenth year 
ol the solar cycle, B U the SiiT'dny li-tli-r ; hence, 
the year becmn "n Salurd.\v. All of these items 
can Itc seen or readily computed by tlie table on 
the opposite page. 




Era« of the Worl<f. 
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Usiier'a era of llic world, as given in the table, 
vas Sunday, October 23rd, and his firH day of the 
Mosaic age was Tuesday, April 1st. A3 he gave 
131098 weeks and 2 days to the Patriarchal age, 
ehould he begin the world on any Sunday in ihe 
year, the 6rst day of the Mosaic aee would be Tues- 
day. But it can be proved, as we shall do in later 
chapters, that the first day of the first month in 
the Mosaic age was unitormly Saturday. Hence, 
Usher's Chronology in this particular is in error. 
Should he make tlie first day oi the Mosaic age begin 
on Saturday, as the sacred Scriptures require, hia 
first Jay of the world would be Thursday. There- 
fore his number of years for the Mosaic age are 
incorrect. 

The Septuagint numbers from the creation to the 
Modfuc &ge, as given by Akers and adopted In this 
work, contain 203417 weeks and 5 days. Hence, 
if we begin the world on any Monday in the year, 
the Mo??ic age would ("oninienco on Pnlurday. This 
fact is evidence in favor of iliose number?. 

It will be seen in the table that other nations 
give longer time from the creation to the Chris- 
tian era. It i^ th^ bim='t o'' :■ fl.1ol. n,nt Voscs 
made a inistako of about 2000 years in the date of 
the creation. This error, evidently is not the work 





of Mopes, but of tlie Ji?ws, since ibe beginning of 
the Christian era. U is time that such a reproach 
Bbould be removed from the sacred Scriptures. 

The Grecian era of the world antedates that of 
the author by 47 years, and the Chinese 606 years. 
The Grecian era dates 1595 years back of Udher's 
era of the world; and tlie Chinciie 2154 years. 
There is a difference of only one year between the 
Chinese and llie Babylonian era of the world, a3 
given by BaiJly. It is true tlief^o eras have been 
brought down by tradition, yet they essentially 
agree in declaring B. C. fiOOO as the era of the 
world; which dale ici'^ul^iibly approximhtes tho 
Septnagint Chronology.

The Sunday letters are the first seven io the alplia- 
\iel reversed, so that in successive order they are as 
follows : G F E D OB A. Years of 365 days have 
but oDe Sunday letter, but leap years are distJn- 
fruished by two Sunday letters ; one contiDQing 
until the 29lh day of February, when the addition 
of a day breaks the order, and the next Sunday 
letter in the list is required for the remainder of 
the year. The Sunday letters are so arranged as 
to indicate the days in the months when the Sun- 
days annually occur. When A is the Sunday letter 
January begins with Sunday; when B is the Pun- 
day letter tlie second day of January is Sunday ; 
C requires the third day of January to be Sunday. 
The same order is observed to the cad of the list. 
G, the seventh letter in the alphabet, requires the 
seventh diy of January to be Sunday. 
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Tho Tollowing rhyme will assist ua in distribatin^ 
the Sundays id the inonlhs: —

The rhyme is in the second and fourth lines in 
the above table, and has twelve words whioh cor- 
respond with the twelve months which are placed 
over them. Tbe initials of the words of thiarrhyme 
are in the order in which the days of the week occur 
on the firat day of eaeh of tlie lespectjve months in 
common years. When A is the Sunday letter each 
Dionth having a word in the rhyme commencing with 
A, begins on Sunday ; and those mouths with a word 
commencing with B, begin on Monday, with on 
Tuesday, and so on throngh the series. When B 
\3 the Sunday letter, the months having a word in 
the rhyme commencing with B begin on Sunday, 
with G on Monday; thus passing through the days 
of the week, and the months. When C is the Sun- 
day letter, the months having a word in the rhyme 
commencing with C begin on Sunday, with D on 
Monday, and E on Wednesday ; and so on through 
the series. When D is the Sunday letter, the months 
having a word in the rhyme commencing with D be- 
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gin on Sunday, and line otl»er influtlis are ctHiformrd 
lo this according to the initial of thuir respective 
word. TliG saiDC riile applic'd lo lite reiiiiiiniu^ 
Dotninical Letters, E, F atid G, will locate tlie 
9iinday8 ia tlie Hionthd resp«clivcly. Bat leap jpar 
iMving a new ^uiidav letter after Ftliruary, neces- 
sitates a corret ponding clian^ iathciMuiday lutlor 
for tl>c balance of tlte rear ; tat the saiiw order isi 
preserved with this new 8uudtty kticr; only il i:« 
restricted to tlie ten Hiontlts, while the lonniT Suit- 
day letter in leap year iis limited to the first two 
months i>f the year.

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Tliis table indicates tlie Sunday leUcre as- ihcy 
are used al present. This year, lUX, is ttie fottr- 
tcentli year ia the solar t;yclc, and B irf the Sunday 
letter, wliich shows that tlie aetiond day ol January, 
this year, was Sunday. And as tlie initial of the word 
in the rhyme under May is B. therefore, May this 
year will begin on Sunday ; and all the other months 
in the year will cori-CJipoud to this, according to the 
initial of the wordd in the rhyme under each respects 
ive month. In all of these tables the years iu the 
solar cycle are the game, they never hating beeu 
changed. 

Rule to a.scertain the number of the year in the 
solar cycle, of any year in the Cliristian «rar Add 
to the respective year of the Christian era, 4713, 
the year of the Julian period before Christ, and 
divide the sum by twenty-eight, the number of 
years in a solar cycle, and the remainder will in- 
dicate the year in the solar cycle. For instance, 
Grej^ory XIII. issued his decree of retrenchment 
in t!ie year A. D. 1582. What year in the solar 
cycle was that? Add 1582 to 4713 and it mates 
6295 as the year of the Julian period ; dividing this 
by 28 the quotient is 224, and 23 remainder, which 
indicates that A. P. 1582 was the twenty-third 
year in tlie solar cycle.

Take anollitT example. Wlmt year in tlic solar 
cycle ia A. D. 1881? Add to tliia 4713; the sum 
\i (1694, wliicb is the year of the Julian period; 
divi'lc this by 28, the number of years in a solar 
c^cle, and the quotient, 235, (rirea the number of 
whole cycles, and the 14 remainder indicates that 
thid is the fourteenth year in the solar cycle, as it 
id shown in ihe foregoing table. 

The Gregorian retrenchment will require that 
the tweniy-niDlh day of February. A. D. 1900 
be (iropjfed from the Julian calendar. Also the 
twcHly-iiinlh day of February, A. D. 2100. 

Any person applying the rule as I have given it, 
can ascertain tlie Sunday letter, and make a calen- 
dar for any year, past, present or future.

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Rule to find lij llie Julian cycle on wiiat day of 
tlie week any event occurred, when tlie year of our 
Lord, tlie monlli, and day of tlie month arc given: 
Add tlio year of the event to 4'iI3 ; the sum will 
lie the year of the Julian period. Divide this liy 
twenty-eight, the number of years in a solar cycle, 
and the remainder will bo th« year of the event in 
the Julian cycle. Take the following examiiles : — ■ 
What day of the week was January 1st, A. D. 1 ? 
Add 1 to4713; itmake34714; divide this by 28; 
the quotient is lUS, and 10 remainder, which indi- 
cates that A. D, 1 was the tenth year in the solar 
cycle. By reference to the tabic we sec that in 
the tenth year of tiie solar cycle the second day of 
January was Sunday. Hence, the first day of Jaii- 
uaj-y A.'D. 1, was Saturday. 

Gregory's retrtnchment was made October fifth, 
1582. What day of the week was that? Add 
4713 and ISSi-and we have the siim 629^ This 
is the year of the Julian period that the retrench- 
ment was made. Divide 621)4 by 28 and the quo- 
tient is 224, with 23 remainder, which indicates 
that llie retrenchment was made in the twenty-third 
year of the solar cycle. In the twenty-third year 
in iho table we sec that October seveutlfwiis Sun- 
day; hence, October ihc fiftli was Friday, 
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Kiilc to 6nd by the Julian cycle on what clay of 
llie woek any event occurred, wlien the year of our 
Lord, the inoutli, and day of tiie month arc frivcn, 
according to tiie Gregorian calendai': — Add the 
year of ihc event to 4713; tlie einu will lio the 
year of the Julian period. Divide this by 28 and 
the remainder will be the j'car of the event in the 
Julian cycle. Then set down the day of tiic ntcmtk 
of the first Sunday in the Julian month which cor-

If diere liad hecn 
no chauge io the Julian calendar, D would have 
Ijeeu the Sunday letter for thia year, as in the table ; 
hut the retrcnchinent has made B the Snnday letter 
for 1881 in the Gregorian calendar. And as E 
was the Sunday letter for the tenth year of the solar 
cycle in the Julian calendar, as in the tahle, there- 
fore the fourteenth year in the solar cycle, at prea- 
ont, in tlie Gregorian calendar, is, in all respects, 
the same as the tenth year in the solar cycle in the 
Julian calendar. And the calendar for 1882, which 
will bo the fifteenth year in the solar cycle, will be 
precisely like the Julian calendar in the eleventh 
year of the solar cycle. Hence, we see that the 
Gregorian calendar, in use at present, is found IR 
the Julian calendar fonr years backward in the 
solar cycle ; and this will continue to be so until the 
twenty-ninth day of February, A. D. 1900, shall bo 
dropped from the Julian calendar, as it is required 
to be by the Gregorian retrenchment.

in the left-hand of this table (nambered 1 to T), 
exhibit every possible month-date of each day of 
the week. The numbers in the center of the table 
indicate the proper calendar for each month of 
every vear fi-oni the creation to A. D. 2100. 
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Directions: — Finrt (lie month and vcar required, 
in tlie riffht liniid talilc. Tlie figure ojiposite both 
will indicate the calcnilar to be useil. TlnisJauuaiy, 
aoil twenty-eishtycar^lwrore A. J. P.. have opposite 
them the fijrure "1," whicli indicates that the first 
calendar is the one for that month; and by mfcr- 
enco to the first calendar we see ihat thi; first day 
was Monday.

E.'iplanation of the seven periods: — Tho first 
period in the table embraces the first tweuty-e^ht 
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jeara before A. J. P. Twoiityei^lit years is a i 
cuinplclc solar cycle; hence, eudi Buccessive twfii- 
ty-ci.Lrlit years before. A, J. P.. was in all rcspccta ] 
like tliia. back to the beginning of the world. 

Tlie second poriod begins A. J. P. 1, wliich was 
B.;C. 4713. Each successive cycle of tweiitj--oit;ht 
yeai-a was precisely like this until llie Gregorian le- 
trcncUment dropped ten days from the Julian oal- 
cndar. This was adopted in alt Catliolie couiilrica 
on llic fifth of October, A. D. 1582. Protestanta 
came to use it gradually. By an act of Parliament 
Great Britain adoptod it by dropiiitig from t!ie 
Julian calt-'ndar elevtii days, wliich was then thfl 
diffurencc between the old and the new style. This 
was done in the month of Soiilrinlirir, and the day ^ 
which would have been the third, was called the ' 
fonrtcnnth, in the year A. D. 1752. Hence in 
England and in Iier colonics in America, there waa 
no chani^e in the Julian calendar until A. D, 1152. 
The followers of the Greek Church still use tlio 
old style, with no retrenchment. Hence for their 
dates the second period, beginning A, J. P. 1, and 
brought forward in cycles of twenty-eight years, ia 
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first year after tlie retrcnclimeiit often days, Xnnc 
hilt Catholic onimtries adopted the reformed calen- 
diii' tit that time. 

The Cijurlh ijoriodbcftan after the bar ( ) in 

the year A. D. 1701, the tiventy-niiith day of Fvh- 
ruary, A. D. 17C0, being dropped, whidi required 
a corro8]iom!iiig chans^e in the calendar. 

The fifth period cootains the years for tlie lirst 
Protestant retrenchment (or England and for this 
country ; which period bcfran in the table after the 
bar ( -) with the year A. D. 1 753 ; tlic retrench- 
ment being made the previous year. This period 
continued without chant>e, until February twenty- 
ninth, A. D, 1800, was dropped from the calendar. 

The sixth period began in the tabic after the 
bar ( ■ ) in the year 1801, and will continue 
ntitil February 29th, A. D. 1900 is omitted from 
the Jnlinn calendar. 

The seventh period will bejiiu A. D. 1901, and 
continue until the year A. D. 2100, in which year 
tlie Gregorian retrenchment requires that Febru- 
ary twenty-ninth be dropped from the Julian cal- 
endar. 

Tiio years in the right-hand column are tho30 in 
which there have been retrenchments: hence the 
order was broken, and they are placed oppo&ite 
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tlie index numbers which refer to tlicir [ivo^ipr 
calendars. 

In each of the seven periods there arc twciity- 
oiglit year5 inserted in the table ; and each successive 
twenty-eight ycai-a are in all respecl3 like these 
until a change was made in the calendar by a re- 
trenchment. 

Rule to find the calendar for tJiosc j^tars which 
are not inserted in the table: — Divide llic year in 
the period Ibr which tlie calendars are required, 
by 28, the number of years in a solar cycle, and 
the remainder will indicate tlie year in its respect- 
ive cycle. Example: — Which are the culendora 
for A. D. 1881 ? This bclonj;^ to the sixth period, 
which began A. D. 1801 ; from this year to 1881, 
including both, there are 81 years. Divide this 
by 28, the quotient is 2, and 2.') remainder; which 
indicates that A. P. 1881, is the 25ih year in this 
period. Begin with 1801, which is the first year 
of this period, and count forwar.d 2.5 years. It 
ends with 18^5; the calcndai' of which is in all 
respects like that of the year 1881. B ia the Bun- 
day letter, and the calendars are indicated by the 
figures on this line under their respective months, 
namely; the sixth calendar for January and Octo- 
ber; the second for February, March and Novem- 
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Iicr; the lifili fur April ami July; tlie seventh Tor

We will now introduce a few examples of tlio 
year, mouth aud day of A. M. 1.

Let U3 teBt.lliis date 
by our table. This) belong to tlio second period, 
which bet^aii A. J. P. 1. 710 divided by 28 gives 
a quotient of 25, and 10 remainder, whieh indicates 
that Usiier's year of tlic world was the tenth in tliia 
period. Tiie inde-s number opposite the tenth year, 
and under October ia "6," which indicates that the 
Eixtli calendar is tlic one for October that year, and 
we see that the twenty third day in this calendar is 
Sunday. P. Akcrs, D. D., fixed for the beginning 
of the world September tifieenth, before A, J. P. 
S33. What day of the week was thia? This be- 
longii to the first period. 833 contains 29 cycles 
of 28 years each, and 21 remainder, whieh indi- 
cates tiiut tlic twenty-first year iti this i>eriod is his 
year of the woild. K id ihc f^tmday letter, and 
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Apposite till;-? antl under September is tlio fi-riiro

CHAPTER IX. 



THE BEGIXNISG. 



" In tlio bcginniiifj God created tlic licaven and 
■tlic earth." (Gen. i: 1.) I shall not attempt to 
fix the longtli of time which intervened between the 
bouinnirig of the creidion of the heaven and the 
earth, and the time when God caused light to shine 
(ipon the oai'th, and made a division between the 
daj' and the iiijjhl, so that the "evening and the 
morning were the first day." Perhaps in periods 
anterior to those of wJiich Moses wrote, the earih 
had passed throngh different conditions, and ha,([_ 
lieen inhabited by immerotH species of living crea- 
tures, wliuoc ibssil romnius are embedded in the 
many different rocky siraia of the enrth'e crust. 
He iptrotiuces the earth to ua in a cliaotic state. 
We know nothing of tlie earth's history prior to 
this, excr'pt by means of seologieal researches. It 
is suSicicut for oar purpo.se to begin with liie Lime 
when God prepared this earth for its present in- 
habitants; or, when He declared that "Theiie:,- 
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ing and the uiornin!:; wei-e ihc first iliiy." It is 
evident tliut tlic six days g[K>keii of in tlic lirst 
flinplcr ol' GfiiL-sirijWca- i-ut-li uvciily-foiir lio(ir«iit , 
leogtli. like our day, and um luiij^ iiL^ciail.-;, ;L.i -uun.' 
Iiuve supposed. We offer tbo lollowiiig reasons to 
rfsislain tliis theory. 

1. While the fossil deposits in ihe different strata 
of liiG earth's crust very largely correspond to the 
order of ihc creation as found in Genesis, still this 
i.i no proof against the theory tliat bclore this tliere 
was a succession of creatures ufier the same order, 
during successive periods. 

2. The first day in Genesis was marked liy li'^ht 
and darkness, culled day and lU'ihi, like our day nl 
iwenly-rour hours, 

'3. " The eveuiiiy aud llii; uiorniug ivere the lirwt 
day," All throui^h the '■ llilde limes" ihis was ihe 
mode of reckoning a day of twenty-four hoars: 
commcncinj^ at sunset in the evening, "From even- 
ing to evening" conslituled a day. 

4. If these six days were long periods, the Sab- 
liaih day must also be u long period. Then the 
fourth jireeept would read : '■ In six long period.^ 
the Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, and all ' 
I hat in thcni is, aud resteil the seventh long period r 
wherefore the Lord blessed tiie SabV)ath long peri- 
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od, and hallowed it."' Ou itits ollior liaiid, it is pre 
poaterous to suppose that God Iiad mailo uolhinn 
until about sis thousand years ajro. It is said : ■' In 
six ilays ihc Lord made heaven and earth ; the sea, 
and all tliai la iheni is." This text simply mcan^ 
that in thusu six days God fitted up this rarlh for 
Ihe variety of creatures that now inhabit it, and 
irade these creatures, and placed them on the land 
and ;n the sea, and iirocided sustenance for them. 
Different nutionn among tUe ancients have lioiruiv 
ihfii' ycaM at diffL'i-pnt seasons. This may have 
arisen from various causes. Tiie Isrueliles, to whom 
were eomniittcd the oracles of God, always believed 
that Ihc world was "rented .ilmut the tim- of liit; 
oiiliivvinl cniiinox. th'- \nrl -lav "f ^ho'r nmntU TUn. 
This would give Adiiui full antumniil fniiia;j;c. and 
the aniinala upon which to subsist, at the time of 
the creation. It also agrees wiUi God'.s statement 
in reference to the gra^s, herbs, seeds, and fruits nf 
the tfte,'*, " Who^o seed is in itself upon tlio earth." 
. (Gen. i: U.) 

The flood must have occurred Inic in the Fall, so 
as to give Noah an opportunity of securine the hito 
autumnal fruits. God said to Iiini, "Take tliwu 
unto thee of all food that is eaten, and thou shalt 
gather it to lliee, and il shall lie fitr food fur ihee 
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and for them. Thus did Noah according to all that 
God commanded him so did he.'* (Gen. vi: 2), 
22.) It was no ordinary task to pather sufficient 
food for himself and family, and for every living 
creature which went into the ark. Then he was 
required to gather all kinds of food that is eaten. 
He would naturally gather each kind at the time of 
its maturity. Assnminjr that the late autumnal 
fruits were ripe by the beginning of tlie fir-tniOnth 
Tisri, this would give sufficient time to secure 
these before the flood, which commenced on the 
seventeen*h day of the second month. (Gen. vii: 
11.) The commencement of the flood, tlierelbre, 
must have been in the month corresponding to our 
November. 

No other time of the 3'ear would have so well 
afforded Noah an opportunity to secure all kinds 
of fruits in their season. 

According to the Mosaic ecclesiastical calendar 
the feast of tabernacles commenced on t/icjijfccnfh 
<l,..f nftJ'd seventh month, when thev had irathered in 
the fruit of the land. (Lev. xxiii: o9.) Accord- 
ing to the creation calendar it was to be observed 
when they had gathered in the crops out of the 
field in the aid of the year, (Ex. xxiii: 16.) Both 
of the texts quoted agree in this : that this feast 
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was to l)c olisci'veii afler tlie fruit of tlio land liad 
been gathered in. This would fix tlie time in Au- 
tiuiin. In ono place t!ic timo is fised at the end of 
tliL' yisai-, when lliey had gathered in tlieir labors 
out ol the field. As lliey jiatlicved in tlicir fiuitu 
at the end of the year, and iho foa^t of tabernacles 
was to bo observed after that in3aihcnn<:, the time 
is thus fixed in the first inontli of the Eccular year, 
which month was Tisri, And in another place (Nam. 
xxix : 12), it is stated that t!ie feast should be held in 
ihe sei-enth month; therefore the seventh month of 
the Mosaic ecclesiastical calendar corresponds to the 
first month of tiie civil or creative calendar. This 
has always been believed by the Jews. By such 
reasons it is demonstrated that the beginning of 
the year of Ibo world was in the month Tisri, which 
buj^n about the lime of the autumnal equinox. If 
I am correct it brain. Jdliuii lime, Monday, Sep- 
iciiiber 23ra, B. 0. -5.j-^^. 
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CHAPTER X. 



To ascertain the leagtb ol' this age, the number 
of years wliich each Patriarch lived before the birth , 
of a successor must be added together. We hare 
in the Ibllowing tables Ihe principal authorities upon 
which we must depend tor the chronolog}' of this J 
age; namel;, the Hebrew, the PTnaritan, the Sep- 
tua^int, and Josephiia.

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Id the foregoing tabic the Soptuagint and Jose* 
pliua a^ee, with the exception of six yearg in the 
life of Lantech previously to the birlh of Noah. 
This agreement is evidence in their favor. The 
Hebrew and the Samaritan disagreeing with each 
other, and also with the Septnagiiit and Joafphus, 
are evidently uni'eliable. Ti.cre is no corrobora- 
tive testimony, or witnesses to sustain thorn.

A sintrle correction is required in tiiia table. 

Tliougli Terah was only seventy years old at tile 

liirtb of liis lirst son, yet as tie Hebrew and Sep- 
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liiagint both say, in Gen. ix: 32, that lie died aged 
two liundred and five, when Aliram was called be- 
ing seventy-five years of a^e, it would make Terah 
one hundred and thirty years old when Abram was 
born. This requires sixty years to be added to 
the seventy yeai's in tiie table- 
In this second table the Septuagint gives one 
hundred and twenty years to Cainan. This num- 
ber is lost from tlie oilier copies of that period ; bat 
Luke, one of the inspired penman of the New Tes- 
tament, oonfit'Dis the Septuugint, and mentions Cai- 
nan, who is now omitted in the Hebrew. {Kee Luke 
iii : 35, 36.) " Salah, which was the son of Cainan, 
which was the son of Arpliaxad." 

Wilh the exception of Cjiinan all of the Septuagint 
numbers are corroborated by the Samaritan. This 
fact gives it credibility. It is also supported by 
JosephuB, except as to ten years in the life of Shem, 
and forty-one years in the life of Nahor, and the 
omission of Cainan. But the Hebrew numbers are 
far diflerent from all the others, which disagree- 
ment is strong evidence against them. 

The original Hebrew text was preserved with 
great care.and continued without material alteration 
till the time of Christ, when the Hebrew Scriptures 
became much neglected, because of the prevalence 
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of thfi Greek language, in which there had been a 
faithful translation of the Helirew Scriptures for 
about three hundred years. 

In the second century both Jews and Christians 
turned their attention to the critical study of the 
Hebrew Bible, and several Greek versions were 
completed. Many discrepancies in the Hebrew 
manusciipta were discovered. About the begin- 
ning of the sixth century the learned Jews revised 
and published the sacred text in two parts. Since 
that time the HcbrewBible has remained with very 
little alteration. (See Home's Introduction.) 

The Samahitan copy op the tfcBiPTUBES is in 
the original Hebrew charaf.ter. The Samaritans 
added nothing to the five books of Moses, lest it 
should appear that JeruHaleni was tho only place 
where they should offer tlieir sacrifices. 

The Septuaoint copy op the Scriptures is a 
Greek translation from the Hebrew, made at Alex- 
andria, about B. C. 285. It received the sanction 
of the highest Jewish authorities, and was intro- 
duced into their synagogues. It was doubtless 
regularly nsed by Jesus Christ and the apostles; 
and for about four hundred years was considered 
by all the Jews a faithful translation of the word 
of God. 
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JosEPHDs' Work, as he statca in big preface, waa 
" ioterprelecj out of the Hebrew Scripiures," about 
the year A. D. 93. By reference to the first table 
(t may be seen Uiat Joaephus agrees with the Sep- 
tUDgiiil down to the time of the flood, except in the 
case of the six years already, nn'ntioiied. Now, as 
both the Septiiagint and the books of Josephus were 
compiled and translated from the Hebrew 8cr]pt- 
ures, before the Jews were accused of corrupting 
the Hebrew text, it ia evident that tbe Greek and 
Hebrew Scriptures were at that time in agreement 

In the seoGiid table there is aa exact agreement 
between the Samaritan jaiid the Scptmagint, escept 
•n the life of Caiiian, whose name is not giveji in 
tlio Samaritan copy. Inasmuch as liio Septuagiut 
was translated from the Hebrew -SeripUirea, and 
eoQtains the same numbers now as when it had tbe 
sanction of the whole Jewish nation, and was used 
by Jesns f'hrist and his apostles, — aud as The He- 
brew and O'-eck cnpic then wprced, il follows 
therefore that the former must have since been 
altered. Moreover the Jews have been gravely 
charged with this enormous offence by the Chris- 
tian fathers, — Justin Martyr, Irenaeua, Tertullian, 
Ori^en, Eusebius, etc. {Sec Patriarchal Age, p. 28.) 

The object which the Jews seem to have had in 
ricw, in thus abbrcvaatin^ liie chronology of tha 
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Old Testament, was to make it a[>pear that the 
time tiad not yet come in which tO' look for tho 
promised Messiali. They believed that his advent 
would be ill the fixili millenary; wlii<:li belief wus 
indeed verified by the true chronology of the Bible 
when he waa born in Bethlehem. 

By reference to tho tables it may be aeon that 
th& Hebrew niimbcrd full short of tlio.se oif the Sep- 
tuagint just one hmidred years, in each of- twelve 
of the patriarchs. Thi^ could not have IX'oa a mid- 
take in transcribing. 

The two tables in the forepart of this chapter 
give the chronology from Adam to the birth of 
Abiam. From the birth of Ahram to the exodus 
of the Israelites, tho Hebrew, the Samaritan, the 
Soptnagiiit and Josephua are in agreement, as fol" 
lows : —

Omitting the first item in Ihio table, naiiK^ly, the 
seventy-five years of t!ie age of Abram when he was 
called to leave Haran, the remaining numbers added 
make the four hundred and thirty years of the so. 
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journing of the ITebrowa to the cxodu3. (Sec Ex. 
xii : 40. 41 .) TJiis text, in both the Scptuagint and 
Samaritan copies, according to Drs. Kennicot, Clark 
and others, reads thus: — -'Now the sojourninjT of 
the children of Israel, and of their fathers, which 
they sojourned in tiic land of Canaan and in the 
land of Ejrypt, was four hundred and thirty years." 
They were sojourners one-half of this time in Ca- 
naan, and the otJier half, two hundred and fifteen 
yearn, in Egypt. Paul gi*-cs us four hundred and 
thirty years from the promise to Abraham, to the 
glvinjof theiaw. (Gal.iii: 16,17.) Tliiscmbraeea 
the time from Abrain'a call to leave Harau to the 
exodus of the Israelites, at which time they began 
to observe the ordinances of the law, among which 
was that of the Sabhath. 

About sixty-five years al^er the Septuagint trans- 
lation was made, B. C. 220, Demetrius, as tjuoted 
by Palyhister, and preserved in the works of Euse- 
bius,Htates that from Adam to the coming of Jacob's 
family into Egypt, there were 3624 years ; and from 
the flood to the same event there were 1362 years. 
It will be seen by reference to the three tables in this ; 
chapter, that this agrees exactly with the .Septtmgint 1 
as we now have it. T!iis, and otlior corrohomlive 
testimony, is strong eviderico in favur of the chro- 
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Dology as found in the Septua^int copy of the sacred 
Sci'iplures. 

Allnwiiig the correction of sixty years -in the life 
of Terah, before the birth of Abram. as proved in 
this chapter, the number of years from Adam to the 
esodus of the Israelites, according to the priocipul 
authors cocsultcd in this chapter, would be as fol- 
lows : —

In computing time, as in this chapter, fractiooal 
parts of years are reckoned in the age of the pre- 
vious patriarch. For instance, it was the first year 
of Adam's life until he was one year old ; hence to 
estimate solid time wo must subatract the portion 
af the year which is not completed. And as the 
Mosaic ago commenced with the seventh creation 
.-lonth {proof of which will be given in a future 
chapter), leaving sLx months to complete solid yeai s 
in the foregoing table, to find the solid time we 
mnst subtract six mouths from each column.

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Arclibishop Usher's clironology contains the He- 
brew numbers ^ith tlie correetioD of GO years in tlie 
life of Terah; giving to tlip Pi^triarchal age 2513 
■ yDai'S; leas six montLs. P, Alters, for bettor rea- 
sous it ia believed, adopted the nuroberw in the 
Sepiuagiiit copy of llie sacred Scriptures, with ihe 
correction of 60 years in the life of Terah, iciving 
to ihe Patriarchal ajre 3Sy9 years, less six inontlis. 
These numbers arc adopted in this work. 

Every item of the numbers given by the Sepiua- 
gint, is BUHtaiaed by other witnesses among the an- 
cients. Demetrius 8up|K)rts the Septuagint numbera 
down to the time of the removal of Jacob's fupiily 
into Egypt. Luke sustains the Septuagiut Iji retain- 
ing the name of Cainan, the son oj Arpha;i<ad, to 
whom 130 years are given, which is lost, in the 
Hebrew. 

If I am correct the Patriarchal age contained of 
Bolicl time 38i)8 solar years, and 6 months of 30 
days each. This makes 1423924 days, or 203417 
weeks and 5 days. It began on Monday, Septem- 
ber twenty-Uiird, and closed with Friday, Marah 
twen'y-first. These points will be considered in 
future chapters. 



CHAPTER Xr. 

THE LESCTH OF THE PATRIARCHAL MONTHS AND 
YEARS. 

It is eviilent that five montlis at the time of the 
flood contained tliiity da)-s cacli. In Gen.viJ : II, 
it is stated: — "In the six liundrcdth year of Noah's 
life, in the second month, the gevi?ntccnth day ol' the 
month, the same day were all the fountains of the 
great deep broken up." " After liic end of the 
hundred and fifty days the waters were abated. 
And the ark rested in the seveutti month on tlie 
seventeenth day of the month, upon the mountains 
of Ararat." (Gon. viii: 3,4.) In the first ol tlie 
foregoing text* it is said that the flood commenced 
on the seveuleenlh day of the second month; and 
in the second text, that tlie ark rested on the seven- 
teenth day of the seventh month. This makes a 
period of just five months, which is declared to be 
a hundred and fitly days. Therefore these months 
must have cotilained Just thirty days each. 

Moses was commanded to numlicr every male of 
the children of Levi, '■ from a tnutiift old ami up. 
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wani." {Ntrai. iii: 15.} This passatte is rendered 
liy .Iijsephii*'. "From Ifiirtij dinja uht." (Antiq. iii. 
12. 5.) Jo^cplius is (rood antliorily in rc-IatioD to 
llie iiimibcr of dayw in the Jewish niontlis. In 
spcakin<E of the day of atonement, which was 
oljserved en the lonlh day of the peverilh month. 
Tisri, lie calls it a ^'limur monih." (iii. 10, 3.) 
He gives tliiity days to tiiis nimith. (Wai'H il. 
19, 4) He also spcab.^ of Ni^an, or Ahili. and of 
All, as "■tnnrrr nioiil/m." But those months liate 
thirfy days eacj] among tJie Job's, even at tlie present 
time. Jascpljus says, Jutapala was taken on tlie 
first day of tlie luoiitli Tainux. (iii. 7, 36.) Tlicn 
in chap. 0. sec. 1, he says: "Vespasian retumeii 
to Ptolernais on the loarth day of Tau>uz;" and 
in sec, 5, he slates that the lamentation in the 
city "did not coaso before the ilnulef/i daij." This 
reference proves that tho month Tamuz, in the 
time of Joscphus, had thirty days. But the ral> 
bins of modern times only give it twenty-nine. 
Even Adam Clark adopted the modern method 
of the rabbins in alternating tho months of twen- 
ty-ninc and thirty days, and insertin*^ an inter- 
calary month every two or three years, in order 
that the sun and the solar year might be brought 
again to agreeniont. When " lunar months" are 
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tliorcroro muntioneiJ by Joseplms, we must not un- 
dcrslaikd them in accoidunce with tbe modern 
Jewish system. The calendar which had been used 
by tlie Jews from Sloses to the time of Joacphus, 
diffi!red materially from that whicli they now use. 
This will be shown more fully in later chapteri of 
this work. It is certain tliut: the present method of 
the labbins ofaltt-rnatin^ tlie months of tweaty-uitio 
and thii'ty days, was uoi the method iu the lime of 
Jo^ephua neither wag it ihe custom at the time of 
the flood. Their month^j cantainnd thirty ooasecu- 
tive dayd, because, as we have already seen, a 
hundred a;;d fifty condcoutive days made just five 
monlhs. 

THE KUMBElt OP MOSTBS IN THE PITRIARCHIL YEIBS. 
We find no evidence of a thineenlh intercalary 
month in the Scriptures. But (here is evidence 
that the patriarchal years contained only twelve 
monlhs. '■ Solomon had twelve officera over all 
Israel, which provided victuals for tlie Icing and 
his household; each man his month in the year." 
(1 Kings iv: 7.) As there wis no provision for 
a thirteenth month it is evident tliere was no such 
month. (Sec also 1 Chron, xxvii: 1-5.) These 
references establish the fact that there were but 
twelve monlhs in llie year in Old Tesiameiil time. 
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tn the New Testament we read. " The tree of lire 
bare twch-c manner of fmitp.anH yielded her fniit.s 
(ivcry month." (Rev. xxii: '.i.j Tiiis te-M eslab- 
lishes tlie saino thing as tnio foi" the New Tesla- 
(nent years. This testimony can never be recoiicileil 
trith the present Jewish jnethod of jntcrciiktit)^ a 
thirtoentli mmilb- Josephus i^ a competent witness 
to prove the number of months in a Jewish j-ear, as 
fecosiiizud in the Mosaic law ; and he says : " When 
Moses ordered twelve loaves to be set on the table 
ho denoted the year as distininiislicd info so many 
months." (Antiq. iii. 7, ~t.) These proofs it is 
believed arc sufficient tipon iliis point. 

Ill, THE LENGTH OP THE PATRIARCHAL TEARS. 

AH chronolnjrers of repute, so far as I know, 
believe that the years of the nncioiitg were solar 
years. If their years bad not been solar years, in 
the course of time summer and winter would h.ivc 
"":i?li.Tr]<j'"d places; and the ^amc thing would have 
been true ot seed-time and liaiTcst. This has never 
been and never will be; for God said to Noah, 
" While the earth remaineth seed-time and harvest, 
and cold and heat, and summer and winter, and 
day and night shall not cease." (Gen. viii: 22J 
Tiie feast of unleavened broad always commenced 
on the fifteenth day of the Cr t "^f Ih : and " on 
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tho morrow after Hio Sabbatli," during iliis Teasl, 
"a sheaf of the first-fruits" of thoir harvest inuBt 
be offered unto God. Tliey were allowed to "eat 
neither bread, nor parched corn, nor green ears" 
until ihey had made this offering umo the Lordj 
and it must be offered on the sixteenth day of Abib 
or Niaau. (Sec Josephus Antiq. iii. LO, 5; also 
Lev, xxiii : 4—14.) Now, if tlieir years were more 
than a solar year, then they would liave been de- 
prived of eating their fniits for some lime after 
they had matured. If their yo^ra had been leas 
than a solar year they would not have had a aheaf 
sufficiently matured to offer lo tlie Lord at the time 
of tbo feast of unleavened bread. Had their yeara 
lacked but six hours each of a aolar year, then in 
one hundred and twenty yeara they would have 
receded thirty days, and in fourteen hundred and 
sixty years the receasion would have amounted to 
an entire year. Tiiis haa never occurred. The 
present rabbinical method of having a Ihirteentli 
month, Veadar, every two or thi-ce years, could not 
have been practinible irith the anoiciit Tsraelilea, 
from tho fact that in the years having thirteen 
months, the aistecuth of Nisan, the time for offer- 
ing tlie firat-fruits would have been one month later 
in the season, for grain to ripen, than in otlier years. 
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Tlie Feast of tabernacles always commenced 011 
the fifteenth day of the seventh month, after the 
fruits of ihc land liad been .gathered in. See Lev. 
xsiii: 39; also Dent, xvi : 13, Botliof these to.tta 
fix the commencement of the feast of tabernacles 
upon tlie fifteenth day of the seventh moutli; and 
both also agree ihai. it was after they had " gath- 
ered in the fruits of tlie land." In Exodus sxiii: 
16, the feast of tabernacles is called ■' The feast of 
ingathering, which is in the end of the year," This 
text agrees with the others in fixing the time of this 
feast, namely, at the time of the ingathering of fruits ; 
but it disagrees in relation l.o the month of the year, 
making it in the end oi" the year, wiiile the other 
texts appoint the time in the seventh month of tlio 
year. The seventh month, which correppondi! with 
the time of the ingathering of tlie fruits is from the 
Mosaic calendar which commenced with the exodus 
of the Ii^raelites. (See Ex. xil.) This seventh 
month corresponds with the end of the year, or 
more precisely with the first month of the year 
from the creation, called by some the civil year. 
Hence in the Patriarchal age the ingathering nf 
han^est was at the end of the year. If this year 
had been less or more than a solar year, the in- 
gathering of harvest would not have remained at 
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the same point of time; and tliia being the HieA 
time lor ihe feast of tabernacles, is evidence that 
tlie cud of liie civil yuar continues at the same sea- 
son of t!ie year in relation to their liarvest. We J 
conclude, tliereJore, that their years must have been J 
solar years. 

THE FRACTION OF A MONTH IS THE TEAR. 

Twelve months of thirty days each make throe 
hundred and sixty days, whiuh lacks five and one- 
quarter (lays of a solar year. 1 am not aware time 
the Scriptures give any direct testimony upon this . 
point, and clironologers have different methods of 
meeting the difficiiily. Those wlio believe there 
were but twelve nioiilhs in the year, and that theso 
months contained thirty days each, adopt the theory 
that live days were added at the end of each year, 
except the fourth, when six days were added. Dr. , 
Shuckfurd represents the most learned Joseph Scal- 
iger and Archbishop Usher as holding tiiis opin- 
ion. [rico vol. 3, preface.] Mr. Jackson, the 
distinguished chronologer, speaking of this method 
pays : " It is the most ancient method of intercalat- 
ing the solar year." [Pee P. Akers Biblical Chro- 
nology, p. 21.] Dr. Prideau.v says: " Relper 
indeed holds that Ihe Jewish year was a solar 
year, consisting of twelve months of thirty days 
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■cacli, and an addition of five days after tlie last of 
tliom." [1 vol., preface, p. 53.] Richard Watson 
saja: "The Hebrews liad always years of twelve 
month.'t eaeii, but at tlie begioning, and in the time 
of Moses theae were solar years of twelve moritha, 
each having thirty days, except tho twelfth, wbioU 
had thirty-live." [Bib. Die., word Year]. 

If these years were solar years, and contained 
only twelve months, and each month had tliirty 
days, then the fraction of five and one-quarter days 
■nmst in some manner have been added. P. Alters 
says : " In supplying the defective fragment of six 
<lioura, some supposed that they intercalated an ad- 
ditional month of thirty days eveiy one hundred 
and twentieth year, while ot]ier8,for bottor reasons 
wo think, asserted that instead of five days, six were 
nUpplied to the last month every foiwth year. This 
was the method, doubtless, wMch luid obtained in 
Kgypt long before the calendar was reformed by 
Sosigincs, B. C. 4.5. Thwefore the Roman year 
was, by thai Egyptian astronomer, made to consist 
•of 365 dajs, and everj fourth year of 366 days. 
Tiioui;h the odd days were distributed among sev- 
iral months in the Roman year, its length exactly 

corresponded to the solar Egytian year 

<0n this principle, also, Archbisop Usher constructed 
1 
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his calendar 6f tlie year of the world, each yeaJr- 
having twelve months of thirty days, but to the last 
of which five more were added annually, and six 
every fourth year ; thus making a complete solar 
cycle of the first twenty-eight years of the world." 
[Bib. Chron. pp. 21, 22.] This is the method 
adopted in this work. 
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The iullowing table synclironizes Patriarchal 
with Juliaii time, beginning with the fir-t wnek of I 
. 'I'" worlii. Tho months are mimberod, and the 
names are given as found in the ScHptiirea. Threo 
years of 3(15 days each, are foUuwed by a leap year 
of 3G6 days. This order is repealed tlirongh tho ' 
cyclo of twenty eight years, die last day of whiuh ^ 
being the thirty-sixlh of the month, ends at the time ' 
of the year month and week, so that the next yea% 
must btgin in all rcapocta as did the first in the 
aeries. Each successive cycle of twenty-eight years ■ 
would be in all respects like this. The figures ia i 
each month indicate tlio Sundays from the tirat:4 
aauctified day of re.st in Gen. ii. 2, 3, to the end \ 
of tho cyele of tweniy-eight years. This table if ' 
used correctly, will point out the calendar for any 1 
e creation to A. M. ;

l|ie exodus of Israel. Divide tho given year by I 
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twenty ci gilt, and tlie remainder will indicate the 
year in the table containing the correct calen- 
dar. If there is a. remainder of seven after 
dividing by twenty-eight, then the 7th year in the 
tabic contains tlio calendar for the year in which 
tlie event transpired, ahd the desired month and 
day can be ascei taiued. For instance, to find what 
day of the weelc the flood commenced : According 
to the Septuagint it began A. M. 2262. Divide 
this number by 28, and we have 80 complete cycles 
of 28 years each, and 22 remaining yeara. Thia 
remainder indicates that the 22d yeai- in the table 
contains the calendar for tiie year of the flood, 
From Gen. vii. 11, we learn that the flood com- 
menced on the seventeenth day of the second month. 
In the table the fourteenth day ot the second month 
of the 22d year ia Sunday. Hence the seventeenth, 
the day on which the flood commenced, waa Wed- 
nesday. The Sunday which is the fom-teenlh day 
of t!ie second month in the 22d year, ad found in 
the left hand column, corresponds to Sunday, No- 
vember 5, Julian time, in the right hand column} 
and as the flood commenced three days later, the 
time must have been the 8th of November. In the 
same way, the days of other years may be deter- 
mined, np to the period of the exodusj at which 
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time there was a change in the luonths, which re- 
qulrea r corresponding change in the calendar. 

Let us ascertain the year of tiie exodus, which 
occurred on tlie 15th day of tho 7th motith, A. M. 
3899. Divide thia number b> 28, and we liave 
139 full cycles of 28 years each, with 7 aa a re- 
mainder; which indicates that the "ih year in tho 
table contains the calendar for the year of the exo- 
dus; and since tlie sixteentli day of tho seventh 
month is Sunday, the fifteenth, the day of the eso- 
du8, waa Saturday. Sunday, Abib sixteenth, in the 
left hand column, corresponds to April 5tK. As 
Sunday Abib sixteenth corresponded with the 
seventh day in the week of creation, the original 
day of rest, the Saturday of the exodus must have 
been the sixth day of the week- 
It will be shown in fulure chapters that the day 
of the exodus which corresponded to the sixth day 
of creation, became the Mosaic Sabbath day. 
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CIIAI'TER XIII. 



*^Tiic Lord spake unto Moses and Aaron in tlie 
land of Efr>pt, «ajirig, This mouUi sliall be unto 
you the bcgiiiiihig ot inontlis: it sliall jc llic firdt 
month of tlie year unto you" [Ex sii. 1, 2]. 

This was the luonlli Abib, in wliich ihc diildrcn 
of Israel came out of Eijypt [Ex. xxiii. 15]. Ac- 
cordiujrto tlie Jewish caleudai*, this montii coui- 
inenced about the time of llrc equinox in Marcli. 
Tlie month Abib had never been reekoncd as the 
first moiilii of t„o year before this event. In the 
focogiiing passage it is introduced as a change in 
the calendar. ■' It ahull be the /irsl mimlh of (he year 
1.(1 you." Doubtless Moj^es knew which of the 
inontiis had been the first month of the year pre- 
viou^-ly to this; but tho exodus from Egypt was 
an event of fo much impoi'tonce, that Itio Lord re- 
quired it to be memorialized by a cliangc in the 
calendar. "This month" [Ik w/i'ick I the Lord 
jirijormal l/icsc mig/i/y uwlis, and tcith a higit hand 
d':llmeJ yuii fiom E^jifimi bimOage, and viude yon 
«i^ yice wichJ, ■'sl)ail be unto you the begiuiLiiigoC 
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Inoaths: it stmll be tlic firBt month of tbe yi^ar to 
you." 

All the religioua feasts, incliuliiiK the Htiljhalb, 
during the Mosaic dispensation were rct^iikt«d liy 
this new calendar. TLe proof of thin will be ((iven 
in fatare chapters. This calendar thei; in properly 
called, the Mosaic eccleaiafttical calendar. 

As the Patriarchal age dates from the creation, 
90 the Israelitish itatiou dates from tL« eiodu» oal 
of Egyptian bondage, or more procioely, fr'^m tiM 
begiiuiiiig of the month Abib, which wu foiit1«m 
dayi before the ezttdu.

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CHAPTER XIV. 

ISA irOSA'lC SABBATH DID NOT MGMOItiALl2B'' THB 
SEVEyXH DAT FROM THE CllBATIOS. 

The following is ei copy of tbe Jlosaic Sabltath 
law aa recorded in Exodus xx. S-1 1. " Remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy. Six days shall 
thou labour, and do all thy work : bivt the sevenlh 
day ia the Sabbatli of tiic Lord Hiy God v ink thou 
Shalt not do any work, thou, noy thy mm, nor thy 
daughter, thy man-servant, nor thy niaid-seivant. 
nor thy cattle, nor thy stranj^or that is within thy 
gates: For in six days the Lord made heaven 
and earth, the sea, and all that in them is, and 
rested the aevenlh day: wherefore the Loaoblesaed ■ 
tlie Sabbath day, and hallowed it." 

What were the Israelites required to ■' remem- 
ber" in this precept? T/ie Sahbuik ilmj. Tliii? 
uannot mean the seventh day from the ci-eation, for 
the following reasons: 

1st. The seventh day from the creation is co- 
where iu the Scriptures called the Sabbath. 
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2d. It has been shown from Biblical chronology 
that the seventh day from the creation when brought 
down to the present time corresponda to our Sun- 
day, and that the Israelites observed Saturday as 
their day of rest. 

3d. Neither thia text nor any other in the Bible, 
required the Israelites to memorialize the seventh 
(Jay from the creation. 

4th. The Israelites were commanded to memorial- 
ize the day of their deliverance from Egyptian bond- 
age, by Sabbath observance.' (See Dent. v. 15.^ 
This point will be considered hereafter. 

■5lh. "The Sabbath day" which the Israelites 
were ordered to "remember" had been previously 
fjiven them, Thia is made very clear in connection 
with the gathering of "Manna," Moses said. "To- 
morrow is the rest of the holy Sabbath unto tlie 
LiOBD." No manna was found on the seventh day, 
[See Exodus -xvi. :J2-26.] 

god's work and rest GIYES to the ISRAELITES 
AS AN EXAMPLE. 

While the Israelites were not required lo memo- 
rialize the seventh day from the creation, for reasons 
heretofore given, they were referred to the six days 
upon which God worked, and the seventh day in 
which he rested, as an example. This evidently is 
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the "precise mcauing of the language, "For in six 
dajs the Lord made heaven and earth. .... and 
rested the seventh day," So tliis precept requires 
men to follow the example set bj their Maker; 
namely, to labor six days, and rest on the seventh 
(lay. 

The first practical duty found in this precept is 
expressed in these words: "Six days shalt thou 
labor." The day following, unquestionably would 
be "the seventh day i" and this "seventh daj'" 
after six days labor, must be kept holy. 

God has nowhere said that the seventh day from 
thp creation, on which day he rested, and which he 
blessed and sanctified [Gen. ii. 2, 3], was the same 
as the Sabbath day which he blessed and hallowed 
for thclai-aelitca. One was the seventh day from the 
cpealion, and the other was the day that the Lord 
brought the Israelites out of Egypt [Exodus xiii. 
3, 4]. The memorializing of the day of the exodus 
from Egypt, by the institution of the Sabbath, will 
be hereafter considered. The day upon which God 
rested is called " the seventh day ;" so also the day 
upon which the Israelites were required to rest, is 
called " the seventh day." And both of them were 
the seventh day in relation to the events with which 
they were associated. Both followed six dftys of 
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labor, and in relation to this fact both wero the 
seventh day, but not the same seventh day, — as ve 
conclude from reasone already given, and from the 
facts (hereafter to be sbowa), that they memorial- 
ized different days, and had different starting points. 
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CnAPTER XT. 

THE MOSAIC SABBATH HEHORIALIZBO THE DAT OF 
TBB EXODUS OP IHE ISBAGLtTBS FROM EGYPT. 

HnviDg proved that the Mosaic Sabbath did not 
memorialize the seveoth day of the week ol crea- 
tiOD, we now come to the direct question, and pro- 
pose to cite the Scriptural testimony, and sho v that 
it did memorialize the day of the exodus of the Is- 
raelites from Egypt. 

The ten commandments are recorded in full, in 
Denteronomy V. 7—21. The Jollowing is the fourth 
precept as there given. '• Keep the Sabbath day 
to sanctify it, as the Lobd thy Grod hath commanded 
thee. Six A&ys thou shait labour, and do all thy 
work: but the serenth day is the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God : in it thou shalt not do any work, 
tliou, nor thy son, uor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, nor thy maid-servant, nor thine ox, nor 
thine as3, nor any of thy cattle, nor tby stranger 
that is within thy gates ; that thy man-servant and 
thy maid-servant may rest as well as thou. And 
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r remember that thou wast a servant in the land of 
Egypt, and that the Lord thy God brought thee 
thence through a mighty hand and by a stretched 
out arm: therefore the Lord thy God commanded 
thee to keep the Sabbath day," 
Tw» things the Lord required the Israelites to 
remember in this precept; Ist, that they were serv- 
ants in the land of Egypt; and 2d, that he brought 
them from thence, with a mighty liaud, and by a 
stretched out arm : " therefore," because he wrought 
this wonderful deliverance for them, he commanded 
them " to keep tlic Sabbath day." This makes the 
Mosaic Sabbath a memorial of the deliverance of 
the Israelites from F^i^yptiau bondage, as plain as 
words can state it. 

This eomraandment could not have applied to the 
Patriarchs, before the exodus, as they were never 
delivered from Egptian bondage, " through a mighty 
hand and by a atreCelied out arm." In their sacred 
day of rest they memorialized a very different event, 
and far remote in point of time ; namely, the rest- 
ing of God on the blessed and sanctified seventh 
day from the creation. 

Neither can this memorial of the Mosaic Sabbath 
refer to Christians. Many of us have never soon 
Egypt; but wc have experienced a more glorious 
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deliverance from sin through oar Deliverer, who 
is " Mighty to save," and we memorialize as our 
sacred day of rest, " The Lord's day," upon winch 
" he rose for our justification." The reason of this 
observance will hereafter be given. 
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CHAPTKR XVr. 



" And Muses said unto llie people, Rcmcniber 
Iliis day, in which ye came out of Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage i for hy Htrengtii of hutid the ■ 
LoKD brought you out frum ihia place: there shall 
no leavened bread be eaLon. This day came ye out 
in the mouth Abib" (Exodus xiii. 3,4). The days 
in the Bible are reckoned from sunset to sunset ; 
80 the memorial day in the above text, must have 
commenced at the last sunset previous to the exo- 
dus from Egypt. Turning to the twelfth chapter 
fif Exodus, we learn that this was the fifteenth day 
of the first month. 

This month, from the time of the exodus, became 
the first month of the year for the Israelites \y, 2]. 
The paschal lamb was killed in the evening of the 
fourteenth day of this month (v, 6). The paschal 
lamb was eaten that same night (v. 7j. This would 
be the fifteenth of the first month, Abib. At mid-

night lie Lord smote all llie first bora in Egypt 
(y. 29). Before morning- light the Israelites left 
Egypt (v8. 31-34), This day was memorialized by 
the Israelites by two inslitutioos: namely, the first 
day of the least of uiilcaveoed bread, and the weekly 
Sabbath. 

THE DAT OP THE EXODUS OF ISRAEL UBUORIAL- 

IZED BY THE FIRST DAY OP THE FEAST OF 

DN'LEAVEN'ED BREAD. 

"And this day shall be imto you for a memorial ; 
and ye shall keep it_a feast to the Lord through- 
out your generations: ye shall keep it a feast by 
an ordinance forever. Seven days shall ye eat 

unleavened bread In the first day there 

shall be a holy convocation, and in the seventh day 
there shall be a holy convocation to yon j no man 
ner of work shall he done in them, nave that every 
man must eat, that only may be done of you" Ex. 
xii. 14-16). All authorities agree that the feast 
of unleavened bread commenced on tlie fifteenth 
day ol the first month, and that the first day me- 
morialized the day of the departure of the Israelites 
from Egypt. There is therefore no need to bring 
forward ai^umenls to support the first proposition 
named above. We can immediately consider the 
second; to wit, —

THE ISRAELITES MEM'.IHIAI.IZED THE DAY OP THEIR 

DBPAimiBE FROM EGYPT BY THE INSTITUTION 

OP THE WEEKLY SABBATH. 

It has already been proven tliat God required 
the Israelites to memorialize the event of tlieir do- 
Iivera.nce from Egypt, in Uio Sabbatii law (Deut. 
V. 15). It now remains to be demonstrated that 
their practice harmonized ivith I he precept. Did 
the Israelites observe the fiftecntli day of the first 
month as their weekly Sabbath ? As this ia a point 
upon which many arc ignorant, we will proceed 
cautiously. It is confidently believed that the Jews 
have changed their calendar si nue the days of Christ, 
and have introduced lunar months, whicli fact lias 
made Konncmcn liinntics on tliia qncstiori; so we will 
adhere closely to the record of the Scriptures. We 
have seen that the Israelites lefi Egypt on the fif- 
teenth day of the lirst month, and that the first 
day of the feast of unleavened bread, has been 
identified as this memorial day. Now was this 
first day of tlie feast of unleavened bread a weekly 
Sabbath day ? Wliat is the testimony of tlje Script- 
ures? As the least lasted seven days, it follows 
that one of those days must have been a weekly 
Sabbath ; and as seriile work was strictly forbidden 
on the first and last day of the feast (see Ex. xil. 
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16; Lev. xxiii. 7,8; and Num. xxWii. 17-25); 
and as wcirk was permitted to be done on any other 
of those seven days, it is evident that either the first 
or the last day oflhe feast was the Sabbath. Which 
of these days was the weekly Sabbath, is indicated 
by the time desi^ated forlbe priest to "wave the 
aheaf before the Lord;" namely, "On the morrow 
atWr the Sabbath the priest sliall wave it" (Lev. 
xxiii. II). It is not doubted that this was the 
weekly Sabbath, ana that the wave-sheaf must be 
offered upon one of the seven days of the feast of 
unleav-ei.ed bread. If the last day of the feast had 
been the Sabbath, then the sheaf could not have 
been offered on one of the feast-days, for such day 
would have been beyond the limit of the feast. It 
follows then, that t)ie fii'st day of the feast must 
must have been the regular weekly Sabbath; and 
the priest waved the shea* "on the morrow after 
the Sabbath." This af^rees with the Scptuagint 
version of the Old Testament, which says, "Morrow 
of the first day" (Lev. xxiii. 11). So according 
to the Scptuagint, tho morrow, on which day the 
elicaf was oifured, was the second day of the feast; 
and as tliis must follow the weekly Sabbath, it id 
evident that the first day of the feast was the 
weekly Sabbath. Josejjbus taking his account frcm 
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the Hebrew Scriptures, says, "The fuant nf un- 
leavened bread succeeds that of the Paasovcl-, and 
falls on the fiftecnlh day of the mor.th and contin- 

uea seven days On the second day of 

UQleavened bread, which 13 the sisteenth day of the 
month, they first partake of the fruits of the i^arth ; 
for before that day they do not touch thecn,'' i' Antiq. 
iii. 10, 5), The Israelites were not allowed to 
"partake of the fruit of the earth until tlic priest 
had waved "the sheaf before the L(iril" {Lev. 
xxiii, 14). Josephus refers this cercniDny Lo the 
sixteenth day of this month, and as Moses says it 
was "on the morrow after the Sabbath," it follows 
that the fifteenth day of the first month, was the 
Sabbath, And that this was to be the regular 
Weekly Sabbath of the Israelites, is also demon- 
strated by what Moses adds in the same I'lmpter, 
referring to the feast of Pentecost : " And i j shall 
count unio you from the morrow aflor tlie ."^iibbatli, 
from the day that ye brought the sheaf of Hi' wave- 
offering; seven Sabbaths shall be compli'ti : even 
unto the morrow after the seventh SaWiuili shall 
ye number filty days," (lev. xxiii. 15, 16.) Here 
are eight weekly Sabbaths mentioned iu siir ission. 
The first is on the first day of the feast of nleav- 
oned bretid, the day immediately prccedin hat ot 
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the offering of the first-fruits, from which the nam 
Y)erins offiftrdaTs be«!Sii: m*i the ei^th Sabbath 
is the day preceding the Pentecost. 

This weeklv Sabbath which alwars occurred on 
the first dav of unlearened bread, which was the 
day of the exodus of Israel, and the fifteenth day 
of the first month, Abib. beinsr stationanr. all the 
other weeklv Sabbaths mnst be conformed to it 
throagh the months of the wliolo year. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 

THE &ABBATRS WE IB CO.XFrtRMED TO THE UBMORI- 
AIJZED HAT FROM THE HUE OP THE EXODUS. 

Having proved hy the rial)bath law aa written 
in the Decalogue, tliat GoH required the Israelites 
to uiemorialize tlieir deliverance from Eifvptian 
Ber\itude, by the weekly Sabiiaih, — and having ali^o 
shown that the weekly jpiihliaih of the Israelites 
did occur on the first day of ihe feast of unleav- 
ened bread, wl.icli was tlie filteenth day of the first 
month, Abib, and also tlie day of tlieir cxodtis from 
Kgypl, — 11 remains to be dftiioiistratcd ibnt other 
weekly Sabbaths conformed to tins starling point 
of the Mosaic Sabbath institution. 

Jnst lorty years after leaving Egypt, the Israel- 
ites kept their first passover in the land of Caituan, 
Mention is made ot tbi^ celebration in Jo:<h. r, 10, 
1 1. "And the children of Israel encamped in Oil- 
gal, and kept the passover on the fourteenth day of 
the month at even in the plains of Jericho, And 
tlioy did eat of the old corn of the land on the 
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morrow after the passover, unleavencJ cakes, and 
parched corn in the self-aame day." 

This text says, they "kept the passover on the 
foiirtee'nlh day of tlie month." Thoy killed the 
pasclial lamb in the evening of the fourteenth ilay 
(Ex, xii. 6). Tiicy "ate the (lesii in that nif;hl" - 
(Ex. xii. 8), Aa their day closed at sunset, tlierc- 
fore they ate tiic paschal lamb on the fifteenth day 
of the month; winch was the first day of unleav- 
ened bread (Lev. xxiii. 5, 6). The verse in Jitshua 
says, " They did cat of the old corn of the land on 
the morrow after the passover, unleavened cakes 
and parched corn." God had said, " Yc shall eat 
neither bread, nor parched corn, nor green ears, 
until the aelf-samo day that ye have brought an 
offering unto your God" (Lev. xxiii. 14). This 
offering was to lie made unto God, '-On the mor- 
row after the Sabbatii" (Lev, xxiii, 11), at the 
feast of unleavened bread. Therefore the Sabbath 
in connection with the feast kept at Gil^al, must 
have been on the day ihey ate the passover, which 
was always tiie fifteenih day of the mouth Abib; 
and on the morrow {Lev. xsiii. 1) after the pass- 
over, widi'h was also " the morrow after the Sab- 
bath," they made t!ie regular offering to the Lord, 
and " the scli'-same dav tliev ate unleavened cakes, 
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and parched corn." So the weekly Sabbath at this 
feast agrees with the fourth precept in the Decalogue 
in meiuorializing as tbcir Sabbatli, the fifteeutli 
day of the ^rst month, the day of deliverance from 
Egyptian bondage. 

Coming down to the time of the crucifixion of 
Christ, we shall find another proof of the fact that 
the regularly appointed Sabbath of the Jews was 
annually identical with the Hftecnth day of Abib. 

Tiie Jews divide the day into twelve boura, be- 
ginning with sunrise and ending at sunset. Jesus 
waa crucified on the ilay of " the preparation of 
the Passover, and about the sixth hour," corres- 
ponding to our noon (John xix. I4). The fonr- 
tuenth day of the first month was the day of the 
preparation of the Passover (Ex. xii. 6), It is 
very plainly stated that the day following the cru- 
cifixion of Christ was the Jewish Sabhath (Mark 
X\. 42). -'That Sabbath day was a high day" 
(John xix. 31). It was a high Sabbath day in that 
it memorialized a very great event,( — )namely, tfie 
deliverance of the Israelites out of Egyptifiu bond- 
age. It was the anniversary of ibe first day of 
rest from Egyptian sen^itude. It was also the first 
day of the feast of unleavened bread ; the day when 
all tlie males were to appear before the Lord ; und 
the appointed day for the annual return both of 
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tlie "SaMiath" and of ihePassovei-.around whidi, 
as the center of a j;rcat system, ail other Sabbatba 
ami typical leastaoi'tlic Jewish year revolved, until 
llie great design ol Him who ordaiai^ Ifcem had 
been aecompliohcd. 

TLe Sabbath day which followed the crucifisioa 
of Christ, was the fifteealh day of the first moQtlt, 
and the first day of uoleaveiicd bread, which feast 
memorialized the exodua of the Israelites. Since 
the filloenlh day of the fii-dt month fell upoo the 
Sabbath, the fir^dt day of the first month must also 
have been a Sabbath. The following texts corrob- 
orate those statemeats. The priests were required 
to set the show bread in order every Sabbath (Lef . 
xxiv. 5-8; 1 ChroD. ix. 32), In Exodus, chapter 
xl. n, 22, 23, we are informed that the tabernacle 
was reared up, in the Rrytmonih in the second 
year, on the first day of the month. The table was 
placed in the tent of the oongreKation ; "and ho 
!?ct iho bread in order upon it before the Lord; as 
the Lord commanded Moses." Now as Ibis bread 
must be act in order every Sabbalh (Lev. xxiv. 8), 
and as it was set in order on the first day of the 
first month of the second year, it is evident that 
this was a Sabbath day. The fifteenth day of the 
first month, must also have been a .Sabbath, which 
proves that our proposition is corrtot.

CHAPTER SVIIt. 



ALL THE RELIGIOUS FEASTS OP TOE laRAELITES WERfi 
REGULATED B¥ THB UOSAIC CALENDAR. 

TIlis calendar commcncod with tlie moiilh Abib, 
just fourXeen days before the Israelites left Egypt, 
There vras no religious feast, or sacred day, ob- 
serTod by the Israelilea during the Mosaic diapen- 
sntion, that origiuated previously to this event 
Tlic change made the seventh month of the year 
from the creation, the firat month of the year, Mo- 
saic time- This lias ab-eady been proved. It Iia3 
a'HO been shown by reference to the Septiiaprint, 
that the Mosaic dispensation began on yaturday, 
which was the sixth day in the week of creation. 
The Patrinrchal dispensation, which then ended, 
numbers 3838 yoars and six montiis, solar time. 

The following are the religious feasts of the 
Mosaic dispensation, which were regulated by tite 
Mosaic calendar (Lev. xsiii). 

1. Tlie weekly Sabbath. This ia placed in tha 
enumeration of the Mosaic feasts (veise 3;, 
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2. The feast of the Passover, which was cele- 
brated on tbe fourteenth da; of the first mouth 
{V. 5)- 

3. The feast of unleavened breai beginning on 
the fifteenth day of the first month (v. 6). 

4. The feast of weeks, or Pentecost, which was 
held just fifty days after the day following the Sab- 
bath which came within the iVnst of unleavened 
bread (vs. 15, 16). 

5. The Grst day of the seventh montli, kept as a 
memorial of the blowing of trumpets (v. 24). 

6. The teath day of this seventh month : the day 
of atonement (v. 21). 

7. The feast of TaberBaclcs, whicli commenced 
on the fifteenth day of tbe seventh month (v. 34). 

8. Tbe seventh year : a Sabbath of rest (Lev. 
XXV. 4). 

9. The Year of Jubilee, occurring every fiftieth 
year, and commencing on the tenth day of the sev- 
enth mouth, which was also the day of aliMwment 
(Lev. XXV. 9, 10). 

lu addition to the foregoing feasts, the Israelites 
were required to offer sacrifices every day in the 
year (Num. sxviii. 1-8). 

Special offerings were commanded aUo in ihi^ 
beginning of the months (Num. .'Uiviii. 11), and al- 
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so on each of the feast days (Num. xxviii. and 

XXL\). 

Not one of the foregoing feaata were observed 
before the cxodua from Egypt. They were all 
types of Chritit: beginning with tlie opening, and 
ending at the cloao of the Mosaic dispensation. 
This statement will be rerilied hereaflor. (See 
Colossians ii. 16, H.) 



The Sabbath, like all other days in tlie Script- 
ural history, commenced, and ended at snnset 
(Ley. xsiii. 32). On the Sabl»ath, no servile work 
must be done, and the people were required to as- 
semble in holy convocation (Lev. xxiii. 3). 

By ascertaining the days in which the weekly 
Sabbath occurred in those feasts, we can deter- 
mine the number of days in the Jewish months and 
rears. 

1. We have already proved that the first day of 
their first month, was a weekly Sabbath, — from the 
fact that the show-bread must be put in its place 
every Sabbath (Lev. xxiv. 8; 1 Chron. ix. 32). 
The show-bread was first set in order, on the first 
day of the first month of the second year of the 
exodus (E.t. xl. n, 22, 23). Therefore this first 
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day of Iho first monih was a Saliliaili. Tlic Taber- 
nacle was all made previou^^lj to LliU day. It vran 
simply 8Ct up, and the bread sot in order oii llie 
table on this Sabbath day, as the Lord command- 
ed Moaes. 

2. Aa the first day of the first inoulli was the 
weekly Sabbith, the fiftceuth day of the first mnntli 
must bave been the weekly Sabbiith. We have al- 
ready shown from Joicplim, that thJd was tlic week- 
ly Sabbath; llie Sc'ptuagint, and three references in 
our version of the sacred Scripture?, also verilying 
the same facts. Both Josephus and the Scptuagiut, 
clearly show that the day of offering the first fruits, 
was the second day of the feaal of unleavened 
bread; which was the day following the Sabbath 
(Lev. xxiii. 15). They were allowed to " eal nei- 
ther bread, nor parched corn, nor green cars," un- 
til they had made an offering of the fii-st fruits on 
the second day of the feast of unleavened bread 
(Lev. xxiii. 14). Forty years after the exodus, 
the Passover was kept in Gilgal. And "on the 
morrow [or second day] after the Passovei 
ate "unleavened cakes, and parched corn." 
the first day must have been the Siililjuth: : 
second day, accordin<:; to the law, they must Imvc 
offered the fii'st fruits, and tlicn on the samo day 
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tlioy ate "uiiicavencd cakes, ami parched com." 
This proves tliat tbe first day of uiileaved brpad, 
wliicli all agree was the fiCtoeuth day of the first 
luoiitli, was al:iQ the weekly Sabbath. And in the 
New Testament, we are informed tliat Christ was 
crucified on the day of the preparation of the feast 
of nnleavened bread, and that ho laid in Joseph's 
tomb on that first day of unleavened bread, which 
was a Sabbath day. All of these corroborative 
testimonies i)rove conclusively tliat the fifteenth 
day of the first month was uniJormly the weekly 
Habbatli day. 

3. The feast of Pentecost was observed on what 
is now properly called "The Lord's day;" which 
was fifty days after the «Jay in which the first fruits 
were offered, or the day following the seventh Sab- 
bath after the offering of the first fruits (Lev. xxiii. 
15, 16), This was the seventh day of the Patri- 
afchal week, and the Mosaic first day. In the 
Christian dispensation, this day is made sacred by 
the outpouring of the Spirit, when the shadowy in- 
etitutiooa of the Mosaic age passed into obscurity 
by the revelation of that which was truly spiritual. 

4. The " memorial of the biowiuij of trumpets," 
was observed on the first day of tlie scveiitli month. 
AVe have proved that this seventh month was iho 
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first montli from tbc creation, and by tlie change 
of the calendar at the time of the exodus, it he- 
came the scvenih month. Bj this cnange the first 
day of this original first mouth Lecanie the Mosaic 
Sabbath, and continued to be the weekly Sabbath 
duriug the Mosaic dispensation. Bad there been 
no change the first day of creation would have 
been the Sabbath. The proof that the day of 
the blowing of trumpets, wos a Sabbath, and 
the first day of the seventh month, will now 
be given. It Is distinctly stated, " In the sev. 
enth month, in the first day of the mouth, ye 
shall have a Sabbath" (Lev. xxiii, 39). Some 
may suppose that this day was made a Sabbath be- 
cause it was a memorial of the blowing of trump- 
ets ; but this is not the case. It was the regular 
weekly Sabbath occurring on the first day of the 
seventh month, which was also the day of the 
blowing of trumpets. This will be evident when 
we discuss the feast of tabernacles, and prove 
that the fifteenth and twenty-second days of this 
seventh month were weekly Sabbath days. We 
will defer farther consideration of this item for ihe 
present 

5. The tenth day of this seventh month was the 
day of atonement. (See Lev. ssiij. 27-32.) God

said to the laraelites, concerning tlie day of atone- 
ment, " It shall be unto you a Sabbath of rest, and 
ye shall afflict your souls." This day of atone- 
ment was not the regular weekly Sabbath ; and it 
is the only least day that is called a Sabbath, which 
was not the regular weekly Sabbath. This verse 
is the only one in the Scriptures which sjioaks of 
any particular day, which was not a weekly Sab- 
bath, calling it a Sabbath. The manner of ob- 
serving this day was very unlike the manner of 
observing the weekly Sabbath. It was a day iu 
which they were required to "afflict their souls." 

6. Tho feast of tabernacles commenced on the 
Sabbath, in the fifteenth day of the seventh month 
(Lev. xxiii. 39). This was the weekly Sabbath 
day; and agrees with the Sabbath on the first day 
of this month, which was the day of the memorial 
of the blowing of trumpets (Lev, xxiii. 21). We 
will now give the evidence that tlie fifteenth day of 
the seventh month, was the regular weekly Sabbath 
day. 

The feast of tabemaclea lasted seven days. (See 
Lev. xxiii. 34-36, 39-42; also Num. xxix. 12.) 
In all of tliese places, the feast of taliernaclea is 
limited to seven days. It is certain that one of 
those seven days must have been the weekly Sab- 
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bath, for lilt period iucludca every day of tlic wvek. 
It id distincliy staled, " On the lirst day shall be a 
fiabbatli, and ou the eighth duy el.all be a -Sab- 
bath" (Lev. xxiii. 39). Thiii dctcrniinei? the 
qiiejtion. The first day of the feast of taberuacica 
vas the RabbaUi, and the eighth day, which was 
the day nflcr tltc seven days of feast, was also the 
Sabbalb. No day of Iho feast of tabernacles in 
culled a Sabbath, except the lirst aud the (ai;>hthi 
and as the feast of tabernacles beean on llie fif- 
teenth day of the seventh month, we infer that the 
lifleeruh and the twenty -second days of the seventh 
iiionih. were Sabbath days; aud the first day of 
this month was also the weekly Sabbath day. 
Passing down to New Tcstaoient times, it is evi- 
dent that the day after the feastof tabernaeles was 
a Sabbath day. In Jolm vii. 2, 14, 3T, we read, 
" Now the Jews' feas*. of tabenacles was at hand. 
* * * About the midst of the feast Jesus went 
up into the temple and taught. * * * Tu the 
last day, that great day of the feast, Jesus stood 
and cried, saying, if any man thirst, let him come 
unto me, and drink." This last day of the feast 
must have been the seventh day of the feast, for 
the feast lasted but seven days. In this chapter 
»'o have referred to seven texts where it is said 
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this feast sliould be held scvcmi diiv.-a, and it i3 no- 
wlioro declared that this feast should continue eight 
days: hence the eidith dav was not one of the 
(lavs of the feast of tabernacles, but the dav after 
it had closed, which was the Sabbath, and tliere- 
foie a holy day In the oveniniz after the seventh 
or last day of the frast, •* Jesus went unto the 
i[.>ijnt of Olives: and eaiiv in the nioniinjr, he 
came airain into the temple; and all the j)eo])le 
cani'- unto him. and ho sat down and tautiht them." 
(John viii. 1,2). lie continued to teach, until he 
saw a blind man whom he healed. This was on 
the Sabbath day (see John ix. 1, G, 14); and this 
Sabbath day must have been the day alter the last 
dav of the feast. As the feast lasted but seven 
days, this Sabbath day must iiave been the day of 
Wiiich it is said, *-And on the eighth day shall be tiie 
Sabl atlf' (Lev. xxiii. 39). So the New Testament 
corroborates the testimonv of the Old Testament, 
in relation to these Sabbath days. 

We have now learned by the authority of the 
sacred Scriptures, that the first and fifteenth days 
of the first month were Sabbath (hiys. AVe have 
also proved that the first, fifteenth and tweniy-see- 
ond days of the seventh month were also Sabbath 
davs: hence those who claim that there was no 
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cliange in the caleiular in passing from the Patri- 
aii^hal to the Mosaic dispeusation, must believe that 
the first day of the creation was the day on which 
God rested, instead of the seventh. 

These days which we have proved to be Sabbath 
days, do not merely happen to be Sabbath days on 
tlie dates we have examined, by a regular cycle; 
bnt during the Mosaic dispensation, the first and 
fifteenth days of the first month were alwa\8 the 
weekly Sabbath days j ao also were the first, fif- 
teenth and twenty-second days of the seventh 
montl., always weekly Sabbath days. 

7. Every seventh year was a Sabbath of rest 
unto the land (Lev. sxv. 4, 6--8). The land rested 
a whole year. This is nowhere in the Old Testa- 
ment called the Sabbath or the Sabbath day. It is 
called " The Sabbath of the land " (verse 6). 

8. The fiftieth year was the year of jubilee, 
which commenced on the tenth day of the seventh 
mouth, — the day of atonement (Lev. xxv. 9-11), 
This is never called a Sabbath, 

The foregoing are all the Sabbaths and relig- 
ious feasts which the Mosaic law required the Is- 
raelites to observe. Let us fix in our minds that 
tliere is no day in any of these feasts that is called 
a Sabbath, eseept the day of atonement, which 
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was not the regular weekly Sabimtb. Ami tlie day 
of atoDemcQt was unlike tlie weekly Sablialii, be- 
cause in it they were required to "affliet tlit-ir 
souls." Tlie teaet of unleavened bread continued 
Boven days, and Ibe first of those daya ts the only 
one that is called a Sabbatli: and ihia we have 
proved to have been the weekly Habbath. The 
feast of tabernacles also continued seven days, and 
tlie first of tho^e days is the only one that is called 
a Sabbath; and ihis «o have aliown to have been 
the weekly Sabbath : hence when Paul said, " Let 
no man therefore Judge you in meat, or in drink, 
or in respect of an holy day, or of ilie new moon. 
or of the Sabbath days: wliich are a shadow of 
things to come: bat the body is of Christ" (Coi- 
ossians ii. 10,17), he ran»t have meant by "the 
Sabbath days," the regular weekly Mosaic Sab- 
bath, which he declared to be ■' a shadow of tliinir:? 
to conu'," of which Chri?l is the body. 

As the first day of tlie firnt month, and the fir:-'t 
day of the seventh month, were Sabbath days, it 
follows that the number of days from the first day 
of the first month, to the last day of the si.-sth 
month, must liave been such a number of days as 
would make whole weeks, with no fraction remain- 
ing; so that the seventh niontli would commence 
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Willi a Sabbath. And as the first Jay of the a 
filth month was a Sabbath, and iho first day nf the 
first mouth iu the aucpeedmsi year was a Salibatli, 
it follows that the period from the first day of the 
seventh montli to the end of the year, must liiive 
been rednciblc to weeks, witli no fraction ol a week 
remaining, so that each suceessivc j-eur would uni- 
formly commence on the Sabbath. These facts 
overthrow the system of laiiar moulhs, which has 
latterly been introdiieed by the Jews. There is no 
way that lunar months, as liiey are now arranged 
in the Tulmud, can be made to harmonize with 
these facia which we have proved from the word of 
God. But the months can be arranged so as to 
iiarmonize wilh all of the foregoing facts, aijd.also 
accord with solar time: as follows, — Divide the 
year into twelve months, and give each six months, 
or half year, twenty-six weeks. This would make 
364 days, and wonld lack^one and one-fourtii day, to 
complete the solar year. An addition of one week 
to the month Adar, evwy sbilh. eleventh, eeven- 
toenth, twenly-second and twenty-eighth year of a 
complete cycle of twenty eight years, will make 
the years synclu'onize with Julian timej beginuing 
Iho Mosuie ajic with Saturday, March 22d, A. 
M. 3S0D: A. J. P. 3()G0: B. C. 1654. 
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THE DISTRIBUTION OP THE SABBATHS IN THE MO- 
SAIC AGE, AND A TABI.E OF A SOLAR CYCLE. 

In a previous cliapter it has been proved i)v ref- 
erences to the Scriptures, that the first aiul fifreenth 
days of Abib were Mosaic Sal^baths ; it was also 
sliown that the first, fifteenth, and twenty-second 
days of Tisri were ir^abbatlis. The Sabbaths there- 
fore must be distributed in llie months so as to 
conform to these established facts. It has alno been 
demonstrated from the Sacred Writintrs and from 
Josephus, tliat'Uiost of the montlis iiad tliiity days 
each. Our calendar for the Patriarcljal a^jre, was 
80 constructed as to give all the months iliirty days 
each, except the last one, which had thirty-five, and 
every fourth year thirty-six days, in oi-der to make 
a solar year. A slight change is necessary in the Pa- 
triarchal calendar, to bring the Sabbaths uniform- 
ly on the first, and fifteenth and twenty-second of 
Tisri.

Tiie rorcffoiiiji is a table of a common Mosaic 
yuar, containing 36i dayi, being one day and six 
Iioiira ]e33 than a solar year. To make tliis sjn- 
chronizo with Julian lime, without chaugiug the 
oi'Olt of tiie Saljliatlis so as to have them ocoiir in 
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the months as they are found in the Bible, we give 
Adar another week, which makes thirty-nine days 
in the 6th, Hth, I7th, 22d, and 28th years of a 
cycle of twenty-eight years. 

The following table of a cycle of twenty-eight 
years of the Jlosaic calendar, synchronizes with 
Julian time. Each successive twenty-eight years, 
will be in all respects like this cycle, In former 
chapters it was proved that the Mosaic age began 
on the first day of the month Abib, corresponding 
to Saturday, March 22d, A. M. 3899; B. C. 1654. 
The items of this latter number will be given in 
future chapters. 
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Explanation of the poregoiso synchronical 

TABLE. 

Tbe foregoing table commences with the first 
day of the Mosaic age. To ascertain the clay of 
the week, of any event, divide the number of yeara 
from the beginning of the Mosaic ago to the year 
of the event inclusive, by twentj'-cight; the re- 
mainder will indicate the number of the year in 
the table. For example : What day of the week 
did A. D. 1 begin? We have set down 1654 
years for the period beginning with the Mosaic 
age and ending A. D. 1. Dividing 1654 by28 we 
liavc 59 whole cycles and two remainder ; which 
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points to the second year in the table. By turning 
to this year in the table, we see that January 1st 
was Saturday, which corresponds to Thebet 16th, 
found in the left-hand column. This we have indi- 
cated as the first day of the Christian era.

PROM THE EXODUS TO THE FuUXDATIOX OF THE 

TEMI'LR. 

In 1 Kings vi. 1, 480 years are given to this 
period. The Scptna«^int allows only 440 years to 
this same period; while Josciphu:', Ant. viii. 3, 1 
makes it 592 years. They all au;ree iliat the foun- 
dation of the temi>Ie was laid in the foui-th year of 
the reiirn of Solomon. Ne-ithcr of these numbers 
airree with other figures found in the Scriptures, or 
with the oft-repeated number given by .losephus. 
The mistake of Josephus jjrobably arises from 
errors in some of tlie headings of his ]MK)ks, which 
headings we here qaote,, — as follows :

Book 4th, thence to the death of JFoscs, 38.

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Thi3 is the number of yeara Joaepi-iia gave lo 
to tbia period, (viii. 3, 1 ), wliicli has been made 
somewhat celebrated by certain chronologcra. The 
lieading,-! of books v. and vL are evidently wrong; 
aa tiiey do not agree with tlie Scriptural numbers 
for tliose periods, neither does Joseplius himself 
adhere to lliem. Wc will now give the intervening 
items, from the exodus to the foundation of the 
temple, taking the Bible and JoKcplius for our 
guides.

Wo have now the total number of years, G12. 
This is the same number of years frequently af- 
fixed by Josephus to that period.

king Solomon erected at Jeriiaaleni, were Bix han- 
(hed and twelve.' He also saya in b, iL 2, 
Against Apiun, ■' Solomon himself built that temple 
six hundred and twelve years after the Jews came 
out of Egypt. This sis hundred and twelve years 
ugrees with the a'^;j;i'cgated period which the Bible 
und Joscphus have furnished us, and which we have 
(riven iibove. It is thus proven that the number, 
o92 years, whiL-h are found as the sum of his head- 
ings fop this period, is incorrect. Tlii.'* total of 612 
years needs two corrections. The item of one j'car 
which Josephus evidently gives to Shamgar in this 
period, is l>ut a fraction of a year, and must have 
been included in the present item of 80 years given 
to Ehud and Shamgar. It is believed that Josephus 
afterwards made this correction ; proof of which 
will presently be introduced. The other item, 
namely, the period of the ciders, and the anarchy 
after the death of Joshua, Josephug omitted. It is 
believed that Josephus in another place supplies 
this also. Evidence of both these corrections will 
now be given. Let us take the sum of hia books, 
from the exodus of Israel to the captivity of the ten 
11 



tribes by Shalmatiezor, king of A^jsyria; as follows:

Hezekiah'e sixth year to the captivity of 
Israel [2 Kings xviii. 10] 6. 

Theae items as giren by Josephus, from 
the exodas to the captivity of Israel, make, — 
years 948. 

The sum of tlie headings for this period is, as we 
have seen, — 908 years; giving an excess in the 
Bum of the items, over the sum of the Iieadings, — 
©f 40 years. Josephus gives to Solomou's reign 
80 yeara. This is 40 years more than the Bible 
assigns to him. Some chronologists have dropped 
the excess of 40 years in Solomon's reign, and by 
80 doing have made the sums of the items and head- 
ings harmonize. That this is not the proper solu- 
tion of the question, is evident from the following 
reasons. 

1. It allows no item of years for the Elders and 
the anarchy after the death of Joshua. 

2. It improperly retains one whole year for 
Shamgar, which was but a fraction, and inehided 
in the preceding period. 

3. It docs not account for the interregnum, oc 
minority of Uzziah, 
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4. It does not liarmonine with otlier Bible nam- 
bera which will preaently he giveu. 

5. It does not agree with the figures found in 
Josephus' work, and which we will now gire, 

Josepl>ue savs [ix. 14, 1], '-The ten tribes were 
removed out of Judea nine huDdrod and funy-aevon 
years after their forefathers were come out of the 
land of Egypt." Tliia period of 947 years ia iden- 
tical with tho period of S48 years, the sum of the 
items above given. The discrepancy of a year 
may aecount tor tho oae year improperly givea to 
Hliamgar, which corrects that error. 

There is still left an excess of 40 years in the 
reign of Solompn, as given l>y Joseplius, which must 
be retained to agree with this last quolntion from 
him. What shall we do with these forty years ? 
It id believed that after Josephus had progressed 
to ibis point in his history, he ascertained that 
there was an error of 40 years in his chronology, 
which mistake should be corrected somewhere be- 
tween the exodus of Israel and the captivity of the 
ten tribes ; and instead of correcting each error iu 
its proper place, be added the entire deficit to Solo- 
mo u's reign. 

Two things arc evident: first, t.he3o40 years do 
not belong to the reign of Solomon; and second, 
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tliere are two items omitted by Joseplms, which 
taken together would account for these 40 years. 
His items of the period from the exodas to the 
foundation of the temple, aa we havo aeeo, aggre- 
gate, years, ..'. 612. 

Correction of one year applied to Sliamgar, 1. 

Balance of sum of items, — years, C 11 . 

The aggregate of his headings for the saii^e period 
is, — years, 592. 

Difference, years, 19. 

To make Joseplius' work balance, P. Akers ap- 
plies 19 of the 40 years excess given to Solomon's 
reign, to his headings. This leaves 21 years to 
be divided between the period of the anarchy after 
the death of Jodhua, and the interregnum, or mi- 
nority of Uzziah. These items were omitted by 
Joaephus, and also in our quolations, as giveu in 
this chapter. It is evident from 2 Kings xiv., 2'A; 
and XV, 1. 2, that this interregnum commenced at 
the close of the 15th year of the reign of Jeroboam 
If. king of Israel, and euded in his 27th year. Uz- 
ziah then being sixteen years old began his reign. 
The difference hetweeu 15 and 21 exclusive, is 11 
years. This must be reckoned exclusive of the 
ijlleenth year of .^croboam, because Amaziah reigned 
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in Judab that year ; and we must also reckoa it ex- 
clusive of the twenty-seventh year of Jeroboam, 
because Uzziali commenced his reign that year. 
TliesB 11 years we apply to the interregnum, or 
miuoiity of Uzziali. There is left, according to 
Dr. Akers, 10 years of the excess K"'e'i to Solo- 
mon's reign, to be applied to the rule of the elders 
and the anarchy afVcr the death of Joshua. I think 
tliat 10 years is not enough for this period. Hence 
I give to this period the 19 years which P. Akcrs 
taltea 'from Josephua' exce.S3 of years applied to 
Solomon; and also the 10 ypars as above, making 
29 years. This distributes the 40 years of excess 
which Josephus gave to Solomon as follows: — 29 
years to the period of the reign of the Elders, and 
the anarchy after the death of Joshua, and 1 1 years 
to the period of the minority of Uzziah. 

At the end of a family Bible printed by Henrji 
S. Goodapeed and Co., there in " a chronological 
index to the holy Bible, according to revisions of 
recent Christian chronologists," which evidently is 
the chronology of Archbishop Usher, with after 
changes. In this chronology the death of Joshua 
is dated B. C. 1443, which gives liim eight years 
after the death of Moses. The above dale is in- 
cluded in the eight years of Joslniii. making the 
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period of the Elders ■who survived Joshua and tlie 
anarciij", bogiu B. C. 1^2. And in this work tbe 
servitude to the Mcsopota mians is made to begin 
B. C. 1413, giving just tivoaty-uine years to tbe 
period of the Elders, and the anarchy after the death 
of Joshua. This I think is correct. 

We will now suminarizo the results of this in- 
vestigation.

The following is another method of compnting 
the years for this period.

The years in this item are computed as 
follows ; Caleb requested his portion of the 
land of Canaan forty-five years after it was 
promised bim [Joshua xiv. 10, 12]. This 
land was promised to Caleb at tbe time tbe 
spies returned from searching the land {Num. 
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s.\v. 24],wiiicli was about tlieiiiiildlc of the 
second year after the exodus. [Sco Num. 
\x.l; X. 11; xi. 20; xiii. 25.] As tlio 
spiea returned from searching the land, 
about the middle of the aecoud j-ear after 
the exodus, aud as they were in the wilder- 
iieaa forty years [Acts xiii, 18J. it follows 
that they were in the wilderness ihirtj^-eight 
years after the spies had searched the Itiiid. 
Subtract these thirty-eight years from tiie 
forty-five years, at the expiration of which 
time Caleb asked for Iiis possessions [Acts 
xiii. 18J,and Jt leaves the seven years dur- 
ing which time the iHraetites conquered 
seven nations [Acts xiii. 19]. 

Governed by the Judfies [Acts xiii. 20], 450. 

Eli's reigu after Samuel becauio a pro- 
phet in chiidJiQod [Acts xiii. 2(1], 27. 

My authority for this item is as follows: 
According to the Chronological Indo.\ to the 
Teachera' Bible. Samuel was born B. C. 
1155, and Eli died B. C. 1116, when Sam- 
uel was twenty-nine years of age. Robert 
Sears, in hig History of the Bible, gives 
Samuel's age as twelve years, when (Jod 
called him. This makes a pcriovl of twenty- 
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seven vears from the time God called Sam- 
uel till Eli's death.

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CHAPTER XXI. 

FROM THE FOUNDATION OP THE TEMPLE TO THB 
DEATH OF JEHORAU AND AHAZIAH. 

Tlio foundatiou of tlie temple was laid in the 
fourth year of the reign of Solomon, whicb dato 
ended liie previous chapter. This cliapLer there- 
fore commences with the fifth year of Solomon'a 
icign, and embraces thirty-six years of his reign. 
On the death of Solomon the kingdom was divided, 
and the divieions were known as Judah and Israel. 
From the timo of the division to the death of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and Jehorara, king of Israel, 
!iotfi dying on the same day, there were ninety-five 
years, according to the sum of the items given in 
the line of Judah ; bat in the more turbulent line 
of the bouse of Israel the aggregate is ninety-eight 
years. Both lines need cerreciion to make them 
harmonize with each other, and with other Scriptu- 
ral statementa. Two methods of correction are 
necessary; first, we need to reduce the periods in 
vhich fractional parts of a year arc counted as 
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entire j-ears; and accond, we need to retrench the 
reigu where a fiiLlier and son ruled conjointly, or 
where the namber of yeara ascribed to a, prince 
embraced the period of that dynasty. We will 
now apply those principles and reconcile the dis- 
crepanoies. 

JEROBOAU AND NADAB. 
Rehohoam reigned seventeen years iu Judah 
(see 1 KinfTB xiv. 21); Abijam three years (see 1 
Kings XV. l,2j; and Asa forty-otie years {see 1 
Kingaxv. 10). At the same time that Relioboam 
commenced his reign in Judab, Jeroboam began 
liis reign in Israel ; and twenty-two years are as- 
cribed to his reign. (See 1 Kinga xiv. 20.) This 
must include the period of his son Nadab's two 
years reign (see 1 Kings xv. 25), which closed 
the dynasty of Jeroboam. Baasha, of another dy- 
nasty, began to rule in Israel in the third year of 
Asa king of Judah (see 1 Kings xv. 33) ; and 
there had been only twenty-two years, the number 
ascribed to Jeroboam, from the time of the sepa- 
ration, of which seventeen belong to Rehoboam, 
three to Abijam, and two to Asa, before his third 
year when Baasha began to reign. There is an- 
other way of reconciling this discrepancy, by sup- 
posing that Jeroboam reigned twenty-one whole 
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years and a fracliori of a. year, and l!iat Nadab, 
his aon, rci<rned biit otic full juar and a fraction ; 
thus giving only twenty-two entire year.'? to both of 
them: the two fractious bein^ less than a year. 

BAASHA. 
Ill 1 Kinsis XV, 33, it is stated that Baa^fha be- 
gan to rcigii over Israel in the tliird year of Asa 
king of Judah, and reipned twenty-four years. As 
Elah succeeded Baasha in the iwenty-sixtli year of I 
Asa (see 1 Kings xvi, 8), it ia certain that the i 
reign of Baasha contained but twenty-three years ; 
for coranieiiciug in the third and ending with the . 
twonty-Efih year of Asa, only twenty-three years 
are included. Baasha's reign mu^t close with the 
twenty-fifth year of Asa, so as to allow Elah's reign 
to begin with the twenty-sixth year of Asa. 

EI,AH. 
Since Elah began to rule in the twenty-sixth 
year of Aaa, and was killed, and succeeded by 
Zimri in the twenty-seventh year of Asa (see 1 
Kings xvi. 8-15). it follows that Elah could have 
reigned but one whole year. 

ZIHRI AXD OMRI. 

After the death ol' Elah, the people made Omri 

king over Israel. (See 1 Kings xvi. l(!-23.) 
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The reign of Oinri therefore commenced with the 
twenty-seventh year of Asa, and closed with tlie 
thirty-seventh, which period included only eleven 
full years. It must have ended with the thirty, 
seventh year, because Ahab ascended the throne 
in the thirty-eighth year of Asa. (See 1 Kings 
xvi. 29.) If Omri began to rule in the thirty-first 
year of Asa, (1 Kings xvi. 23), and ended so as to 
be succeeded by Ahai) in tha thirty-eighth year of 
Asa, his reign could be but seven years. This 
leaves an interregnum of four years following the 
seven days of the reign of Ziniri (1 Kings xvi. 15). 

AHAB. 

Asa having reigned forty-one years (see 1 Kings 
XV. 10), and Ahab king of Israel beginning to rule 
in the thirty-eighth year of Asa's reign, they were 
cotemporary kings during four years. Aliab's 
reign having closed in the sixteenth year of Jehosh- 
aphat, from the fact that Ahaziah began to reign 
in the seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat. (See 1 
Kings xxii. 51.) Hence Ahab could hare reigned 
but twentv vears. 

AHAZIAH. 

Ahaziah began to reign in the seventeenth year 
of Jehoshaphat (see 1 Kings xxii. 51), and was 
king but one full year, as JcLoram succeeded him 
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ill the sevcnieenth jmw of JeliO:^liap]iat. (See : 
Kinga iii. 1.) 

JEHdRAM KiSn OP JUDAH. 

2 Kiti^s viii. 16, IT, reads as follows; "In tho 
fifth year of Jorara [or Jehoram] the aon of Ahab 
king of Israel, Jchoshaphat being then king of 
Jiidnh, Jelioram the son of Jchosliaphat King of 
Juddh bci^an to rei^n r . . . . and he reined eight 
years in Jei-usalem." The murgio rcad«, " Began to 
reign in consort with his fatiier." This marginal 
reading must be correct, for the text fixes the be- 
ginning of liis reign in the fifth year of Joram 
king of Israel. Jnram king of Israel began to 
reign in the eit^hteenlh year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah (2 Kings iii. I). Joram'a reign begin- 
ning the eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat, his fiftii 
year, when Jehoram king of Judah began to 
reign as a consort with hia father, must have been- 
the twenty- second year of Jehoshaphat; and as 
Jehoshaphat reigned twenty-five years, they roust 
have reigned in consort four years. The text does 
not say that Jehosliaphat died when his son Jeho- 
ram began to reign, but it says, " Jehoshaphat be- 
ing king of Judah." 

Now concerning the length of the reign of Je- 
horarn king of Judah, we know that he was sue- 
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ceeded by Ahaziah in tlie twelfth year of Joiam 
king of Israel (2 Kings viii. 2-5), and tliat )ie began 
his reign witb the fifth of .loriim, and this gives 
him but seven entire years. — four yeai's in conijort 
wilh his father, and three years alone. The fol- 
lowing table gives the years of the reign of each 
king, as we have corrected Iheni in tlils cliapter, 
together with the year of the world, and tlie year 
before Christ, in wliich each king commenceLl his 
reign: Solomon's reign is piucod in both column?, 
becanse he reigned over all Israel beginning wiih 
his fifth year, which was the year following the one 
in which he laid the foundation of the temple. 
Those kings the years of whose reigns ha^o no 
discrepancies, are given as found in the Scriptures.

.tEHOASH KIXO OP ISBAEI,. 

riii? prince must have reigned ihrcc yenr.s in 
coiisorl Willi his father Jehoaz, to whom seventeen 
years are asuriberl, licsinning in llie twenty- third 
year ol" Joash king of Juduii [2 Kiug.^ xiii. Ij. 
As Jelioaz began to i'eigii in llio twenty third year 
of Jelioash"kiiig of Jaduh, and reigucd seventeen 
yt'uvs, bis rule would end with the thirty-ninth 
year of Joash kin^ ol Judan; and as Juhoash 
king of Israel be^'tin to rule in the thirty. seventh 
year of Jehoash (or Joash) king of Judah [2 Kings 
xiii. 10], which was three years before llie close of 
Ills father's reign, thorcfwro tlicy must have reigned 
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!□ consort these tliree years. This would make 
the lone reizn of Jehouah king of Israel, begin in 
tlic fortieth or last year of the reiga of JoasU 
king of Judah. This explanation is necessary to 
make the reign of Amaziah king of Judah begin 
with the second year of Jehoas'u king of Israel 
[2 Kings xiv. 1]. 

Now Jehoaah king of Israel began to reign alone 
in the last year of Jehoash king of Judah, and 
Amaziali began to reign in the second year of 
Jehoash king of Israel, and Jeroboam II., his son, 
succeeded huu in the fifteenth year of his reign 
[2 Kings xiv. 23] ; wo conclude tlierefore that the 
lone reign of Jehoash king of Israel must have been 
fifteen years. 

MIXORITY OP UZZIAH, 

Since Amaziah, king of Judah and fatlier of 
Uzziah, or Azariah, reigned twenty-nine years [2 
Kings xiv. 2], and Jeroboam II. began to rule in 
Samaria in the fifteenth year of Amaaiah [2 Kings 
xiv. 16, n], it ia evident that these men were co* 
teinporaneous kings for fifteen years, at the expira- 
tion of which time, Amaziah died in the fifteenth 
year of the rcign of Jeroboam II. At tliis time 
Uzziali was a child; and ho did not reach the 
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tliroiie in Jadah uDtil ho was sixteen years of age, 
■which was in the twenty-seventh year of Jeroboam . 
n. [2 Kinga xv. 1, 2j ; hence the inleiTegnuin liur- 
ii^ the minority of Uzziah, was from the Sfteenth 
to the twenty -seventh year of Jevoboam II., ex- 
oluaivej which mokes eleven years for the period 
of the minority of Uzziah, hiii reign of fifty-two 
years commencing with tlie twenty- seventh year of 
Jeroboam II. 

KTBBREGNUM OP ISRAEL AFTER THE REIGN OP JBRO- 
BOAU II. • 
Uzziah having begnn to rei<;Q in Jadah in the 
twenty seventh year of Jeroboam II. [2 Kh:ga xv. 
1], and Jeroboam having reigned forty-one years 
(2 Rings xiv. 23), we conclude that Jeroboam II. 
closed his reijrti in the fiHeenth year of Uzziah : 
hence the interregnum must have begun wilh the 
sixteenth year of Uzziah ; and as Zachaiiah began 
to reign in Samaria in the thirty-eighth year of 
Uzziah (2 Kings xv. 8), it followa that the inter- 
regnum continued twenty-two years. 

ZACBARIAH AND SUALLUM. 

Zuehai'iab reigned six months in Samaria, in the 
tliirty eighth year of Uzziah (2 Kings xv. 8), 
Shallum reigned one month in Samaria, in the 
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tliirly-nintli year of Uzziah -(2 Kioja Sf. 13.}. We 
■ give one year to tlie rule ef these princes. 

WEXAHBM. 

A3 JIen;i!ieni began to reign in Samaria in the 
tiiirty-ninth year of Uzziah (2 Kings xv. 17), and 
was succeeded by Pcluihiah in the fiilietli year of 
Uzziab {2 Kings xv. 23^, it follon's that he reigned 
eleven years. 

JOTHAM KINO OP JDDAH. 

Since Jotham -began to reign in ■the second j-ear 
of Peliah (2 Kinga xv. 32), and was succeeded by 
Ahaz in the awcnteenth year of Pekab (2 Kinga 
xvi, 1), his reign Muld have been but litteen en- 
tire years. 

aNTEHREfiXUM AFTER TBB BBIGN OF PEKAH. 

Ahaz, commenced his reign wili the seventeenth 
year of Pekah (2 Kings svi. J); and as Pekah 
reigned twenty years (2 Kings xv. 2"), it is cer- 
tain that this interregnum commenced with the 
fifth year of Ahaz king of Judah, And Hosea 
having begun to reign in Samaria in the twelfth 
year of Ahaz (2 Kings xvii. 1), it,follow3 that the 
interregnum lasted seven years. Usher and Hales 
give nine ycai;.' to this period. 
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IHAZ KiSG OF JUDAH. 
Hoshea became tlie ruler in Samaria in the twelfth 
year of Absz (2 Kings xvii. 1), and as HcKekiuh 
succeeded Ahaz in the lliird year of Uodhca (2 
Kings xviii. 1), Uio reign of Ahaz oould have in- 
cluded -but tliirteeu solid ycara. It is probable, 
however, that Ahaz reigned with Jolbaui, his 
father, during the last three years of that prlm^e. 

HOSUEA. 

As Koshea was removed from his kingdom in tlie 
nintli year of \\\% reign hy llie king of Assyria (2 
Kings xvii. 6); he could have reigned but eight 
solid yeai-s. This agrees witti the etatemeot in re- 
lation to the reig;u of Hezekiab, who began in 
the third year of Hoshca (2 Kings svili. 1). Thip 
made them cotcmporancous kings during six years. 
(Sec 2 Kines xvii. ID.) 

ZF.IWKIAH, 

Since Solomon's temple was burned, Jerusalem 
destroyed, and Zedekiah was carried to Dubylou 
on the seventh day of the fifth msjith, in the 
eleventh year of liis reign {2 Kings x.\v. 7-9); 
hence he could have reigned but ten solid year!*. 
As it was in the nineteenth year of the rule of 
Nebuchadnezzar when the temple was burned (i 
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CHAPTER XXIir. 



Tlie last cJiaptcr ended willi the burning of tlio 
temple, which according to Josephua (x. 8, 5), oc- 
curred on the fii'st day of the liftli month, Al>. 
which date corresponds to yanday, July 15lli, A. 
11. 4968; and 13. C. 585. Neljuehadnez?;ar king 
of Babylon besieged Jei-usalem in tlio lliird year of 
Jehoiakim kinj^ of Judah (Daniel i. 1). TJiis third 
year of Jchoiakim'a I'oign, was the twenty-first, and 
last year of the reign of Nabopollaasar, king of Baby- 
lon, liiri son Xebnchadnczzar being associated with 
him that year (Josephus x. 11. 1). The following 
year, which was the fourth year of Jehoiakim, and 
t!i6 first year of tlje lone reign of Nebuchaduezzar, 
the word came to Jeremiah concerning thlH i:ap- 
tivity {Jeremiah xxv, 1). Seventy years were 
foretold as the duration of this servilnde (.Ter. xsv, 
11, 12 ; xsix. 10; Dan. ix. 2; and Josephus xi. 1, 
1), Jo^epbus states that this captivity ended in 
the first year of Cyrus king of Persia. Wc also 
find the same record in the first chapter of Ezi'a. 
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Tlie rebuilding of the temple was inaugurated the 
foUowini; year (Ezra iii. 8), it being seventy years 
from the fourth year of Jehoiakim, which corre- 
sponda to the first year of Nebuchadnezzar's reign 
alone. Jehoiakim ■' reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem ;" but the captivity dates from the third year 
of )iis reign, at whieli time he became servant to 
Nebuchadnezzar (2 Kings xxiv. 1), who carried 
away part of the vessels of Ihe house of God, aud 
certain of tlie children of Israel, and of the king's 
seed, and of the princes (Dan. i. 1-4). At this 
time Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah were 
among the captives who were cariicd from Jerusa- 
lem to Babylon (Dan. i. 6). At tlie close of Je. 
hoiakim'a reign of eleven years, Jehoiachin ruled 
three mnntha, and was succeeded by Zfdekiah, who 
was king ten years, being removed in his eleventh 
year (2 Kings xxv. 2-9), at which time Jerusalem 
was destroyed, and the temple burned; making for 
the entire period nineteen years, beginning with 
the third year of Jehoiakim's reign, and ending 
with the tenth of Zedekiah, and the burning of the 
temple. As Nebuchadnezzar's lone reign com- 
menced in the fourth year of Jehoiakim (Jeremiah 
XXV. 1), the burning of the temple must have taken 
place in the nineteenth year of his reign (2 Kings 
XXV. S, D), And since it was nineteen years from 
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the beginning of tlic captivity to the time of ihe 
burning of the temple, it was also just nineteen 
years from the time of the proclamation of Cyrus, 
granting the Jews the privilege to return to Jeru- 
salem, to the time of the dedication of the second 
temple. The second temple '■ waa finished on the 
third day of the month Adar, which waa the sixth 
year of Dariiia the king" {Ezra vi. Ifi). Adar is 
the laat montli of the Jewish year; and the Pass- 
over was always held on the fourteenth day of the 
first mouth. The temple waa dedicated after it 
waa finished, and before the time of the Passover, 
which was kept the following month fEzra vi. 15— 
19). Cyrus issued his proclamation for the rctura 
of the Jews in the first year of his reign ; and the 
temple was completed in the sixth year of the reign 
of Parius. This is shown by Ptolemy to have 
been a period of nineteen years, by giving the 
time of the reigns of the kings of Persia, as fol- 
lows : Y^tan. 

Cyraa, the founder of the monarchy 7 

Cambyses and Smerdis 7 

Darius, solid years, at the time of the dedi- 
cation , 5 

Total from Cyrus' proclamation, to dedica- 
tion 10 
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All authors agree tliat ihe captivity lasted seventy 
years. It wsis Beventy years from the beginuing 
of the captivity in the third year of Jchoiakim 
king of Jndah, to the tirno of Cyrua king of Per- 
sia, granting the Jews the privilege of returuing 
lo Jerusalem. It was also seveutj years from the 
linm of the liurning of the temple, built by Solo- 
mon, to tbe dedication of the second temple in the 
fii.'ith year of the reiga of Darius king of Persia, 
inclusive. The.se seventy years are comjiuted ac- 
cording to the reigns of tbe kings of Babylon by 
P. Akers, in liis Biblical Chronology, as follows : 
Nabopollassar,. . captivity in his last year. 1

Dai'ius king of Media • 2

These numbers agree with Ptolemy's canon of 
the kings of Babylon, as given in the seventh chap- 
ter of this work. It also agrees with Josephus, 

e-\ccpt in two particulars; namely, Josqihus as- 
signs to Evil Merodach eighteen years; perhaps 
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during Hixteeci of ihose years he was associated 
with his fiiLher, leaving bim but two years alone. 
The olliSr exception is in tlic case of Ncriglissar, 
to whom Josephua gives forty years; perhaps tUig 
is an error, and should bo foni", instead of forty 
years. With these two corrections in Josophus' 
work, it is made to harmonize with Akcrs' and 
Ptolemy's canon, and it also makes the aggregate 
of seventy years, which was the lengtli of the cap. 
tivity, concerning which all arc agreed. 

As the temple was burned, A. M. 40G9 (aee 
end of table in the foriner chapter), and the second 
temple was dedicated seventy years later, includ- 
ing both dates, it follows that the second temple 
was dedicated A. M. 5038. Including the year of 
the bnruirig of tlio first, and the year of the dedi- 
cation of the second temples we have just seventy 
yeare. 

We will now compute the time from the dedica- 
tion of llie second temple, '■ in the si.vth year of the 
reign of Darius " king of Persia (Ezra vi. 15-17), 
until the seventh year of Artaxerxes king of Per- 
sia (Ezra vii. 1, 1), who in the seventh year of his 
reign issued tbe command to Ezra " to restore and 
to build Jerusalem (Daniel is. 25). This restor-' 
iag and building of Jerusalem did not include the 
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retiuil'Iing of tlic temple, fwr tliat wus accomplisliciJ 
and the tumple was dedicated m tiii; stxili yeai' of 
Darius {Ezra vi. \b-\l). But ycara iifier this, 
Artaxerxes, in tlic seventh year of his roign (Ezra 
vii. 1), issued a docrfie to Ezra to rcstory the re- 
ligious state of Jerusalem, which was in a deplor- 
able condition. T!ie question arises, liow many 
years intervened be'. ween tlie dedication of the 
second temple, in the sisth year of the reign oi 
Darius, and the seventh year of Arlaserxea. who 
at this date issued a decree to restore the religious 
state at Jerusalem V 

Ptoiemj lias given us tiio rei;^us of the Persian 
kings for this period as foUmys : 

Darius Hystaapos, thirtv-six years; and 
as the temple was dedicated in the sixth 
year of this prince, there remained 30

Thia 13 the 3"ear before Artaxerxea isaued the 
order to restore the religioua state of Jerusalem. 
The period from this date to the crucifixion of 
Clirist 13 measured by the seventy weeks of the angel 
Gabriel (Daniel ix, 21-27), The angcl said to 
Daniel (verse 24) : " Seventy weeka are determined 
upon thy people and upon the holy dly, to finish 
the transgression, and to make an end of sing, and 
to make reconciliation for iniqwily, and to bring in 
everlasting righteousness, and to seal up the vision, 
and prophecy, and to anoint the moat holy." Here 
are six events spoken of, all of which concentrate 
in tlie atonement, work, and chai-aeter of Jesus, 
which occurrences will assist us in deciding upon 
tlie-time of the end of these seventy weeks. The 
seventy weeks are Sabbatic years (Lev, xxv, 8); 
seven years constitute a week. The seventy weeks 
therefore are 490 years. The six events which are 
at the conclusion of tiie 490 years arc as follows :^ 
1." To finish the transgression." This was done 

by the preaching of the gospel as revealed in 

Josua the Christ. 
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2. " To make an end of sins;" that is, of sin- 
offerings, which were ended when Christ offered 
himself as a fiiii-offeriug. 

3. "To make recooeilialion." The atonement of 
Jesua made reconciliation. 

4. " To bring in everlaating rigiileousness;" — the 
righteousnesa of Cliiist, received llirouj^h faitli, 
and the Holy Spirit. 

5. -'To seal np tlie vision and prophecy;" whJcli 
is, the fulBilment of ttie vision and prophecy 
concerning Christ, so that tjjere would be an 
end of predictions concerning llie Messiah. 

6. "And to anoint the most holy." The anoint- 
ing of Jesus to be the Prophet, Priesi, and Kinf!- - 
of mankind. 
All of those events find their fulfillment at or near 

the time of the cracifixion of Christ. They arc 

concentrated in Hiin, and are radiations of li^ht 

fiom His cross. 

These seventy weeks, or 490 years, in verses 25 

and 27, are divided into three distinct periods. 

1. Seven weeks, or 4i) years. 

2. 8i\ly-two weeks, or 434 years. 
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The first period of 49 years after the comml.jjion 
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;upied by 
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Ezi'a aod Nelicmiali in reatoring tLc sacreii constl 
tulions, and civil establishments of tiiu Jews. 

Al the end of the second period, of 434 yearsi 
followed the Advent of the " JLeasiah the Prince," 
w-lio at the time of his baptism was aiiiiouuced by 
i' a vofce from heaven, saying, " This is my beloved 
Hon, in whom I am well pleased"; and al tlic same 
time he was anointed with the Qoly Spirit fwr the 
restoration of all tilings by his ministry. 

T!ic last period, of acvcn yeai-s, includes the three 
and one-half years of Christ's ministry, together with 
the minifiti'y of the Apostles after his crucifixion, 
in which time it was said, " He ahail confirm the 
covenant with many, aud in the midst of the week 
[or seven yeurj] he shall cause the sacrifice and 
the oblation to cease." This lie accomjilished by 
the sacrifice of himself upon the cross. The time 
is stated in ^hioii the Messiah should " be cut off, 
but not fur himscU," namely, " After threescore and 
two weeks, .... and in the midst of the week "; 
that is, some time " in the midst" of the last seven 
years of the 4*J0 years. This leaves the latter 
part of the seven years of the work of Christ to be 
done after ins crucifixion, by the Apostles, coufirm- 
ing the coreuant, as Ihey did by the Holy Ghost. 
For this we deduct three and one-half years from 
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490 years, and it leaves 48(5 1-2 years from the 
time tlie commandment was issued by Artaxerxea 
to Ezra, to restore the religious, and the civil state 
of Jerusalem, iiiitit the crucifi.\ion of Christ. 

Let U3 endeavor to fix the dale of the crucifixion 
of Christ, from which time we can reckon baeliward 
486 1-2 years, and find tlie date of Artascrxes" 
decree to restore Jerusalem. But first we will fix ■ 
the date of the birth of Jesus, as is usually done. 
Jeans was born about two years before 
the year of the death of Herod the Great, 
According to Joseplms, Herod rei.Lined 37 years 
from the time lie received the appointment of his 
kingdom ftom the Romans (Ant. xvii. 6, 1 j also 
Wars, i. 33, 8). He obtained Iiis kingdom " on tlie 
hundred and eighty-lourtli Olympiad, when Caiua 
Domitius Calvinus was consul the second lime, and 
Cains Asinus Pollio the first time." (Ant. xiv. 
14, 5.) Adam Clark pays. "It is certain that 
those consuls were in office A. U. C. 714, according 
to the computation of Varro, which was used by 
the Romans." (Commentary, vol. v., p. 908.) Tho 
date of A, U, C. 1 is B. C. 753. (See chap, vii.) 
April 21st, A. D, 1, synchroniEcs with A. U. C. 
754, from which, if we subtract 714, the year of A. 
U. C. when these consuls were in office, it leaves 
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40 B. C. This is the latest possible date in wliicli 
Herod could receive his kingdom, ia the 184th 
Olympiad; for the Olympic games ivere celebrated 
at the time of the siimmor sola lice in June; the 
185th being colebrated in Jurte B. C. 40. Hence 
Herod must have received his appointment before 
this dute, as he received it in the 184th Olympiad. 

. The Olympiad was a period of four year.*, reckoned 
from one celebration of the Olj'nipic games to 
another. {See chapter vii.) Those games were 
first celebrated B. C. T7l>, which was 23 years 
before A. U, C. We Bee by the above, if Herod 
received his appointment in the last year of the 
184th Olympiad, it could not iiave been a later date 

. than early in the year B. C 40, or late in the year B. 
C. 41. As he reigned 37 years, he muot have died 
either late in the year B. C. 4, or early iu the year B, 
C. 3. This we see is the latest posaiblc date for hia 
death. It is evident from the aacred Scriptures 
that Jesus was born about two years before the 
death of Herod. This brings his birth to thr latter 
part of the year B. 0. G, aupposed by some to bo 
December 25lh. But I find tio evidence of thi^. 
The shepherds were watching their flocks by nijiht 
in the field when Je^us was born.' As they did not 
watch their flocks by nigiit iu the Geld later than 
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tlie rain-fall in October, it is evident that Jeans 
must have been born before the time of tiie rain-fall. 
From the foregoing facta, it is evident that Jesus 
was over five years of age at the beginning of the 
Clirislian era: Ihat is, Jesus was born over five 
years beftwe the vulgar Christian era. This era 
■was first introduced in the sixtli century. In 
France this reckoning was enxployed in the seventh 
century. About-tlw; eighth century it was generally 
adopted; yet it did not become universal in 
Christendom till the fifteenth century; hence tbo 
discrepancy of oror Ihe years between the birth trf 
Jesus and the ChriatiaB era. 

Christ commenced bis ministiy when noair Iho 
age of thirty (Luke iii. 23), and continued it over 
three years ; hence he was crucified at the age of 
thirty-three, or when in his thirty-fourth year. 
Deducting the five years which he .lived before the 
Christian era, we find the time of his opucifi^'on to 
have been A. D. 29. 

He WHS crucified on the day of the Jews' 
Passover, which was always observed on Friday, 
Abib 14'th, and which (our theory being correct) 
corresponded that year to Ajiril 1st, A. D. 2ft. 
From tlws date, if we reckon back 486 1-2 yeara, ! 
it will give ua the date of the seventh year of 
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Artaxerxes, who in this year made a decree to 
restore the civil and relij^ious state of Jerusalem 
(Ezra vii. 1-7). This date in the reign of 
Artaxerxes is the beginning of Daniel's 70 weeks, 
or 490 years (Daniel ix. 24, 25). In this and 
previous chapters we have brought down the 
reckoning of titne tlirough the succession of dates 
to the year B. C, 458; as the date of Artaxerxes' 
decree^ whicb date began the 490 years of Daniel. 
We will now summarise this period :

Each successive solar cycle of twenty-oinht years 
will bo in all respects like this. It will be seen 
that all years except leap years end ou the same 
day of the week with which tiiey begin ; while leap 
years end one day later in the week. We see by 
this table that the 1st, 6tb. 12th, and 23d years 
began with Monday; the 7tlt, 13lh, 18th, and 24tli 
years began with Tuesday; the 2d, 8th, 19th, and 
25th years began wita Wednesday; the 3d, 9th, 
14th, and 20th years began with Thursday; the 
4tli, I5th, 21st, and 26th years began with Friday; 
the 5th, 10th, 16th, and 27th years began with 
Saturday; the lllh, ITth, 22d, and 2lith years 
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began with Sunday. There are but four years in 
a cycle of twenty-eight^ears which either begin or 
end with any one day of the week. In this country 
certain people believe that Sunday was the first day 
of the world ; others believe that Monday was the 
first day of the world. All agree that the first day 
was near the time of the Autumnal equinox, either 
in the month corresponding to our September, or 
October. A calendar for September will assist us 
in this investi(rat!on. 
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DAT OP THE WEEK WHICH BEGA:! THE WORI.ll.

The figures 
at the top in^icacc the duy-i of the inonlh, and ihe 
letters under them Ihe days of the week in each of 
the twenty-eij^ht lears, Eairli successive f^ohir 
cycle fur the month of Srplemlicr will be in all 
respects like this. By rcfen'iico to the almanac I'-ir 
Ihe year A. D. 1881, it will be seen that it is ilic 
fourteenth year of the sobr cytlc, and D would 
have been the Sunday letter; Imt the Gregrnian 
rcironchment requires us to connt back twelve 
Sunday letters; hence for this year (1881) B is 
the Sunday letter: Ihe year •in its con^ttruiition 
corrcfponding to the tenth year of llic solar cyelc^ 
and SepICHiber beginning on Thursday, as we have 
it in lliia table, which iigrecmciil- proves that our 
table is correct. It can be u*ed as a calendar for - 
any time previous to A. J. P. 1, as well as for 
periods since that date. Aeeordinurlo the Sopliiii- 
gint clironolofiy cf live Patriarcliiil age, which is 
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adopted in tliia work, tliat age contained 3898 
yetirs and 180 daya. According to tlie numbers 
used by ll:e aiitiior. A. M.4 ivaa B. C. 5552 years 
and mo days. From ttiis deduct 4713, which is 
the number of years of A. J. P. before the 
Chiiatian era, tliel-o remains 839 years and 100 
days as the age of the woiTd at A. J. P. 1. These 
839 years and 100 days equal 29 solar cycles, 2T 
jears and 100 days; which laclts only 266 days of 
being 30 comidcle solar cycles. We conclude 
therefore that the first year of the aolar cycle 
was also tlie first year of the world, tt id 
commonly supposed this year began some time in 
the month corresponding to our September. We 
have fixed upon the 23d day of September. The 
3898 solid years of the Patriarchal age contained 
131) aolar cycles, and seven years. Now, as ttieso 
years begin in llie first year of the cycle, they must 
end in the seventh j-ear of the cycle. And if I am 
correct in idontifying Monday, September 23d, in 
the first year of the cycle, asi the first day of the 
world, these 3898 years must have ended on 
Sunday, Seplember 22d in the seventh year of 
the cycle. We have proved that these years 
closed with Sunday; and in the table, September

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would be llie same if we had selected ony otiier 
Monday lor the first day of the world. Tuke far 
example, any Monday, the 2d, 9l,Ii, 16th, 23d, or the 
30th, of the first year in this table, for the first day 
of the world, then louk for the closing of t!ie 
38!)8 yyars in the seventh year of the table, 
(roiijcuiberinff that each year ends one day earlier in 
tlic month, than t!ie day it began), and we see that 
each year would clo,se on Sunday, respectively as 
follows : the Ist.Sth, 15th, 22d, or the 2»th day of the 
month. The resultii would be pret.'.i:(6ly 'tho saniB 
if wc fix upon any Monday in the year as the firat 
day of the world ; the end of the 3898 years wonid 
invariably be Sunday. It is evident that these 
yeara must close with Sunday, so that the six 
additional inontlis, which contaiued 180 days, and 
closed tlie Patriarchal age. should end with Friday. 
This brings the first day of the Mosaic a^e oa 
Saiiirday. We have prored in Chapters XVI. and i 
XV^II. ol this work, that the first and fifteenth days 
ol the fii"st iHor.tli in the Mosaic ago were uniformly 
Saturday. Hence, if the Septuagint numbers ai*o | 
correct wliiuh give to the Patriarchal age 139 solar I 
eycivs, SL-veu years and 180 days, whicli as we haie 
!<ccn must end on Friday, Monday must have beea i 
the first day of the world, whether it was iu ' 
SBptcmbcr or any other month of the year. If we 
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3x Upon i^uiiday as the first day of the world, 
either the 1st, Rtli, 15th, 22d, or 2i)th of September 
in the first year of the cycle, then the 133 cycles 
ami seven years wouM ead one day earlier in the 
month in tlie seventli year of the cycle, which would 
l>e in every case on Saturday ; respectively, August 
3l3t, September 7th, 14th, 2lst, or tl e 28th The ' 
re3ull9 would be precisely the sanw! if we started 
the first da-y of the world with any Sunday in tl«e 
first year J the 139 cycles and seven yews woitld 
invariably end on Saturday in the seventh year 
of the cycle. Thie proves that Sunday was not 
the first day of ll>e world, provided the Septuagint 
numbers are correct. Should we take any otlier 
day of the week, except Moiiday, for the first day 
of the world, we find tnvariaWy that the last whole 
year of the Patriarclial By;e would end one day 
earlier in the week than tlie day of begiiuiinjr^ 
Therefore, as the last day of the whole year of the 
Patriarchal age was Sunday, the first day of the 
first year of the world must have been Monday. 
Which jvas to be pim-rii. 
THE HBBBEW NUMBEnS, AS GIVEX BV A«0HBI8H0P- 

USUER, ARE AT VARIANCE WITB. ESTADI.D^flED 
' DATES IN CHn0S01,0(iV. 

All cbronologers iu this country adopt mainly 
either the Hebrew numbers as given by Uaiier, op 
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those of tlic yeptuagint as given by Akera, for the 
Patriarchal age. We have proved tliat the Scptua- 
gint nnmbei'S agree with fixed points in chronology. 
We will now show that the Hebrew numbers as 
given by Usher are discordant with those well- 
established dates. 

According to P. Akera (Biblical Chronology, p. 
198), Usher " Began hia year of the world on 
Sunday, the tweoty-third day of October, A. J. P« 
710." 710 years contain 25 solar cycles and 10 
years, which indicates the tenth year in the cycle 
3S the year in which he began the year of the 
world. By reference to our table it will bo seen 
that the last day of September in tbe tenth year of 
the cycle in Friday ; hence October mnst commence 
with Satttrday, and the 23d day of Oetolier would 
be Sunday; which is the day Usher fixed upon ns 
the first day of the world. Usher gave to the 
Patriarchal age 2512 solar years and ISO days. 
This period contains 131,098 weeks and two days. 
Hence, if the first day of the world was Sunday, 
tiie last day of the Mosaic age must have been 
Monday. This would make the first and the 
fifteenth days of the Mosaic age to be Tuesday; 
which is certainly incorrect. For we have already 
proved that the first and fifteentli days of the first 
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raoiitli in the Slosaic as;e were luiironnly Sabbath 
days. The proof therefor is taken Iroiu Josephua 
(wlio translated his work out of the original 
He!>re» Scriptures), from our Euglidh vei-sion of 
the Bible, from the New Testament, mid irora the 
Septuagint. All of these witnesses agree in the 
testimony that the firei and filtecotb days of the 
first month, Abib, or Nisan, in the Mosaic age was 
the Sabbath, which corresponds to our Saturday. 
Among all the writings of the ancients, whose 
works I iiare stuilied extensively, I have not found 
a shadow of evidence contrary to these statements. 
Rev. P. Akers, D. D., in his Biblical Chronology, 
has settled this question beyond all possibility of 
doubt. We think the question is made very clear 
also iti this work, in chapters XIV, to XVIIf., 
inclusive. 

Usher has correctly, given the Hubrow numbers, 
but there is no way to make tbem haniionine with 
established dates in chronology. Should be begin 
his year of t!ic world with any Sunday in the tenth 
year of the solar cycle, then the first day of the 
iiosaic age, according to the llebrew nuiubern, 
would be Tuesday. Should he begin wiiL aiiy 
Monday, then the first day of the Mosaic age would 
fall upon Wednesday. But should he bcirin the 
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world with Thursday, then the 131,098 weeks and 
two days, which he has accorded to the Patriarchal 
age, would end on Friday; and the first day of the 
first month of the Mosaic a^^e would be Saturday. 
But no one in this country believes that Thurf«=day 
was the first dav of the world. Thus it is evident 
that the Hebrew numbers, as given by Usher, tested 
by established points of Biblical chronology, are 
condemned as erroneous, while the Septuagint 
numbers, as given by Akers, are verified. Moreover, 
the Septuagint version of the sacred Scriptures is 
acknowledged to be the most ancient extant. 



CHAPTER XXVI. 




Expi,ASATiON. — T!ieanlarcy(.'le(;oi:liiiii.s2Syca'-K, 
1461 weeks, or 10,227 days. Eill-!i (^uc^.■c■3^iv^i 2S 
years vaa in all respecis like tlic first until the 
Gregorian retrenclimeiit of A. D, 1582. Begin- 
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ning with any dale in llic cycle, we find that every 
2Sth year will fall upon the same day of the week 
and month, with which ve started. Hence it is a 
TCry convenient method of estimating time by peri- 
ods of 28 years ; and fraclioiis of 28 years can also 
be connted by this diagram. The larger letters 
and figures in the outer part of Ihe cycle, represent 
the daya of the week with which each yeai- begins, 
the number of the year in the cycle, and the Do- 
minical letters. 

The cycle begins with Al J. P., which was B. C. 
4713. From this date to the Christian era there 
were 168 cycles of 28 years each, and 9 years. In 
the diagram it will be seen that beginning with 
the first year in the solar cycle and counting for- 
ward nine years, brings us to the line of A. D. 
Jannary 1, 

Our calcirialion fixes for the first day of the 
world, Monday, September 23rd, B, C 5553; the 
first yeiir of the solar cycle, as in the diagram. 
The Rabbinical first day of the world is juat 64 so- 
lar cycles later than mine ; in all other respects it 
is like mine : being in the first year of the solar cy- 
cle September 23rd, which was always Monday. 
The Jews have always believed that the world be- 
gan at the time of the Autiinmul equinox, as above 
given. 
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Aiiftm] inir to Uie Scptuagiut iiiiiiiber:^ aa qnolcd 
hy Rev. P. Akers.D. D., and ad»])lcd in tliis work, — 
Irom tlie creation lo llie Mosaic Age lliere were 
3898 years and 180 days. This brings tlie begii- 
iiing of the M. A., Saturday, March 22, B. C. 1654, 
ill the 8ih year of tlie solar cycle. Daniel's 70 
weeks contain 490 yeoi-s and began in the 28th 
year of the solar cycle. These years contain 17 
Bolar cycles of 28 years encli. and 1+ years. Be- 
ginning in the 28lli year of the solar cycle and 
counting forward M fean, we find ihat the 17 
cycles and 14 years end in the rear A. 1). 33, the 
14th year of the solar cycle. 

The Olympic game? wore Srat celebrated in tli<r> i 
1 8th year of ll>c solar cycle at tlie liinc of the Sum- 
mer solstice, B. C. 776. These games were cele- 
brated every four year.". The Olynijiiad wub a 
period of four years from one celebration of these 
games to another. Josephus informs us that Her- 
od received Ida kingdom in the 184lli Olympiad. 
(xiv. 14.5). These games being first celebrated 
in the 18th year of the eolar cycle, B. C. 776, and 
being celebrated every four years, they must have 
been celebrated for the 184th time in the 22nd 
year of the solar cycle, at tbe time of the Som- 
mer solstice, B. C. 44. It was within live period 
of foar years from this date that Herod began lo

I'cijrn. I have placed it in tiic last 3-car of thi^ 
period; namely, in liie luMC!' part ol tlie 25lli year 
of tlifl polar cycle, B. C 41, Josepliira alaoiiirornm 
iH that Herod received liis appointment from the 
Romans when Cuius Doinilius Calviims was con- 
Fu! tlie si-ctmd time, and Caius A^iniiH I'oilio ihe 
first lime (,\iv. 14, 5). Adam (Hark iiifoi'ms iis 
that these citi^iiU were id oftii:i! ia the year A. U. 
C. 714. The fonmlation of the city of Rome (A. 
U. C) dates from April 21st B. C. 753, accordini; 
to Varro, which iJate was used l-y the Romans, 
The bejiiiiiiing of A. U- C. 714, was April 21«t. B. 
C.40; and tlie Olympic games were celebrated for 
the 185lli li 1110, ill June B. C. 40. Herod mui-t 
have rcceiveil his acpniniim'nt before this date, 
since he obtained it iji llie 1 S4lh Oli mpiad, I have 
p'aced it in the latter pari ol the jcar B. C. 41, as 
ill the diagram. 

As Herod rci;jned 37 years (Jn.-'eplins, Ant. xvii. 
8, 1, also Wars i 33, 8), he must have died in liic 
latter pari of the 6lh year of the solar cycle, H. C. 4. 

Jesus WHS born about I'vo years before Herod 
died; hence his birth must have been in the 4lh 
year of the solar cycle, B. 0. 6, Wiicn he was 
about thirty years of age (Lnke iii. 23), he was 
baptized anil commenced his minislry in the year 
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A. D. 26, before the time of the Passover. His 
crucifixion according to our computation was at 
tlie time of the Passover, April 1st, A. D. 29,, when 
he was in his 34th 3'ear. ' 



CHAPTER XXVir. 



Authors differ very much as to the number of 
years fram the creation of man to the Ciiriiitiau 
era, as we liave seen in Chapter VII. of this work. 
Still there is an approxirnaio agreement between 
the traditionary clironologics of different nations, 
and that of the Septuagint. Tlie Hebrew chro- 
nology is unique in not beipg paralleled by any 
other chronology. 

The Antiochau chronology waa made at Antioch 
in the 4th century. The Constantinopolitau is that 
used by the Greek Church. A very large portion 
of the difference in these chronologies belongs to 
the period before the flood, eoncerning which the 
author's views have been given in the tenth chapter 
of this work. I have followed subslaniially P. 
Akers, D, D., and the Septuagint, from the creation 
to the beginning of the Mosaic age, giving to the 
Palriarciial age 3898 years and six moiitlis. Arch- 
bishop Usher !ms allotted to tills period 2512 years 
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and aix months. The difference is 13"6 years. 
Scliolurs who have jiiven this subject the greatest 
altentiiin and study, now favor the longer time 
as recorded in tlie Septua-iint, which is without 
di-^pnte thu most ancient version of the sacred 
Scripturea. But even should it be claimed that 
the qiieslion of Ihe number of years in the Pa- 
triarchal age is uot yet settled, it docs r.ot IbUow 
that the chanj;eol the Sabbath day, in passing from 
the Patriarclial to the Mosaic a|c, can not be de- 
monstrated to have been made, P. Akers, D, 1), 
sayi, "If it be allowed that the seventh day was 
the orifiinal Sabbath which was blessed and sancti- 
fiod (Gen. ii. 2, 3), and that the third day after the 
crucilision of Jesus ufNazarclii, was Sunday, allow- 
ing the cruciB.Kion to be Nisan fourtcenlh, then 
wliutevcr number of years be allowed from the 
first Sabbath to that event, the weekly SabbalU, 
when traced from creation, will inevitably corres- 
pond to the first Sunday after cruciSxion. If any 
doubt, let ihc experiment be made." Biblical Chro- 
nology, p- 120. 

There are certain days of the week distributed at 
different points along the stream of tune, which will 
assist us in deciding which day in the week was the 
first in creation. I will mention some of these days. 
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(I.) A. J. P. 1,13 like a rock in mid-ocean, lower- 
iii'^ ubove Uie ^vavc:^, and dcinaniliiig; llmt ihi^ point 
of time isliall be passed only on Monday, January 
Isl, B. C. 4T13. Tliia ia an fstublishud point uf 
tiruc, in clironology. 

(2.) The laat year, monlli, and day of tlio Palii- 
ai-chal age (omitting tlie lost six nioutha tliereof), 
waB Sunday. 

(3.) These last six montlis conlaiucd 160 days, 
which make 30 days pcrmonlh. as has been pi-oved 
by the record at the time of the IJoud, and liy Joto- 
phits (Wars, ii. 13,4). 

(4.) These 180 days began on Monday, which 
was the day followiii;^ the i^unday meniioned in 
item (2) aliove, and tbuy closed on Friday, being 
twenty-five weeks and five days. This closed tie 
Patriarchal age. 

(5.) As the Patriarchal age clo^^ed on Friday, 
hence the Mosaic age bc;:an on Saturday. It has 
been proved in llje fittecntli, sixteenth and sevcn- 
leonlh chapters of this work that the first and fif- 
teenth days of the first month in tho Mosaiu age 
were Sabbalhs. Tliis proves that ilie 2nd and 4ih 
items are correct, whicli will appear by counting 
back 180 days from Saturday the first day of the 
Mosaic a<re. 
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(6.) SaturOay, January 1st, A. D. 1, is also a 
fixed point in chronology, 

(7.) Jesus was crQciSed on Friday, Abib 14ih, 

(8.) He rei^lcd in iho Rrave on the Saturday 
vhicli was the Mosaic Sabbath, Abib 15tl). 

{9lh.) Jesus rose from the firave on Sunday. 
Abib 16th. 

(10.) Tiie Mosaic years were solar years ; wliich 
has been proved fioni the fact tbat tliey uniformly 
oH'ered tlie first iruits, at the feast of unleacened 
bread, whicli always cnmmrnced Aliib 15th; and 
llie Autiiinual harvest preceded the feast of taber. 
nacles, wliich always commenced Tisri 15th. 

We must start at tiie creation with the riglitdaj 
of the week, so that in pussing down the stream of 
time we shall reach each point in the foregoing items 
on the apccilied day of the week, moulh and year, 
where the year is itiven. This can be done within 
certain limitations. P. Akers in the Biblical Cliio- 
nolo^y fixes for the first day of the world .Honday, 
September 15tli,the8ih year of the solar cycle, B.C. 
■5545. He passes every point in the foregoing items 
on the proper day of the week, month, and year as 
far as given. He could have started with sonu* 
other day in the year, but with bis computation of 
the years fra:n the first to the crucifixion, he cnild 
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above, on the ri(;lit day of the week. If lie had 
begun witli a day one weak, (larlier than he did, 
tlien the first day of the ^lo^aic age would come a 
week earlier, and the day nf* liic crucifixion would 
also need to be placed just mio week earlier than 
he has placed it. If be bml lixod for tbe firat day 
of the creation a day one week later than was se- 
lected, tlicn it would l>e necessary to carry forward 
one week, both tho first day of liie Mosaic age and 
tbe day of tlic crucifixion. These changes conid 
be made in liis work and it would still be in hai- 
inony witli every one of ibe foregoing items. But 
lo cbauge the first day of Ihe crtat ion. from Monday 
to any other day of the week, cnn not be done with- 
out a correapondinEchangi.' in ibo lirst and fifteenth 
days of Abib; and these days can not be dian^^cd 
from Saturday in the Mosaic a^je, as we Imvc con- 
clusively proved by the facred .SoHptures. 

In cliiipters X. and XX,— XXIIL, inclusive, of this 
work, after computing the number of years from the 
creation to tho crucifixion, and concluding that th« 
first and fifteenth days of Abib in the Mosaic a^e 
were Satnrdays [as pro*cd in cliaptere XV. XVf. 
and XVir.], and tiial Uie first six months of the Pa- 
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ti-iarcha! ape coiituincd 180 liays [v, uliap. XI.], it 
Was ilien dumoiistjatcd lliot theic is no day of the 
woek that can he fixed upon as Die lii'st day Of llic 
world, except Monday, that will lianiionizo with all 
those eijtabliiilicd fuL-ts. It could lie ansuuied that 
the firnt day of creation might have been on other 
days of the moiiths, and by making a correspond- 
ing change in llic time of the esodna, the facts would 
harmonize. But with the number of years we have 
given to the diflereiit eras, Ibe first day of the world 
must have been on Monday, in order that the 38E>8 
years and 180 days may end with Friday, and the 
lirst and fifteenth days of Abib in ihe Mosaic age 
be the M-oj^aic tialibalh, as proved to have been by 
the Scriptures. 

It has been sJiown in chapter eleven, that tlie 
Jewish year^i were solar years, from the laut ilmt 
their set feasts in the days of the uinoths must uui* 
fornily occur at the suniu aouson of the lear in j-e- 
laliuii to their harvest. The facts given above have 
been coiieliisively proved; an;! if the Septuaj;iiil 
niimlici'd are correct, giving 38DS years and six 
months of thirty days cadi, llicje must have been, 
bogimiiug Willi the first day of the world and end- 
ing with the Patriarchal age, just 203.417 weeks 
and five days. TI.esc days must have ended with 
14 
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Friday, since we have learned tiiat t!ie Scriptures 
require the first day of the first month of the Mo- 
saic age to commence on Saturday. Hence the 
lirst day of these weeks, which was the first day of 
the world, must have been Monday. The ouly point 
which can be doubted in the foregoing, is ihe num- 
ber of years given by the Seplnagint, and adopted 
in this work, and also by Akers and other eminent 
scholars. Archbishop Usher adopted the Hebrew 
numbers, giving to the Patriarchal age 2512 years, 
and six niontli.'*. He adheres to the coniputatioji of 
solar years in both Ibc I'uiriaruhal and Mosaic' ages. 
This giv68 to the Putriarchat dispensation just 131,- 
OtS weeks and 2 days. According to P. Akera 
[Biblical Chronology p. 198], Usher "Began hi9 
year of the world on Sunday, the twenty-third day 
of October, A. J. P. 710." This would make the 
Mosaic age begin on Tuesday. We have proved 
that it comineiiccd on Saturday. His chronology 
is cerlaiuly discordant with the sacred Scriptures, 
Akcrs has pointed out some of his errors [pp. f!)"— 
202j. Usher is correct in deciding that the Jews 
must have had solar years. If their years had 
lacked six hours each of solar time, then in one 
hundred and twenty years, the months would have 
receded from the time of harvest just one mouth. 
15 
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In this case they would not have had a ripe shesf 
of grain as tlie first fruits to wavo before the Lord 
on the 16tii day of liic first mnntli Aliib, at the feasl 
of unleavened bread, as required in ihe law of Mo- 
ees. [See Lev. xxxiii. 10^14; also Jospphua iii. 
10, 5.] Hence, it is coucliisivcly established that 
their years were solar years. And as it haa been 
proved that the last day of the last whole year of 
the Patriarchal oge, preeeding (lie 180 days which 
c!o3cd that age, was Sunday, therefore when wc 
determine tlie number of years in the Patriarchal 
age, we can readily decide what day of the week 
was the first day of the world. We have seen that 
the Hebrew number of 2512 years and six months 
for the Patriarchal age, does not stand the test ; 
hence it ia Dot correct. We have also seen that 
the ScptuaKiut numbers, wliich are found in the 
must ancient copy of the sacred Scrijunrey, as given 
by Akera, do stand all these tests. These numbers 
give to the Patriarchal age 3898 years and six 
month:*. Tliey iiieviiabSy point to Monday, as the 
first day of the world. This makes the first sacred 
day of rest, which was sanctiBed by God hirasolf 
[fJen. ii. 2, 3], to be the day which corresponds 
with our Sunday. 

The Rabbinical era of the world is September 
23d, B. C. 3761. That was Monday, A. J. P. 953, 
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iu the first year of the solar cycle. Hence their 
era of the world is 1792 years subsequent to mine, 
and contains just 64 solar cycles less than mine. 
It is the same day of the week, the same month, 
the same day of the month, the same number of the 
solar cycle as my era of the world. 

All of these items are so many indexes which 
inevitably point to Monday as the first day -of the 
world. 
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CHAPTER XXVIII. 

THE MOSAIC SABBATH DAY NOT NOW OBSERVED. 

Let US briefly call to mind the manner of its 
observance. 

1. From evening to evening, or from sunset to 
sunset, no servile work must be done. 

2. " Ye shall kindle no* iire throughout your 
habitations upon the Sabbath day." (Exodus 
XXXV. 3.) • 

If any part of this law is binding, this prohibition 
must be obligatory. Whoever cooks victuals, or 
makes tea or coffee, or any warm drink, or allows 
a servant to do any of these things, as some Jews 
do, desecrates the Mosaic Sabbath law. 

3. In the verse which precedes the one forbidding, 
the kindling of fire on the Sabbath daj, the most 
severe penalty is enjoined upon the offender, in 
these words : " Six davs shall work be done, but on 
the seventh day there shall be to you a holy day, a 
Sabbath of rest to the Lord : who.-oever docth work 
therein shall be put to death." Are all who advo- 
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cate tlie Mosaic sbventh day Sabbath, aad cat warm 
victuala or drink warm tea or coffee on this day, 
ready for the execution of llii3 penalty for the 
violation of these rcatriutions in the Sabliath law? 
4. The Mosaic Sabbath was a bloody day, 
largely occujiied in killing animals and in offering 
sacrificea. They were required to offer, " On the 
Sabbath day two lambs of the first year; without 
spot, and two tenth-deals of flour, for a meat 
offering, mingled with oil, and the drink offering 
thereof: this is the burnt offering of every Sabbath, 
beside the continual burnt oBferiug, and his drink 
offering," (Num. xxviii. 9, 10.) "The continual 
burnt offering " was presented every day, and it 
was precisely the same as the special offerings on 
tlie Sabbatb, and as thi^ must be offered on the 
Sabbath in addition to the special Sabbath 
offerings, there must have been twice the number 
of animals killeri on the Sabbath as on other days. 
This made it a bloody day, and unlike the Lord's 
day of rest. For when God rested on the seventh 
day, sill bad not entered into the world, and there 
was no need of the shedding of blood. And after 
Je^ns v^nred out his blood, there mnst be no more 
bliii,u .-ilicd ; tu Lii<; Li..-,/s (bu, aili.T die resurrect 
tion ot Christ, in this respect harmonizes with tho 
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Lord's dav from the creation. But the Mosaic 
Sabbath was a bloody institution, which began and 
ended with the Mosaic dfspensation. These bloody 
sacrifices have not been oflFered for eighteen 
hundred years, even by the Jews. So thoro arc 
none now who keep the Mosaic Sabhuih. God, by 
his providence, in permitting the Romans to 
destroy Jerusalem in the year A. D. 70, immedi- 
ately following wliich the Jews were scattered 
among diflferent nations, brouglit this bloody 
institution, the Mosaic Sabbatli, to an end. 
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CHAPTER XXIX. 

THE MOSAIC SABBATH AND THE OFFERINGS AND 

SACRIFICES MADE ON THAT DAY WERE ALL TYPES 

OF JESUS, AND WERE ABROGATED BY HI3 DEATH. 

This is stated by Paul in tlie following text: 
" Let no man therefore judge you in meat or in 
drink; or in respect of a holy day, or of the new 
moon, or of the Sabbath davs: which are a 
^liadow of things to come; but the uody i^ ci' 
Christ." ((Jol. ii. 16, 17.) The Jews observed 
three classes of sacred days. These are all named 
in tliis text, and declared to be ^- a shadow of 
thiniTs to come," or types of liiiMir-' tu come; *' but 
the body is of ClirisL'' CIai-..L liaviii'j: appeared, 
the shadow, or types of him, are done away. 

The three kinds of sacred days observed by the 
Jews were as follows : — 

1. Feast days; there were five of these, namely : 
(1) the feast of unleavened bread, (2) Pentecost, 
(3) blowing of trumpets, (4) the day of atonement, 
and (5) the feast of tabernacles. It is believed 
that all of these are referred to in this text, and 
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being a shadow of l!ic coming of Clirist, were 
abrogated by him, 

2. "Thfi noir mniin'?," Tlicac pvidpptly were 
the first ol Llie niuiiUw. ^Xhm. aa.iii. il.j All 
a^zvijc thai. tiii'So lico ainogated. 

3. -'The Sabbatli days: which are a shadow of 
thttifiis to come." This can mean none otlicr than 
the regular weekly Mosaic Sabbath days, for the 
following reaaons : 

There is no day but this called the Sabbathi 
except the day of atonement, that was not a 
regular weekly Sabbath. Every one of those days 
which are called Sabbath daya in the other feasts 
were regular weekly Sabbath days. This has 
been proved in our eighteenth chapter. Hence if 
the phrase "The Sabbath day?," in iho foregoing 
text, refers to the Sabbaths in those feasts, the text 
proves the abrogation of the weekly Sabbaths, for 
these Sabbath days were the weekly Sabbaths 
except the day of atonement, and that was but a 
single day. Moreover our version reads " the . 
Sabbath," witli the word "days" supplied. This 
cannot apply to the day of atonement, for it is 
nowhere called "the Sabl^a^h." It- is railed •• n 
Sabbath": hnt it wns rot •' rlir f«!il.l.uili. U mu 
a '-holy .lay.' ^-.j u'lu n I'.iul rui:-, •■ Li;t [I'l man 
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therefore judpje you in respect of a holy 

dav," lie included tjic dav of atonement. It was 
very fitting for Paul to call tliose bloody Mosaic 
Sabl)ath days "a shadow of things to come," and 
to add, " But the body is of Christ." 

This subject is referred to in Rom. xiv. 5, and 
in Gal. iv. 10. In the latter place Paul says: 
*• Ye observe days, and months, and times, and 
years. I am afraid of you, lest I have bestowed 
upon you labor in vain." 

But is it possible for one of the precepts written 
with the finger of God in the tables of stone, to be 
annulled ? The inspired apostle evidently teaches 
that a special day observed by the Israelites is 
annulled. And we shall presently see that the 
** Lord's day " is made its substitute. So the six 
diiys' labor, followed by the seventh day of rest, is 
still a part of God's law. 



■ CHAPTER XXX. 

THE LOHDS DAY. 

John Bays,"! wns ii- llio Spirit on (lie Lord's 
day." (Rev. i. 10.) Tliis ia llie only ]>iaee wiiero 
tills plirasc is found in the Bible. Evidently the 
leriii wm not iu nse previr)usly to the cruL'ifision 
of Christ. Had it so been we should very likely 
And record of it in the gospels. But faiiii^ in this, 
we niuat look elsewhere to determiDe ita meaning. 
In the writings of the early ChrLstian Fathers who 
immediately followed John, we often find thia 
phrase, and they leave tis in no doubt in relation to 
wliat day ia meant. These are the beiiit witnesses 
we can have on the subject. They plainly 8tate 
that ihey did not observe the Sabbath, bat did ob- 
serve tlie Lord'a day which they call the first dcy 
of the week, and sometimes the eighth dayj and 
they also called it Sunday. 

We will here introduce the testimony of some of 
the Christian Fatliers on this subject. We will first 
the testimony of Ignatius, who "was a dis- 
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. teemed that about tlie year A. D. 70, on tlie tkatli oF 
Euodia.s, ho wiis ordained Bisliop of the important 
churi;!] of Ancioch, the metropolis of Syria.'" (Si>p a 
traiialatioQ of the ejiistlea oT CIciiK'ut wf Home, 
Polycarp and Igaaliiis; and uf the apologies of 
Justia Marlyi- aud Tortullian, by Rev. Ti-inplo 
Clievallrer, A. D. 1851, p. 29.) If^natiiis says, ■■ If 
therefore, ihey who were brouglit up in tlie^e 
uacient laws have come to tlie newness i>f hope, no 
longi-r olwerving Sulibatha, hut keepinij the Lord's 
day in which our life sprang up in him." This 
clause proves, Iirst, that Christiand did not at that 
time observe Sabbaths; second, that tiiey didlteop 
" the Lord's day," aud thirdly, that the Lord's dav 
waH the duy on whieli he roAC Iro'o the duud ; i\w.Q , 
the exproifsion, " In wliich oui' life is Rpruag up by , 
him," is a clear allusion to his rejurrcciioQ. 

In tiie apoIo;?y of JuMin Slartyr, p. 221:, we 
read, ■' On the day which is called Sunday, there is 
an assembly in one place of all who dwell either in 
towns or in the country; and the memories of tho 
Apostles, or the writin?f> of t)ni prophets ai'i^ read, 
as long as llie time peruiils." Also on p. 225, 
" We all of us assemble togcllicr on Sunday." This 
'■ Apology" was written about A. D. 140. 

In the Apology of Turlullian, p. 279, we read, 
'■ Tn like manner if we do observe Sunday, as a day 
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Tertulliaii wrote Iiia opolorry about A. D. 200. 
Sutidny waaUie ChristiaD'H sacred day of worship 
ut tliat time.. ' 

111 Lee'a Theology, page 317, we have the follow- 
iiij; lestiraony: "lathe epistle of Barnahaa, who 
is believed to have been the companion of St. Paul 
named in the Acts of t!ie Apostles, we 
find the following romaj'k (section 15). He com- 
mences with a quotation from the prophet, "Tour 
new moon-- and your Sabljaths. I cannot bear tlicm. 
Coosider whal. he means by it. The Sabbaths, suilh 
he, which yc uow keep aie not aeceptublc to me, 
but those which I have made ; when resting from all 
things. I shall bE-trin the ei'^lith day. that is the be- 
ginning of the otliur world. For wiiich cause we 
observe the eiahth day with gladness, in which 
Jesus rose from the dead, and havina; manifested 
Jiiins-elf to bis disciples, he ascended into heaven." 

This quotation contains very strong presumptive 
evidence that Christians had ceased to observe the 
Jewish Sabbathj and also positive proof that they 
did observe witti gladness, the day on which Jesus 
rose ft'om the dend. 

Wo next cite Justin Martyr's Dialogue wilh 
Tryplio the Jvw, by Hcury Brown il. A., 184G. 
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Tin's dialogue was probably written A. D. ir)0 
about 54 years after John wrote the book of Reve- 
lation. Ic related to points of disagreement 
between Christianity and Judai.<m; hence the 
Sabbath question had a due share of aitcntioi'. 
Twenty-four times it is spoken of in this dialogue; 
showing conclusively that Christians in that a'j:e did 
not keep the Sabbath, but did observe tlie t^isf doy 
of the week, soniclii'ies caiiod ihu ei;ihtii Uay, oi; 
which Jesus rose Irom \\w (ioa«i. a^iL a ilv. 
quotations will bo iiiiodiiced here. On page 37. 
Trypho the Jew says, * It' you would take my 
advice, first of all be circumcised, and then as the 
law enjoins, keep the Sabbath." 

Justin Martyr answers (p 38): " Is there any 
objection, gentlemen, that yoU|. have to n)akc 
against us, besides this; viz., that we do not live 
according to the law; that we are not circumcised 
as your ancestors ; nor observe the Sabbaths as 
you do ? Do you find any fault with our lives and 
conversations ? " Here is evidence that the 
Christians did not keep the Sabbatiis at that time. 
Trypho the Jew says (p. 39), '^ You do not in 
3'our lives and conversation differ in anvthintr at 
all from the Gentiles; as ye neither observe the 
feasts nor the Sablxtihs, neither are v^ circnm fised." 
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distill Martvi' saya ([i. 43), "Ye hare need of" 
uiiDllijjr eircumcisioD ; ttioiiLrli you boast greatly or 
that ivhicli is in tlie flesh. This new law teaches J 
von ti) oliservc a | crp'?tii:i] PuMiatli, uml you, when | 
ynu liavo spent one duy in idleness, tliiuk youhavo | 
•difiiliargLid ilie duties of religion." 

JiMtin Martyr also says {p. 65), " I can prove "| 
tlint tlie ei-rlitfi I'ny ennlaiiis some greater mystery ! 
in it than the aevontli." Here he calls the Brat 
day, obsorred liy Chi-iitians, the ei.tchlli day. 

Again on p. 283, !ic says, " That day on which 
Clirist nppi-ai'ed when he rose from the dead, which 
WHS llic uij;litli indei'd in iianilier, but was always 
the first in power, rank, and order." 

Again on pages Til and 73 : " Don't you be angry 
with us, nor reproach us for hein;; nneircunieiaed; 
liuenii-'c fiyd inude us ho; nor e;<leem it a lietnous 
criuiu becau^se we drink hut water on your Sab- 
batlm." It was a " lieinous crime" ig have hut 
water, tea or coffje on the Sulibath, for no fire 
should be kindled in tlieir dwelliii<;9 on this day 
■. 3), Wo L'ive one more quotatiuii 
kin Martyr. On pajo G8, he says, ■■ Tliose 
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tojjether witli tlie patriarchs and propliets, and 
those just and righteous persons wliich sprung 
fi-(iin Jacob, ihouph they do not liallowyoui- Sab- 
liaibs, nor uro circuindscd, nor keop your feasts. 
Tliey, I say, sliall undoiibU'dly enjoy ibis yrcat' 
and glonous inheritance wliicli God has prepared 
for tbeni. Thus we see that both Justin 5Iarlyr, 
the Chiistiau, and Tiyplio, llio Jew, uyrue ihat the 
CiiristiaQs did not observe llie Saliimlb, in that 
aire of Christian ity. 

Euscbius Paoipbilus was born A. D. 2<i7, and 
died 330. He is ibe aiilbor of the oldest ecolest- 
astical history extant. He wrote from such 
docnnients and facta of which be could posscsa 
liim?elf, at a period of aliont two hundrud years 
of^Dr tlio df^atb of the Apostles. la tbe edition of 
bis history printed at Caiubrid;ii;, En^iland, 1602, 
Bcok I. Chapter iv. page 1, ho saya: " Now if any, 
one, beginning with Abraham and going upwards 
to the lirst man, does affirm that all these men, who 
have t^o glorious testimonials of their riglitcousnefs, 
were, in reality though not by name, Chrisiiana, be 
sliall not err far from the iruUi. For wiiereas Ibo 
name Christian signifieth a \1\2a who, through the 
knowledge and doctrine of Clirist, excelleth in 
modesty and righteousness, in patience of life aud 
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virtuous fortitude, and in profession of einecrt 
piely towaids the one and only God who is abon 
all; they were no lesti studious ahout all this t 
wc arc. Tlicy cared not therefiire for corporal! 
circumcision ; no more do wc : nor for llie§ 
observulion ol'Salibaths; no iiiore do we." 

I'jiisebiud in this statement places tiie ChristlanaJ 
of his time in the same position in relation lol 
circumciriion, and the observance of the Sabbatbtfl 
as wero the liyhleous people before the daya oH 
Abraham. Tlie rite of cin'-umcidiou was t 
practiced previously to the daya of Abiaha 
neither did Christians practice tliis rite in his df 
And llie ?auie thing is true in relation to tli« 
Subbath. The Patriarchs did not observe tl 
Sabbath ; nuilhcr did Cliri^liuns in llio days 
Eusebius. He doc.4 not say but that these iiafJarcliakj 
observed the Lord's day of rest, the seventli fro 
'tlie crratitm; neither does he intimute that Ilio 
Christians did not keep ihc Lord's day. , On the I 
coritrnry, wc arc inlormcd in othi^r places that 1 
thoy did observe llie Lord's duy. But he does | 
declare that Christians did not caro for iho j 
observance of Sabbutha These Sabbaths were \ 
ordained of God in the days of Moses exclusively 
for the Israelites, and closed, wiih the Alosaic 
dispensation. 
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In Book IV. chap, xxiii. p. 64. speatiog of the 
Epiatlcs of Dionysiiis, Bishop of Corinth, Euscbiua 
says; "He makes montion of the Epistle of 
Clcmfiia to the Corinthians, and manifests that it 
was very anciently customary to recite it publicly in 
the presence of the ctmrcli ; for he says : ' This day 
therefore being ihe holy day of the Lord, ive have 
now passed over, wherein we read over your 
epistle.'" From this quotalion we learn that the 
chnrch were gathered together on what is here called 
"the holy day of the Lord." So, while the early 
Christians did not observe Sabbaths, tliey did 
oK-^erve the holy day of the Lord. In Book IV. 
chap, xsvi, p. 65, referring to books written by 
Mclito, EnsebiuB speaks of one book he wrate 
"concerning the Lord's day." Eusebius states 
that this book came to hia knowledge. I"it I Mini'; 
thnt it i'3 net now extant. The mention of the fact 
that Melito wrote fiucli a book is evidence that the 
early Christians regarded itie Lord's day. 

In the Syriac Documents, which date back to tlio 
days of the Apostles, after relating the incident of 
the outpouring of the Spirit on the day of 
Pentecost, the ordinances of the Apostles are 
slated on page 38, among which we find the 
following: "2. The Apostles further appoint: on 
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the first [day] of the week let there be services, 
and the reading of the Holy Scriptures, and the 
oblation : because on the first day of the week our 
Lord rose from the place of tho doau, i^nd on the 
first day of the week he arose upon the world, and 
on the first day of the week he ascended up to 
heaven, and on the first day of the week he will 
appear at last with the angels of heaven." 

That the Apostles did hold services on the first 
day of the week there can be no doubt. There 
are many witnesses among the early Christians to 
confirm this fact, and we have not found one to 
oppose it. 
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APOSTOLIC SANCTION OP THE LORDS DAt. 
Afier the reaurrection of Clirist, wo have no 
uTOount of his diaciplea mcotiug for Christian 
worship on any oihor than the first day of the 
week. Paul was sucusiomed to improve every 
pririlege of preaching Christ. The Jewisk 
syDagoguos on Iheir Sahljath afforded him favortible 
opportuuities, which he used when allowed so to 
do. lucidents are recorded in Acta xiil. 14,42; 
liiv. 1 J xvii. 2; xix. 8. These synagogues were 
the places whei-e the Jews gathered to worship on 
ijieir Saliliutli ; and the apastle was permitted to 
address ihem. But the regular meetings for 
Christian worship were held on tlie first day of the 
wuck. Ht. John, in 'speaking of the reaurrection day 
f^ff Christ, says ; " Thcsame day at crening. being the 
lirat day of the week, when the doors were shut 
where llio disciples were assenihled for fear of the 
.Tl'W3, c.iiiii> .Tesus and stood in the midst; and said 
unto iiieiu, I'oaco I'c unto yon." The Jews were 
tlioQ ci-'tL'liiating the feast of unleavened bread. 
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Had tlic (lisciplea assembled wiili llictii for llic 
same purpose, ihcy no doubt would have accnrcd 
their approbation ; but a.H tliey convenud lo 
celebrate the day of Cljrist'a resurrection, it 
displeased the Jews, and hence the disciples were 
under the jicccasitj of closing the doors. Christ 
honored this meeting with his presence, pronounced 
his benedictiuiL upuu tlie disciples, and niudo tlii.s 
day sacred: and llii^ same Lord's day has been 
observed as a sacred day for Chri^Uaii worship 
from thai lime to this. 

The next Lord's day, the disciples held a 
meeting, which is mentioned by John aa follows: 
"And alter cigiit days a^aiu his disciples were - 
within, and Thomas with them: then uaiue Jeaiir-, 
the doors being shut, and stood in their midst, and 
said, Peace be luilo you." 

A word of explanation is needed in relation lo 
the Ktatcment, "aiWr eight days." Seven days 
constituted a week; but besides this ihere were 
anciently two modes of expressing the number ot 
days in a week. One was exclusive ot the 
Pabbalha ; in such cases they would call a week six 
days. The other mode was inclusive of the 
Salibaihs, and in such cases they would call a week 
eiyht days. In Matthew xvii. 1, we read, " Aftcv 
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six days Jeans takcttt Peter. Jnracs, and John hia 
brother, and bringctli ihem up into a liigh niountain 
apart," Here Matthew uses tbe exclusire mode of 
ais days. But Luke (ix. 28), speaking of the same 
event, uses the inc.ludve mode of eij^lit days- 
Luke inclndo3 Uio day on which our Lopd delivered 
his discourse, and the day of his transfiguration. 
making eight days. So in John xs. 26, the "eight 
days" includes the day of the first and the day of 
the second meeting on the Lord's day. 

Wliy did the disciples and Jesus assemble again 
on the next Sunday in the same plaee, rutlior than 
(in any other day of the week ? It must have been 
by appointment. And Jesus deferring this second 
meeting with his disciples ior a whole week, 
passing over tlie Jewish Sabbath, strongly indicates 
an intention to substitute the Lord's day, which 
should be observed from lliat time forward, as the 
Christian Sabbath. The nest account wo have of 
the disciples meeting on the Lord's day, was in 
'■the upper room," where they were all assembled, 
the men " with the women," on the day of 
Pentecost. It is recorded : " When the day of 
Pentecost was fully come, they wore all with one , 
accord in one place." 

It has been proved in a previous chapter that J 
the day of Pentecost always occurred on the firBtJ 
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flay of the week. The fo-st day of nuletW 
In-cad was always a Subbatli, and the dny folluirins 
Ihc Jewa offered liieir firr^t fcuita of a sheaf a 
wave offeriug unto the Lord. The luw relative to 
the feast of Pentecost is fQund in Lev. xxiii. 15, 1(». 
ill llitse words: -And yc shall coimi uulo y«u 
D"om the morrow afler iIk) Saliljalli, fi-oin the day 
that yo brought, the sheaf of the wave offering; 
seven Sabbaths shall t>e comjilete: evoci ixito tho 
morrow alter the seventh Sabbath ehull ye niimlier 
fifly days." As there arc seven days in each week, 
and seven times seven being foHy-niio, at\d tho 
forty-nimli diiy beinix a Sabbath, the fiftieth clay, 
which was the day of Pentecost, must have come 
on the (ii'st duy of the week, which is onr Sunday. 
"Wlwn tho day of Pentecost was fiilly come, 
they were all with one accord in one place." All 
those Christians observed this Lord's day in one 
place. This " one accord was not as Jews to keep 
the Jewish feast of nrcks, but as Christian 
worshipers, in honor of him who rose for their 
justiSeation, just seven weeks bcfcrre this day. 
And as their risen Lord hud honored their fipst and 
second " first day " meciings with his presence, so 
now having ascended into iicaven, he honored this 
first day meeting with a wonderful oul]ioiin]ig of 
the Spirit. 
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In the twentieth chapter of the Acta of the 
Apostles, Luke itiforina us that Paul came to Troas, 
where he tarried seven days, that he might meet 
with the Chrialian church on the Lord's day, and 
administer the Lord's supper. Therefore, says 
Lulte, upon t!io first day of the week, when the 
diseiples came togellicr to hrcak bread, Paul 
preached unto them," This statenieut is made as 
thoufih it was in obedience to a regular custom, 
and not aa a special occasion because of Paol's 
anticipated departure the next day. Ifthe Sabbath 
had not been changed, why did not the church at 
Troas come together for divine worship on the 
sevenlh instead of the first day of the week? If it 
was wrong to keep the first day holy, and negrlect 
the seventh day, why did not Paul correct this 
wrong? Tlie fact that he did not correct, but 
sanctioned this practice, is proof of the change of 
the Sabbath from the seventh to ihe first day of l!;e 
week. Paul reiiuired the churches of Galatia and 
the church at Corinth to make a weekly collection 
" upon the first dny of the week." (See 1 Cor. 
xvi. 1, 2.) If this collection had been laid up in 
store at their homes, it would not have superseded 
the necessity of galheringa when he came. This 
was a special provision in the precept. " That 
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tliere be no gallieriuga [said Paul] when I come." 
The arguDieut drawu from this passage in favor of 
the observance of the first day of the week ia very 
conclusive ; for if it had uot been the custom of tlie 
apostolic ciiurches to assemble on this day, as llie 
stated time of their public worsliip, Paul would not 
have mentioned it in this connection. The apostle in 
giving this command to the primitive Christian 
churclies, sanctioned the day as llie Christian Sab- 
bath, Therefore, the " first day " people have not 
only the esaraplo of Christ and the apostles, and the 
apostolic churchcd, to justify them in keeping the 
fii'st day of, the week, liut also an apostolic 
command to assemble on the Lord's day. All of 
which is clear proof that we are to keep it holy 
unto the Lord. 

"We have not found a single Christian writer, 
during the first sixteen hundred years of the 
Christian era, who has spokca one word against 
llio sacredness of the first day Sabbath ; but many 
have spoken of it as the day which God has 
blessed and sanctified as the weekly SabbatL 
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CHAPTER XXXII. 

cod's ritOVlDESCE FAVOBISG THE OBWKRVASCB OP 
THE lord's day. 
"A dislinguisheil merchant [of Bostnii] i-aid, 
There is no need of brcakinsi the Sahljath, and no 
benefit from it. We have not had a vessel leave 
the harbor on the Habbatb for more than twenty 
years. It 13 altogether better to gel thotn off on a 
v-eek day than on the Sabbath. It 14 about thirty 
years since I carae to this city; and every man 
through this whole range, who came down to his 
store or suffered his conn ting' room to be opened 
on the Sabbath, has lost his property." "An old 
gentleman in Bowton remarked, ' Men do not gain 
anything by working on the Sabbath. 1 can recol- 
lect men who when I was a boy, uaed to toad their 
vessels down on Long Wharf, and keep their men 
at work from morning to night on the Sabbath day. 
But they have come to nothing. Their children 
have come to nothing. Depend upon it, men do 
not fjain anything in tlie end liy woriun" on the 
Saljbalb.'" {TliQ Sabhutk, j'. 215.) "There is

not [says a working man], a neigliboi'liood village i 
or towQgliip tliat is notalilc for its profanation of I 
tlie sacred day of rust, but is proverbial for iia 
poverty and its crime. Tlie writer is acquainted 1 
with Cine witliin Ijis own immediate nt^igliborliood, 
wlicre all the people make it a practice to bake -j 
tiieir bread upon tho Sabbath day for the sako of | 
saving time; but it is questionable whpllier there ia i 
another village in Eii^riand where the labdrinj^ I 
claHscB have bo iitlln bread to bake. Many have f 
been transported and imprisoned within the last I 
few years from this dirty poaching village for the i 
crime of arson and other felonies." (TIip Sablnirh, 
ji. 216.) " In New Hampshire there are two neigli- 
boriiooda — one of six families, and the other five; 
the advanta;ie3 of the two were nearly equal, 
except tiiat tlie five families were about three miles 
farther from church, and had to pass one of those' 
mountain ridj^es so common in that vicinity, called 
' Governor's Hill.' The sis families were fond of 
BOuial intercourse, and used to spend their Sab- 
baths in viaitiugfrom house to house — never visits 
ing the sanctuary. Some of them totally disregarded 
the Sabbath, and all eventually formed the habit. 
In the course of years, five of those families wore 
broken up by the sejiaration of h'lsbaiid and wife, 
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and tlie otlicr, by tlie father becoming a thiuf and 
fleeing to parts unknown. IOi;»;ht.or nine of the 
parents became drunkards, most of whom have 
found a drunkard's grave. One committed suicide, 
and neai'iv all have suffered for the want of the 
comforts of life. Of <>oine forty or lorty-fne 
descendants, about twentv are known to be 
notorious <lrunkards, jockeys, or gamblers. Four 
or five are, or have been in the State's prison. One 
fell in a duel. Some entered tlie armv and have 
never been lieard Irom; others liave gone to sea 
and never returned; and only a small numher 
remain within the knowlcdire of their friends. Son>e 
are in the abns liousc. Only one ot the whole 
number is known to have become a Christian, 
he having been • plucked as a brand from the 
burning ' after having pursued a vicious, miserable 
course from Ids youth; and he is the only one who 
has a competency of property, or the confidence of 
his neighbors. But how has it fared with the 
other five families, by whom, it is stated, no work 
was done nor visits made on the Sabbath; b^itwho 
were sure to be seen, riding or walking, on the 
way to the house of God, and not without 
occasional taunts from their Sabbath ]>reaking 
neighbors ? They all lived in peace, and were 
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prospered in their lalmrs, A large number nf the 
ohiliireii were ceareil up around Lheni, iiumberiug I 
now, with tlieir descendants, from two to ihrea \ 
linndred. Eight or ten of Uie cliiklren are mem- 1 
bora of ifie church, and adorn their profession. Iii'l 
only one instance has there been comniitied byl 
any of thcni, a crime, whioli was followed by a I 
speedy and deep repentance, and bnt one is knoirn J 
to be intemperate. Some of them are miniatcra oCM 
tlie go»pcl. One is a oiisdiouary to China. Xum- j 
herd of them are aiipporterd and officers of churchea. i 
There has been among them no separation of 1 
husband and wife, except by death, and no sulfennptT 
for the want of the necessaries of life. The heads f 
of these families lived to a good old aq;e, and with a | 
score or more of their descendants have gone dowB ( 
to the Brave in peace, and most of them left evi- 1 
dencc that they died in the Lord. The homesteads 
of a number of the families ia now in the hands of 
the third generation. A colony has been planted, 
by the descendants on the praivies of the 
West, maintaining the institutions of their fathers, 
and now reaping tlie benefits of their Sabbath- 
keeping habits and principles. These facts, say 
the narrators, speak a language not to be mistaken, 
and they como to yon from tin; hand of tlie 
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descendants of tlie five families." (T/tc Sabbatftj 
pp. 238, 239.) 

Where no Sabbath is known, tliere is no 
relJLnon or virtue. The following: facts confirm 
this statement. " The great majority of one 
hundred thousand men employed on the inland 
navigation of England are deprived* of the bless- 
in.Qjs of the Lord's day, and are consequently, with 
their wives and chihlren, generally speakinoj in a 
state of deplorable ignoramre of the gospel, and of 
the power of reli.:i:ion. JJaron Guruey, w'len 
passing sentence of deaMi on two bf)atmen at the 
b'tafford assizes, said, ' There is no body of men so 
destitute of all moral culture as boatmen ; and thov 
know no Sabbath, and are possessed of no mean-? 
of religious instruction.* It has been said that no 
class of men are more frequently before the mag- 
istrates than the London cab and omnibus drivers, 
who are employed every day from thirteen to 
sixteen hours in their callinir. Hai»itsof intoxica- 
tion, and })rofane swearing prevail to a great 
extent among them ; and the same characteristics 
attach to them as to others who are deprived of 
the privileges of the Lord's day, naniely, demorali- 
zation and decradation." '*AIr. Henry Ellis, a 
waster baker, says of the bakers of London. 
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'Tlio?o ^ood and moral inipiCssions wliicli tl.cy I 
lirst received in tlieii- early days aro euiircly lost, • 
li'oin tlio coniiiiual practice of working on tliti 
Sjbltalli day.' " ■• The waat of a day of rest otid oC^ 
iiioi'ul iratiiiu^, U found tii corrupt a da^s vth 
f'ruiti tliL'ir eircuiujiaii^'ed iu life iiiiglit lie pxpocteii'l 
to I'ise suponoi- to deeds of villaiuy. We refwr Ht 
servants in onr po 't-rjfSces, who number ]4,00(' [in 
Eiiiiiand] and lalmr in many instances from ais 
ten or eleven hours on the Halibnth. It U Riatctl'l 
iu a report for 1843, by a Committee of tlie Houf* 
of Commons, that from January 5, 1837, to January il 
5, lSi2, the immense sum of X322,033 contaluedj 
iu letters, was lost in passing throjgh the p 
office." (The Sabbain pp. 206, 201) 

Tliese liistoric records might be multiplied; ttatl 
i: is believed that ihe foregoing arc suflicient. TheT 
weekly day of rest may survive Cliristianity, hut I 
Christianity has never existed without the sacred 
observance of tiie Lord's day. Should the Sabbatli 
l>e destroyed in our country or in any other land, 
the religion which employs it for its own preserva- 
tion and advaujouient, would perish with it; 
tosrether with all ihe blessings of the highest civili- 
sation. Dean PriJciinx says, " In seven years wo 
would relapse iuto as bad a stale of barlmrity as 
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was over in practice among tlic worst of our Saxon 
or n;iiiish ancestors." 

Lut it be remembered that ao far as tho cliurcli 
and [lie world are or have been benelitted since 
the liaja of Cliriat, by a sacred day, it is in the 
observance of the Lord's day. Tliis liaa been and 
atill is the only Christian Sabbath. A few pooplo 
observe tlie Mosaic seventh day; but the nunibcr 
ig so small tliat this day has never lietjn recognized 
in any general sense as tiie Hubbath. Gud'ii 
blessing lias attended the labors of men in all 
lawful occupations who have sacredly ob.^erved the 
Lord's day, and he has frowned upon those who 
have desecrated this sacred day. This is ihe voice 
of God in his Providence. We have seen that 
moral rectitude and the observance of the Loi'd'S 
day go hand in hand; and the desecration of the 
day 13 followed by moral degradation. We have 
learned thai ihe strict oliservancc of the Lord's 
day is associated with deep piety or spirimalitVj 
while the reverse is true as to those who disregard if. 
The person who speaks contemj>luou.sly of the 
sacredness of the Lord's day, whether he be a 
sevenlh day advocate or an intidcl, is likO' the doj; 
that bites the hand which gives him food. None of 
■tis can set too high an estinmle on llie blefsinga 
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wiiich liavu been brought to us by tbe proper sacred \ 
observance oT llie Lord's day. 

It is not enough iliat secular employments bo I 
di»contiriued on the Sabbath; its greatest benefits ' 
come from tlie religious obsoi'vauce of tlie dar. 
The multiplication of holidays for lestivitiea alone 
la a source of degradation: likewise when the 
Lord's day h thus employed it liecomea a means 
of dcfjradatioH, instiarl of moral and spiritual 
elevalion, "in Spain thcru is no lioly Sabbath; 
the firdt (lay of tlie week is tlic groat day for the 
theatre, and purlicutaily for tlie buil-fi^iit, wiiich i: 
patronized by royalty, the nobility, and the priest 1 
hood. In harmony with such amusements, such ft>i 
Sanday, and snch a priestliood, is the disorganized i 
state of the family and of gcjieral society in Spain, 
where every man muKt wear a weapon ; where the 
moat pclly journey requires the preparation of a 
warlike cnlerprlsc." (Irvimr's AUiamhra, vol. i. p. 
7.) "Sci'ille alone .... has nearly 1100 poor 

infants tlirown npon its care every year 

The mortality of that class is tremendous, and t!ie 
real amount of infanticide, owing to the licentious- 
uesg of the people, is incalculable." (Rule's 
Mimon to Gihndlar and Siiiihi, pp. 237-239.) 
"But wc must revert for a moment to France, ' 
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wliicli at one time esclianged Popery for Atheism, 
the Sabbath for iLe Docade. Tlio esiteriment 
showed that infidelity was, cveo more than a cor- 
rupt religion, detrimental to the family. What the 
institution suffered from the worship of a atrutnpet 
let the following facta declare : — The National 
Convention enacted a law permitting divorce, of 
which there were registered within about a year 
and a half, 20,000 case?; and within three nioutii3 
562 casea, or one to every three marriages, in 
Paris alone. Well might the Abbe Gregoire 
exclaim, ' This law will soon ruin the nation.' But 
this was not all, ' Infancy was coiutnitted to the 
tender mercies of Stale nurseries, in whieli nine out 
of ten died ; a system which, by infanticide and 
disease, had in fifty years reduced by one-half the 
population of the isandwich Islands, and were it 
to lie universal and permanent, would in a few 
years nearly depopulate the earth.' ") Beecher's 
PviiU ofAt/itim, p. 86.) The worship of the 
Goddess of reason was abolislied, and the law of 
divoi-ce Was modified, and then repealed; but 
Popery is not able to counteract the mischief pro- 
duced liy infidelity. The family deteriorates under 
a neglected or profaned Christian Sabbath. Pride 
and fashion, avarice and the love of pleaisuie, by 

n 
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their exaction of untimely labor from tradesmen 
and servants ; intemperance, by its neglect, brutal 
treatment, and beggaring of families ; and licen- 
tiousness, by its vile adulteries, heartless seduc- 
tions, and base patronage of " the Social Evil," 
unceasingly operate to the overthrow of the holy 
Sabbath, and to the ruin of domestic sanctities, 
enjoyments and hopes. 

Every Christian should strenuously oppose all 
things which in any way tend to destroy the sacred- 
ness of the Lord's day: for when the sacredness of 
this day is lost, the flood-gates of sin will be 
opened. 
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CHAPTER XXSflt. 



TBE LAW AND THE GOSPEL COXTRASTED. 

In 2 Cor. iii. G-17, Paul contrasts the law and 
tlio Gospel, He termsthe law, "Tlie ministration 
of death, written and engraven in stones ;" and the 
Gospel "of the New Testament," "The ministra- 
tion of the Spirit." The Spirit writes the truth in 
our minds and in our hearts, while in the law, it 
was written on stones. Speaking of the law, ha 
yays, ■' If the ministration of condemnation be glory, 
much more doth the ministration of righteouanesa 
exceed in glory. For if that which was done away, 
[• The ministration of death, writtea and engraven 
in stones,'] was glorious, much more that which 
remainelh, [' The ministration of the Spirit,'] is 
giorious," 

Now in what sense is the law, which was " writ- 
ten and enifraven in atones" " done away?" It is 
'• done away" as a wholo so far as giving life, or 
producing ritdifeousneHSinnian is concerned. For 
Christ is the end of the law for righteoasnesa to 
every one that believctli- The law at best could 
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only coEdcmn ; Christ saves. The luw is I 
" done away" in detail. Tliat which ia purely 
moral never can bo abolished; in its nature it is 
eternal. But all the rest of the law was temporal 
and local. It will always be rig'lit to lore God, 
and wrong to hate him. Jesus gave all the purely 
moral force of the law of Woses in those words : 
" Thou slialt lovo llw Lord thy Gnd with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. 
This is the iirst and great commandment ; and the 
second is like unto it: Thou shall love thy ucigli- 
bour as thyself. On these two oommaudments 
liang all the law and the projthotij." [Mutt. xxii. 
31-40.J It is evident that Chi-ist intended to cover 
every precept in the decalogue, by this condensed- 
statement. And thia Gospel kw is written in-tho 
hearts and put into the minds of true believers of 
Jesus Christ, by the Holy Spirit. This is tl,o senee 
in whii'h the law, which was ■' written and enjrraven- 
in stones," is "done away." There is no moral or" 
spiritual force in any statement iu tne ten command- 
ments, apart from "these two commandments," 
which are found in the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

This epitome wherein Jesus included all the vital 
and spiritual force of the decalofiue, has "done- 
away" the particular day which was observed hy 
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ilie Israelites as the Sabbath. This evidently ia 
the wayiu which the apostles understood these two 
precepts; and they taught and acted accordingly. 
The Holy Spirit docs not write in the hearts of 
Christians that tlicy must keep the Bame day of the 
week as a Sabbalh, which was observed by Mosea 
9nd Isaiah. Paul says, " One man esteemctb one 
day above another; another esteemeth evory day 
alike. Let every man be fully persuaded in his 
own mind" (Rom, xiv.o). Paul docs not mean that 
it would be right for some Christians to ob^ierve 
the Lord's day, and for others to observe the .Sab- 
bath day. The Spirit never leads one class of 
Christians to do one thing, and another class the op- 
posite thing. Such contradictions result from other 
inflaences. Moreover we know that the apostles 
were vigilant in counteracting Jiidaizing influences. 
Panl writes to the Church at Galatia, "Ye observe 
days and months, and times and years. I am afraid 
of you, lest I have bestowed upon you labor in vain" 
(Gal. X. 11). The reference ia to the Jewish days 
which Paul would not have the Chi-istians to ob- 
serve, and in tbem he includes the Sabbath days; 
hence he addw, " Let no man therefore judge you in 
meat, or in drink, or in respect of a holy day, or of 
the new moon or of the Sabbath days : which are a

shadow oftliinga tocome; buttiielioiiyis of Chi'ist" 
(Colossians ii. 16, 17). Intliie text Paul must mean 
by "Sabbath days," the Mosaic weekly Sabbath 
days, for no other day la called a Sabballi in the 
Old Teslameut, except the day of alsiienieut. This 
has been pioved in a previous chaplcr. 

A word of caution is needed in relation to loj- 
lowing the Spirit and forsaking the word, because 
thje law " written and engraven iu stones, .... 
was to be doue away." All that is purely moral 
vliich ia written in the sacred Scriptures can never 
be done away, lor it is eternal. Tlie Spirit and the 
word always agree, and every Christian needs the 
guiding wisdom which each imparts. They who 
follow only the impressions which they attribute to 
the Spii'it, and dispense with the sacred Scriptures, 
are fanatics, and are in daiager of engaging in fooliah 
and abominable practices. Such results are not in- 
frequent. On the other hand, those persons who 
are tenacious of following the written word, and 
have not the Holy Spirit, are mere formalists. 
Formalists always oppose fanaticism, and t'anatlca 
always opposes formalism. Both classes are in 
error. People who are tenacious of the observance 
of the Mosaic Sabbath day, are usually formalists, 
misguided in their interpretation of tlic Scriptures. 
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If lliey were correct in relation to the day, their 
Sabbath would have its authority only in "the 
ministration of death, written and engraven in 
stones," and be without the sanction of the Spirit. 
» The letter killeth, but the Spirit giveth life." The 
true spiritual Sabbath ia the rest of the soul in God, 
to those who are saved from sin. W. Sherwen, in 
\'110, WTotc: — 

"Thia is mj testimony, that none can receive the 
joy of God's salvation, enter into the Sabbath of 
rest, or keep holy-day to the Lord, further than they 
know a ceasing, and a being saved from thinking 
their own thoughts, following their own wills, and 
obeying their own wisdom ; for tlie selSsh thoughts 
that arise within, are the root of evil, and the foun- 
datioirof the kingdom of darkness; and the liglit 
ot this day of salvation, is as the axe laid to the 
root of the evil ti'ee." 

The Mosaic Sabbath is declared by Paul to be 
"a shadow of things to come," of which Christ is 
the body. We now havp Christ, and he 1ms de- 
livered us from sin if we trust in him for this glo- 
rious deliverance, and we have found the Saliliath 
to our eouls, which rest he promised to those who 
would take his yoke upon tlicm, and learn of him. 
Witliout this the Sabbatli to ua is but a shadow. 
Wip. Dell truly said : — 
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"The cnieified flesh only doth keep the true 
Christian Sabbath, or the everlasting rest of the 
new world ; which is, lo cease from our own works 
and to do the works of God. Whereas that flesh 
that is alive to itself, and lives its own life iu itself 
and the creatures, never enters into the true rest, 
nor keeps the true Sabbath ; but it always works 
its own works, and doth all things from itself, and 
for itself, and so long God will not use it. But 
when the flesh is crucified through the word, theu 
God doth all in it, ami takes it out of its own life 
and works, into his life and his works; and the 
more any flesh is crucified with Christ, the more 
dolh God delight to me it and to work his own 
eseellent works by it : for such flesh will render 
no resistance to God iu his working; and also, it 
will do the works of God, merely for the glory of 
God and the good of his brother, being dead to all 
self-ends and interests." 

This accords with the declaration of Paul as re- 
corded in the fourth chapter of Hebrews. " He that 
is entered into his rest [Sabbath] . he also hath ceased 
from his own works, as God did from hiS." Such 
is the true spiritual idea of the Sabbath in the Chris- 
tian dispensation. The Sabbath of the soul, resting 
in Christ, is the Sabbath that remaineth to the peo- 
ple of God, and which the disciples of Jcsua enjoy 
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ill this life. " Let us therefore fear, lest u promise 
being left ua of entering into liis rest, [Sabbath], 
any of you sliould accm to come short of it. . . . . 
For we which have believed do enter into rest, 

[Sabbath] Let us labor therefore to enter 

into that rest," Will those who enter into tbis 
spiritual Sabbath, observe the Lord's day? Most 
assuredly they will. They who have entered into 
the true spiritual Sibbath do ■' not forsake (io as- 
sembling of tlicmselvea together, as the matinep of 
some is." They say, " Come ye, and let us go up 

to the house of God." " I was glad when 

they said unto me, Let us go into the house of the 
Lord," 

The highest typo of s|>iritual life iu this world, 
and the strict observance of the Ivord's day go hand 
iti hand. Contrariwise to turn back to the Mosaic 
Sabbath tends to produce spiritual dearth, and 
foinialism; and such religionists in speaking of 
iheir osperience often say, "I expect to have 
life when Christ shall come." What a delu- 
sion ! Well may the apostle say to such as turn 
back to Judaism, in observance of days, "I am 
afraid of you, lest I liave bestowed upon you labor 
in vain." Christ baa couie ; " and unto them that j 
look for him shall he appear the second time. 
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out sin unto salvation." There will be no sinoflFer- 
ing or salvation at his second coining for those who 
are not saved by liis first coming, ilen pass from 
spiritual death to spiritual life, in this loorld, if at 
all. Our Lord was very emphatic upon this point ; 
saying, *^ Verily, verily, I say unto you, he that be- 
licveth on me hath everlasting life." Again, " Who- 
soever livcth and believeth in me shall never die." 
And again ; *' He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlastina: life : and he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath of God abideth on 
him" (John iii. 36). It is a woful delusion to hope 
to have spiritual life at the second coming of Christ, 
while we are destitute of that life in this world. 
The delusion is a result of turning back to Judaism. 
Paul speaks of such as follows : — " Their minds 
were blinded : for until this dav remaineth the same 
vail untakco away in the reading of the Old Testa- 
ment ; which vail is done away in Christ. But even 
unto this day, when Moses is read, the vail is upon 
their heart. Nevertheless, wlien they shall turn to 
the Lord,, the vail shall be taken away." 
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THE CELESTIAL SABBATH. 



We now enter upon tlie lo.st chapter of this work' 
fervently hoping and prayinjr that yo»i, dear reader' 
with the humble author of tiiis work, when mortal- 
ity 8hall be swallowed up of life, may enter the 
celestial state and enjcy that eternal Sabbath where 
time will not be measured by the apparent motion 
of the sun or moon, and where these luminaries 
w^ill not be needed, for the Lord God will be tin* 
light of the celestial abode. ''And there shall be 
no night there; arid they need no candle neither 
light of the sun ; for the Lord God giveth them 
light; and they. shall reign forever" (Rev. xxii. o). 
Our earthly S;d)baths are types of this rest, reserved 
in heaven ; and the types should be as near the re- 
ality itself as it is possible for them to be made. 
They are especially intended as a means of grace 
to prepare us for an abode with God, and the 
angels; with patriarchs, prophets, and apostles- 
The day is holy ; it should be used in a way to 
make us holy, so that our home may be with the 
sanctified. 
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Wliilc the future life of tlio saved will be a stat* 
of rest, it will also be oue of actirity without fatigue. -I 
It will lie iininterriipted eummunioii with God andl 
worship beJore liiin. There will be pleasure wllhJ 
out pain; joy without sorrow, God'a law will bofl 
tiie rule of action. Sabbath desecratora will not] 
altaia to that life. Erery day will be a Sabbath o 
sacred rest, aud ceaseless worship. Tliey who laJ 
this life regard a few hours of holy worship on tlia * 
Lord's day. irksome and insipid, would have no 
relish for that eudlcsa Sabbath. Aud they will not j 
be compelled to enter upon such a service, for which . j 
tliey would have no capacity of enjoyment. This^T 
preparation of delight iu sacred worship must be I 
attained here. 

Dear Reader, we have together, in the progress M 
of this work, exuniitied many abstruse (juestions. ^ 
Ere we part with each other, let me ask you; Do [ 
you delight in the worship of God 'i Do the hours ] 
of worship on the holy day of the Lord seem all too I 
Mhort; or arc they tedious and dull? Would an ] 
eternal Sabbath of worship bo irksome to you? A | 
soul that is fully saved may weary in religious wor- I 
ship, lint not n/"it. Those who reach the land of ] 
the celestial Sabbath will neitlier tire of worship, 
mr in it. Hay the Lord grant au eternal Sabbath | 
to all who read this book.

If we are correct, this first day began'!

xiii. — From tlic wilderness of Paran, near 
Kadesh-harnea, twelve men were sent (among 
whom were Caleb and Joshua) to discover the 
land of Canaan. Returning they brought with 
them a branch of a vine, with a cluster of , 
grapes upon it. Ten of tlie twelve so sent 
spoke ill of the country, declared it barren, 
and magnified the cities for their strength, and 
the giantly stature of the inhabitants. 

xiv, — The people, terrified with this relation, 
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B.C. were about to return into Egypt, from wLicli 
Caleb and Joshua endeavoritig to diaauadc 
them were Kke to be atoned. At this, God 
was 80 proyoltcd that lie threatened to destroy 
them, but was prevailed upon by Moses 
through bis prayers to spare them. Never- 
theless he denounced that all who wore thjii 
twenty years old and upward (except Caleb 
and Joshua) should die in the wilderness. 
The men who raised the evil report were all 
destroyed by sudden death. Some endeav- 
oring to enter upon the promised land, contrary 
to the command of God, were smitten by the 
Amalekites and Canaanites. 

16S4, Numb, xvi., .\vii. — Koi-ah, Dalhan, and 
Abiram, for raising a mutiny against Moses 
and Aaron, were swallowed alive into the 
earth, and 250 of their associates. Twelve 
rods being brought by twelve princes, and laid 
in the sanctuary, Aaron's rod only budded 
and brought forth almonds, and was laid up 
before the ark, for a memorial to those who 
should afterwards be given to rebellion.

many as look on it may live. 

Numbers xxi. — .\bout the latter ctid oi this 
year, all those who at Eadesh-barnea mntinied 
against God being dead ; the Israelites encamp 
at mount Pisgah. 

21—25. — Sihon,kiDg of the Amorites, refusing 
them passage throngli his country, is slain, and 
the Israelites possess his land. 
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R, C. 

IGl Jt. 33-35.— Og, the king of Baslian, coming g 
against Israel, is destroyed with all liis puo- 
pie, not one left alive, atid his coantry possessed 
by the Israelites. 

xsii. 1, 2. — After thege victoriea tlie Israel- 
ites aet-forward, and encamp in the plains of 
Moab. 

3. Josliua xxiv. 9. — Balak, kiiis of MOhb, 
considering wliat the Israelites hail done to 
the Araorites, fears, lest under preicnte of 
passing through his country, they sliould pos- 
sess thomsel'ves of his whole kingdom, takea 
counsel with the pi-inces of the Midianitea his 
neiglibors, and sends for Balaam, a soothsayer 
out of Mesopotamia, to come and curse the 
Israelites, promising him great rewards for 
his labor; purposing afterwards to make war 
upon Ihoni. 

Numbers xxii. T, 35. — Balaam, forewarned 
of ^od, refused at first to come; but being 
sent for a second time, he importuned God to 
let him go, and went with a purpose to curso 
Israel; but God, offended thereat, made tho 
dumb ass of this wizard, on which he rode, to 
speak in a man's voice, to reprove his folly, 

2 Pet. ij. 15, lli. Numb, xxiii. Deut. sxiii. 
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B.C. 5. Joaliua xxiv. 10. Numb, sxv. 1, 3. — Ba- 
laam twice offered sacrifice, and would have 
cursed Israel, to gratify Balak, but being forced 
thereto by tlie Spirit of God, instead of curs- 
ing, he blessed them altogether; foretelling 
what felicitj attended them, and what calami- 
ties should befall their euemics. 

1614. Deut. iv. 3. Paa. ori. 28. Rev. ii. 14. 1 
Cor. X. viii. Numb. xxv. — By his advice the 
women of Moab and Midian are aet to work 
to turn the Israelites away to idolatry. "Where- 
fore Grod commands Moses first to take all tho 
ring-leaders of this disorder, and to hang them 
up before the sun, and then give order to the 
judges to put to death all such as had joined 
themselves to Baal-peor. Last of all, God 
Benda a pla^e upon the people, whereof die 
23,000 men in one day : which added to them 
which were hanged and killed with the sword, 
amount in all to 24,000. 

Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, by killing Zim- 
ri, the chief of his father's family, and Cozbi, 
the daughter of Zur, a prince of the Midianitcs, 
appeased the wrath of God, and the plague 
ceased. God therefore settled the high priest- 
hood forever upon the house of Phinehas, and 
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B, c. commanded tliat war be made ii]>ou the Midi- 
oDites. 

I()14. Psa. cvi. 30. Numb. xxvi. 1-17. — Moaes 
and Eleazar, by God's command, in the plain 
of Moab, near unto Jordan, over against Jeri- 
cho, number tlie people from twenty years old 
and upwards, and find them to be 601,730 men, 
besides the Levitts, whose number, reckoning 
them from one month old and upwards was 
23,000 ; and then Moses received command for 
the distribution of the land of promise among 
the Israelites. 

xxvii. I, 2. — The daughters of Zelophehad 
had their father's land parted among them, 
for want of male issue ; this occasions the law 
for succession in heritages to be made. 

12-23. Deut. iii. 2C-28.— God signifies to 
Moses that he shall die, and Joshua is there- 
upon declared to be his successor; upon whom 
Moaes lays his hands, and gives him iastruc- 
tions. Several laws are made. 

Numb. xxxi. Josh. xiii. 21, 22. — Twelve 
thousand of the Israelites under the command 
of Phinchas vanquish the Midianites, and put 
to the sword all the males among them, with 
their five princes, and among them Zur, the 
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B. c. faiher of Cozbi. and Baalani the wizard ; but 
tliev save the women alive; at which Moses is 
wroth, and commandci that everv male child, 
and all the women, except such as be virgins, 
be killed. 

1(>14. Numb, xxxii. Deut. iii. Josh. xiii. and 
xxii. — The lands which belon«2;cd to Sihon and 
Og, namely, all from the river Anion to nioniit 
Ilermon, Moses divides and gives to the tribes 
of Reuben and Gad, and the half-tribe of 3Ia- 
nasseh ; so thattheir possessions lay on the east 
side of Jordan ; nevertheless they assist the rest 
of the tribes in all their wars, till thev have 
subtlued the Canaanites, and possessed the 
promised land. 

Dout. xxvii, xxviii. — Moses commands tlio 
people, that in their passage over Jordan they 
shall set up great stones, and engrave the Ten 
Commandments on them, with the form of 
blessing upon mount Crerizim, and of cursinu: 
on mount Ebal, exhorting them to observe ibe 
law of God, bv setting before their eves the 
benefits that would ensue. 

xxxiii. — Moses now drawing uoar to his 
end, blessed every tribe in particular, by way 
of prophecy, save only the tribe of Simeon.

Josh. ii. — Joshua btiiig confirmed in his 
Kovornment by Ood, sends forth- spica from 
ShiUiin to tlm city of Jericho, who, beiuij har- 
bored Ijy Rahab, are privaloly fient away, wi.eu 
seardi is made for them. 

iii. iv. — Upon the tenth day of the fii--l 
month, (our Monday, 'i the duy thut the Pn^;- 
ctiLiI Lamb was to bi^ uiiy^en oul of lliC fluelv, 
the IsraGlitcs under thi> command of Joshua, a 
type of Ju-siis Chriitt, so np out of tho vwcr 
Jordan into the prouii^ed laud of Canaau. 

V. 10. — ITpoa the 14th flay of the same 
inonrb, iu tho evonins, tho larneliles colebrato 
their fir^ft passovcr iu the land of Canaan.

smitten by tbeir enemies, God baviug aband-l 
oned them for sacrilege committed by AchaB..! 

30-35. — On mount Ebal, according to tfa^ 
law made, is an altar erected, and the Tei 
Commandments engraven on it; the bles 
and cursings are repeated on mount Ebal and 
mount Gerizim, and the book of the law readj 
in the ears of the people. 

ix. — The kings of Canaan combine againai'l 
Israel ; only the Gibeouites craftily find a way J 
to save their own lives by making a league with'l 
iheni.

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B. c. wj;ouirlit for Israt'l, tliore succceJeil a i^enei 
tioii of men which fingot God, and ininglo 
thcmsi-'lves witli tho CatiaaiiitcB by marria-re, 
and wornEiip tlioii* idols. In this time nf an- 
archy and confusion, wlicri every man did that 
which seemed riglit in his own eyes, all those 
disorders were committed, which nrc rcpor 
ill the five last chapters of the Book of Judges 
to wit, thu idolatry of Micah and the childi 
of Dan ; tho war of llie Bynjamitcs, and 
cause thereof, 

IStiO. fi. — God, lieiiig highly proroked, pave them 
up into Ihe hands of Cuehan, king of Mesopo- 
tamia; which lirst calamity of theirs holds 
them but eight years. 

]5o2. 9-11. — Otlmicl, the son of K!etiaz, and son- 
in-law to Caleb, stirred up by God as a judge 
and avenger of his people, defeats Cnsftan) 
and delivers the Israelites out of boudnga: 
and the land rested forty yearn after the 
rest which Josluia procured for them, 

1512. 12, 14.— Olhiiiel dying, the Israelites 
a^ain to sin agaioRt God, and are given ov< 
into the hands of Eglon, king of Moab, wl 
joining with tho Auimouitee and the Amuli 
kites, overthrows the Israelites, and takes Jert-^ 
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1!. c. cho; and this seeoiid oppression cootiimcd 
eighteen years. 

1494. 15, 30. — Ehud, the sftii of Gcra, id raised 
up by God to be an avenirer of hi:< people; 
for feigning a message to Eglou, ho runs 
liim througli with Ida dagger; tlicn gettiiiii 
away, he galliers all Israel inlo a body on 
mount Ephraim, atiU wlavs 10,000 of the most 
valiant men of Moab: and ihe Juud rested 
eighty years after the foniicr rest obtained by 
Othniel. 

31, — 'After him,Sham?ar, the son oF Anath, 
slew GOO Philistines ivilli an ox-goad, and he 
also avenged larael, 

1414. iv. 1-3.— The Israelites, after the death of 
Ehud, returning to titcir old sin. are given np 
by God into the hands of Jabin, kins of C.v 
naan; and this thraldom continued twenty 
years. 

1394. 5. — Deborab, the wife of Lapi<iot!i, a pro 
phetcss, who at this time j'idged Israel in raoimt 
Ephraim, and Barak of the tribe of Naphiali, 
being made captain of the host of Israel, in 
sight of Megiddo,. overcame Sisera, captain of 
Jabin's army, whom Jacl, the wife ol Hotier 
the Kcnite, afterward killed in her own tent. 
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B, c. For a raenioria! of whicli victory Debora 

posed a song; aud the land roBted forty yean 
after the former rest obtained by Ehud. 

1354. vi. 1. — The Israelites sinning again are deJ 
liveredinto the hands of the Midianites; whiol 
fourth thraldom lasted seven years. Hen 
upon lliey cry unto God for help, and are re4 
proved by a prophet.

sviii, — Yot Jonathan, ."^aul's sou, loved iiim 
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u. c. and oftentimes rescued him from Saul's I'l'iieUv. 
1098, xxiv. — David, liaving S^aul twice in Lis 
power, forbore to Iiurt liim. 

xsviii, — Saul, seeing tlie army of tlio 
Philistines, was in great fear; and (Samuel 
being now dead) went to En-dor to consult 
with a witch ; tiie woman raised an apparition 
of Samuel, and Saul received from it tliat 
dreadful doom which befell him. 

2 Sam. ii. 8. — Abaer, who was captain of 
the host of Saul, carried Ishbosheth, Saul's son, 
to Mahanaim, and there made him kin;' over 
the rest of Israel.

1008. 1 Kings xi.: 2 Chron, ix. — Solomon, having, 
es it is with reason believed, foraalvCD his 
lusts and vanities, to wbich he had been too 
intemperately addicted, and written, as a 
testimony of his repentance, hia book called 
the Preacher, died. He reigned forty yeara- 
978. 1 Kintcs sii. — The Israelites LMoinbled at "I 
Shecheni to crown Rehohoam, Solomon's son, 
king over all Israel. The people, Ijy Jern- 
boam, sued unto him for a removal ot Boino 
grievances ; to whom Rehoboam, by the advice 
of young men, returning a harsh answer, 
alienated the hearts of ten tribes from him, 
wlio made Jeroboam king over them, and fell 
at the same time from the house of David, and 
from the true worship of God. 

25; siv. 17; xii. 26. — Jeroboam, in the 
beginning of his reign, repaired Sliechera, 
destroyed by Abimelech 325 years before, and 
there dwelt. Afterward, going over Joidun, 
ho built Penuel, and at length made Tirzah 
the seat of his kingdom. But fearing lest his 
new subjects, by going to Jerusalem to 
worship, might be induced to revolt from hii 
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B. c. lie devised a new lorm of relif^ion, selling up i 
878. two golden calves, the one at Bethel, tlio 
other at Dan, for the seduced people to bow 
down unto. 

xiv. ; 2 Chron. xi. — Prom the time of this J 
diamal rent Relioboam reigned over Judah and I 
Benjamin seventeen years, and Jeroboam over 
Israel, or the other ten tribes, twenty-two ] 
years. 

xi. 14^17, — The Priesle and Levites, and | 
other Israelites who feared God, adhered to | 
Rehoboam, and maintained the kingdom of j 
Jndah three years ; after which time Rehoboain 
fell to idolatry, and walked no more in the i 
ways of David and Solomon. 

1 Kings xii. 22 ; xiii. 2. — Jeroboam sacri- I 
ficing to his calf at Bethel, a prophet was 
sent unto him from God, who foretold tho I 
judgment which should one day be executed I 
upon that altar, and the priests (viz, those 
whom Jeroboam had made of the lowest of ] 
the people) that served at it. Which prophecy 
then and there was confirmed by signs and 
wonders upon the Idng himself, and upon the 
altAr. 

xiv, 25; 2 Chron. 12. — Shiahak, king of 
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B. c. Ei^ypt, sjjoiled Jenisalem and the temple; but 
llio king and the princea repenting at the 
preaching of Shcmaiah the prophet, God gave 
tbein not over to utter dcatruction. 

961. 1 Kings xv, — Abijam, the son of Bchoboam, 
succeeded his father in the kingdom of Judab, 
and reigned three years, 

3 Cliron. xiii, — lie obtained a great victory 
over Jeroboam, killed 500,000 men in one 
battle, and took Bethel, 

958. 1 Kings iv. 8. — Asa, in the twentieth year 
of Jeroboam, succeeded his father Abijam, and 
rrigned forty- one years. 

957. 25. — Nadub, in the second year of Asa, 
ancceeded his father Jeroboam in iho kingdom 
of Israel, and reigned not full two years. 
Included in the twenty-two years of Iiis 
father's reign. 

95fi. 27.— Nadnb at tie siege of Gibbethon (a 
town of the Philistines) was slain by Baasha,

121, assistant in the government. 

2 Kings xvii. 4. — Hoehea king of Israel^ 
having consulted with So king of Egypt, re- 
fused to pay tribute to Shalinauescr ; provoked 
thereby, and jealous of some ffirtlier design in 
that confederacy of Hoshea with the king of 
Egypt, ShaEmaneser laid siege to Samaria, and 
towards the latter end of the third year 'ook 
it, and carried away the Israelites captive into 
Ilia own country.

The eelf-same night an angel 
of the Lord skys 185,000 men in the Assyrian 
army; and the next morning Senacherib de- 
parted and returns to Nineveh; where not 
long after, whilst he is worshipping in the houai! 
of Nisroch, hia god, he is slain by his own 



603. 2Kiiigsxxi; 2 Chron. xxsiii. — Manasseh 
at twelve years of age succeeded his father 
Hezekiah, and reigned 55 years. He set 
up idolatry, and slied much innocent blood. 
Wiierefore God delivered him up into the 
hands of the Assyrians, who in the 22d year 
of hid reign carry Lim away captive to Baby- 
Ion: but upon his repentance God realorea 
him to Ills liberty and kingdom.

and Hiilduh tiie prophetess. 

In tlie 12th year of his reign, he liesius a 
rerormatiou in Judah and Jeni^alera, and c 
rics it on sncceasfully.

king of Assyria. Josiah unadvisedly engaged 
in this war against Necho king of Egypt, and 
was alain in tie valley of Megiddo. Tlie good 
king being tlms taken out of tiie world, wliogp 
life only kept off tlic Babylonish captivity frcni 
that nation, not only tlie people then Hiinij 
bewailed liis death, but even in after lime a 
public mourning [bv him was kept. The ]iru- 
phet Jeremiah also, in remembrance tiiercof, 
composed hia Lameutationa ; wherein bewail- 
inj^ the ealamitics which were shortly to befall 
that people, as present before hi? eyes, in a 
most compassionate manner bo points, as it 
were, with his finger, at the death of Josiah 
as* the source and origin of all those ensuing 
miseries.

— This year was Nebuchadnezzar the 
Great made by his father Nebopolazzar his 
associate iu the kingdom of Assyria and Bab- 
ylon; into whose bauds God delivered up 
Jehoiakim, who was put iu chains to be car- 
ried to Babylon ; but upon his submission and 
promises of obedience, was left in his own 
house, where he lived a servant to Nebucliad- 
nezzar three ycara.

— Nebuchadnez- 
zar gave order to Ashpenaz, master of the 
eunuchs, that be shall carry from thence of 
the children of Idrael, both of the blood royal 
(as was foretold by the prophet Isaiah to 
Hczekiah) and also of the nobility the choicest 
youths both for beauty and wit : who, beine; 
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D. c. educated three ycara in the language and 
004. sciences of the Chaldcati-S, may allerward 
serve the kinjf in bis palace; among whom of 
the tribe of Judah, si's Daniel called Beltc- 
shazzur; Hananiah, called Shadrach; Mishael 
called Meshaeh; and Azariah, called Abed- 
nego; tlieir names being thus chauged by tiic 
master of thfc eunuchs, 

Dan. i. 2.; 2 Chron. x.xs\i. 7.— Whilst 
Neliiichadnezzar pursued liis victories over 
I he king of Egypt, hit; father died; which, 
comity to his Icuowledge, he gave oider to 
bring the captives to Babylon, where ho was 
received as the lawful successor to his father's 
dominions. He caused to be brouglit to Bab- 
ylon what he thonght proper of the vessels 
and Curniliire of the temple, and placed tliem 
in the hou.'^e of hla god.

t'lotn Oieiico 3023 captives. Jelioiakim u .„- 
alao taRoii priaom-r, whom they put to dcatli,* 
caused his carcass to be drawn outattho gate 
of Jei-usalem {as was foi-ctnid by tlie prophet 
Jeremiah) and left it without tlie walla o 
buried. 

695. 2 Kiii;43 sxiv. 8.; 2 Chion. xsxvi. 9. — Jo. 
hoiachin at eiiihlecn years nf age succoodetfi 
hid failicr Jehoiakim, arid reigned thre<:n 
mouths in Jerusak-jn. 

Isa. xxxut. 6.; Jerem. xxiv. 1,; Ezok. sviij 
1, 2,3.; 12.; Raruch. vi. — Against him Nebi 
uchadnezKar led an army, and besieged JeruJ 
Balcm. Jehoiachin with alt his kindred j 
courtiers came out to meet him. Ncbuchad-1 
neKzar made tlioni a!) prisoners, entered Jern-J 
salem and took all the treasure ho found ia I 
the temple and the kind's palace, breakinjf in J 
pieces all the vessels of gold and furniture ] 
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B. c. which Solomon had made for the lemple; he 
595. earned away captive to Babylon the king, hU 
inotlier, wives, courtiers, magistratea, and 10,- 
000 able men oat of Jerusalem, leavin<^ nont- 
behind hut the poorer sort of people; and 
out of tJie country round about he carried 
aliio away 8,000 artificers; amon^ tiie cap- 
tives are Mordocai, and Ezckiel the priest ; 
EzL'kicl therefore in his prophecy reckoned 
the time all alon? Irom tlie be^rinning of that 
captivity. An epistle, said to be Jcrcmiah'i^. 
was then sent to the captives, admonishinfr 
them to be aware of the idolatry which tliey 
should sec in Babylon. 

2 Kings xsiv. 1". — N'ebuclmdnezzar before 
his departure from Jerusalem made Matiani- 
ah, Jehoiachin'a father's brother, king, chang- 
ing his name into Zedekitth. 
585. 2 Chrou. sxxvi. ; 2 Kings xxv. ; Jorem. 
i, 3.; xxxix. ; lii. ; 2 Kings sxv.; Ezckiel 
xxv. 12. — Zedekiah, beginning his reign at 
21 years of age, reigned ten years. He. 
by rebelling against Nebuchadnezzar, or rath- 
er by contiouiug in an open rebellion (as his 
fathers had done) agaiust God, brought upon 
Jerusalem and the whole uation of the Jews

a, c. [hose loiig-deserved calamities which ( 
585. 60 ollen Torewarued tljcrn by liis pi-opbetd 
for, ill ihc cleveiitli year of Zcdekiali, Jerusi 
lein, after a loug seigo, was taken by Neb- 
udiaduozzar, and the Chaldeans entered it. 
Zedt-k'iah fled away by ui^lit, but beinj* pur- 
sued, was taken, and brought pi-isoucr lo 
Riblah, Nebuchaane/.zar's headquarters ; there 
having first slauffhterod his children before 
his eyes, he had afterward those eyes put out ; 
and bciijg bound with ehaina, he was carried 
captive lo Babylon. About a month after the 
taking of the city, Npbuzaradan, captain of 
tlie guard, sent by Nebuchadnezzar, made en- 
try into it, set fire to the temple, the kings 
pulaco, and Hume noblemen's houses, and so 
laid the whole city in ashes; the walls of Je- 
rusalem being raised lo the groiuid. All that 
was left in the city, with what treasure he 
could find, he carried with him to Babylon. 

2 Kings xsv. 21. — Judah was removed from' 
her own land 473 years after David began to 
reign over it, 393 years after the falling off of 
the ten tribes, and 131 years after the destruc- 
tion of the kingdom of Jsrae!. Obadiah pro- 
nounced God's judirmcnts agiiinsl llie EdouiUes, 
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n. c. wlio exiilled over tlie calamities of tlic Jeww, 
585. Jeremiali, Exckicl, and Llic afltiior of tlie Tfltli 

and 131".h Fsalms wrote aboiit tliia lime. 

PERIOD Til. — FROM THE BURNING OP THE TEMl'I.E TO 

THE BIRTH OP JE.SlfS. 

5G7 Dan. iv. 29, 33.— Nelpticlia(!iiP?.Kar, proml of 
his victortea over E^vpt. and his conquest of 
Judea and otlior countries, and lioa^ting tho 
magnificence of bis ImildinK?, fell distracted, 
and was driven from llic eociety of men. 

5ri0. 34. — AliCT seven ycara spent among tho 
licasts of the field, his understanding returned 
to him, he humbly acknowledged the power of 
God, and liis goodness toward him, and wa-f 
restored to his kin<;di)m. A few days after, 
he died, having reigned about twenty montli!' 
wilh his father and fnrty-ihree years by himself. 
2 Kings .\.\v, 2". — Evil-Merodach ascended 
the throne thirty years after the bui-ning nf 
the temple. He gave order for the enlarge- 
ment of Jehoiaehin; he chansred liis prison 
clothes, set him above all the princes of hU 
court, and caused him to cat at bia own Cable. 
Jehoiaehin died about two years after this. 

554. Don. vii. !.— Bclshnzzar, having removed 
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S. c. some persona who had murdered bis 

554. Evil-Merodacli, and usurped his throne, 
ceeded in the kingdom of Bnhylou. In t 
first jL'ar of this king's reign Iianiel had I 
vision of the four beasts, signifying the fOB 
great monarchies of the world, and of Gw 
delivering over all power and sovereignly I 
the Son of Man. 

6.52. viii. 1. — In the third year of Belshaszaj 
Daniel received the vision of the i-am and t 
he-goat, betokening the dc^jtriietion of 
Persian monarchy, and the great misery whW 
Antiochus should bring upon the people i 
God. 

637. v.; Jerem. xxvii. 7; Dan, 5; Isa. KiiLj^ 
Hab. ii.; Jerem. sxv. 12; I.: li.— This yet 
Belshazzar made a, great feast for all the 
nobles, and caused to be brought forth all the 
vessels of the house of the Lord, which Neb- 
uchadnezzar had brought away from Jernsalem , 
to tlie glory of liis idols aud dishonor of the 
true God. In the midst of all this jolUiy u 
hand appeared writing upon tie wall of the 
room in wliich the king and his nuiuei'ous 
guests' sat drinking. The king, greatly 
terrified, sent for his Chalduan astrologers and 
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B.'C. wizards, and eoramatidcd lliem to read tlic 
5;i7, willing, aiid giro him tlie interpretation of it; 
hilt Lhey not being able to do cither, Danit'l 
was sent for, wlio read the writing, and gave 
t!ie king the intcrprelation of it. Whereupon 
Datiiet was publicly proclaimed the liiird man 
in the kingdom. The same ni^ht, Belshazzar 
Traa slain, Babylon was taken by Cyrus, and 
the empire translated to tlie Medes and Per- 
sianei, as bad been sundry times foretold by 
t„o prophets. 

Dan. V. 31 ; vi. 6. — Cyrus, havinp given the 
kingdom of Babylon to t)arius the Mcdf, 
reserving some palaces in the city for himself, 
he returned through Media into Persia- 
Daniel's greatness raising envy in some 
principal courtiers and officers, thcr^e contrived 
bis ruin. But tinding nothtii)^ in his mana^;'e- 
mcnt of affairs wliereof to accuse hinj, they 
resolved that Daniel's piety toward God 
fbould become an offence worthy of dcaih. 
They moved the king to make a decree, lliat 
for lliirty days no petition liiionid ho nuide lu 
any god or man, but to liimself only. Which 
decree Daniel broke by making supplication tn 
his ()od, and was Ibr so doiiii; cust inio a den 
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B. c. of lions. But Ijpi'iig found to liavc received n 
537. hun, Darius coiniiiaiided his conspirators lo Ij 
cBst into tbe same den, who were present^ 
devoured; and the king published a d,Gci 
that all persona throughout bin dominioi 
should reverence and fear the God of I 
63.5. Ezra i. 2; Isa. x\W. 1, 13. 28.— Cj-rns. 1 
father Cambyscs and Ills falher-In-lnw Cja 
arcs both ityinf^, Poreia falls lo him 
inheritance, and Media br contmct of mu 
riagc ; and so ho is posacssud of the wI;o 
eastern empii'C : from which time 
Xonoplion {Insl. Lih. 8) reckons the aevt 
years of hin reifrn, and the Holy Scriplun: 
out of the records of the Medos and Persiiu 
reckons this liis first year; for it leaclieE 
that in this year came forth that renow 
edict of his, ThuH saiili Cyru3 king of Per 
The Lord God of Heaven hath given me 
the kingdoms of the eartii, and halii charg< 
me to build him a house at Jerusaleiii, which 3 
in Judah. At which time, the seventy j 
of the Babylonish captivity having expired 
(as was foretold by Isaiah and Jeremiah, (ho 
fornior making mention of Cyrus by name), I 
gave leave to all the Jews, dwelling in s 
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li. c. parla of his dominions, to return iuto Ifieir own 
fi35. wmntry, and commanded them immediately to 
rcbirild the temple. He restored also all the 
vc!-*sela of tlic house of God, wliicli Nelraohad- 
iiezzar Lad Itrou^bt Trora theiioe; and con- 
iributed toward the liHildiug. 

Ezra iii. 8,13. — In tiio second year aJter 
llieir return from Babylon, in the second montli, 
they appoint Leviles to oversee the work of 
iho lionse of God, and lay the foundation of 
tlie Icmple: the old men lamenting, who ol 
years before had seen the old temple standing, 
aTid the younger rejoii'ing to see the new one 
(^oing lip. 

iv. 5. — The Samaritans by the means of 
■certain courtiers about Cyrus, whom they had 
bribed for that purpose, disturb the Jews in 
tlieir work of ihe temple. 

6. — In the beginning of tlte reifjn of Artas- 
erxcs (called in profane story Cambysea), the 
Bamaritaiis, who, whilst Cyrus lived, had se- 
cretly nnderinincd the Jews, now openly frame 
a direct accusation in writing against the io- 
haiiitaiita of Judah and Jerusalem, and present 
it to tiie king, who forbade the Jews to pro- 
ceed in the building.

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;, c. V. 1. — In tlie second yeor of king 

•20. Hysttvspcs, Zerubbalie! and Jeshua, incited by 
the propliets Haggui and Zechariab, set for- 
ward the building of the temple. 

Hag. ii. 1, 9. — Hag^ai prophesied that t 
glory of this second templo should be greate 
than tbat of ihe former; not oa being a more 
magnificent etructure, but in regard to llic 
blessed Messiah who shall one day honor ii 
■with hia presence, and from thence propagate 
peace to all nations. 

Zech. i. 1, 6. — About this time Zccliariah 
the prophet exhorted the Jews to repentance. 
Ezra vi, — In the sixlh year of Dariua the 
temple was finised; the dedication whereof 
was celebrated with great joy and abundance 
of sacrifices, the priests and Levitcs, every one 
in his place, standing on the miuislry of ibi- 
temple. The passover also is celebrated. 

462. Est. i. ii. — Ahasuerus(Arta.\erxea) put away 
queen Vaahli his wife, and not long after es- 
poused Esther, the niece of Mordecai the Jew. 

450. Est. iii. ; Dcut, xxv. 19. — Ilaman, an Agag- 
ite, of the race of the Amalckites, a gi-eat 
favorite of king Ahasuerua, offended at Mor- 
decai because he fell not down and adored 
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B. c. bim, aa others did, reaolved to be revenged of 
4G0. the whole nation of the Jews, (which was ever 
averse to his,) and to root it out; lor the exe- 

Icuting of which purpose, that he might find a 
EucceBB&l time, be caused Pur, that is, tlio lot, 
to be cast before him, for to know the day and 
month wherein the Jews shall be destroyed, 
and the lot fell on the 12th month Adai'. 

Est. iv. — Human obtained aji edict from the 
king, that all Jews, without respect to sex or 
ago, upou the thirteentli day of the month 
Adar, be put to death in all the provinces of 
tiie king's dominions. Hereupon Mordecai, 
Esther, and alt the Jewg, humbled themselves 
before the Lord by fasting and prayer. 

vi. — Ahasuerus, heai'ing it read in the chroni- 
cles that a conspiracy had been discovered lo 
him by Mordecai, commanded that he be pub- 
licly honored, and that by Haman himself, his 
deadly enCmy. 

vii. ix. — Estlier, entertaining the king and 
Haman at a banquet, made suit for her own 

Llife, and her people's, and accused Haman. 
The king, understanding that Haman had pro- 
vided a gallows for Mordecai, caused him to 
be banged thereon. In memory of this great 
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B. c. dcIiTeroncc the two dnya of Purim 

460. festival. 

Ezra vii. — Ezra llic priest, a 
the law of Moses, obtaiucd a large 
siou from king Artaserxea, to settle the Jewish 
commonwealth, and to reform the Church al 
Jeruaalem. 

458. viii. ix. — In the seventh year of Artaxorxcs, 
Ezra, with a great multitude of Jews, set out 
from Babylon. Here begins Daniel's 70 weeks, 
or 4y0 yeara. 

X. — Ezra obliged tboeo who had tcfc 
strangers to wife to send them bacic. 

445. Neh.ii. — In the twentieth year of king Ar 






erxes. Nehemiah, a Jew, one of his cupbearers, 
being made governor of Judca, oblained leave 
to build the wall of Jerusalem, and finish that 
great work. 
!. Nob. V. 14; xiii. 6. — \elieuiiah having gov- 
erned Judea 12 years, returns to the king of 
Persia. 

Hitherto (saith Etisebiua in his chronicle, 
to the 32d year of Artaxerxea) the Divine 
Scriptures of the Hebrews contain the annals 
of the times. But those things which were 
done among Uiem afterword, we must tlelivir 
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; H. c. out of the books of tlic Maccabees, and out 
' 4:33. of the writings of Josephua, who have delivered 

I a general history of the Jewish affairs from 

thence down to the timea of the Eoniaiia. 

siii.; Malachi iv. 4; Luke i. 17; Matt, si- 
14; xvii. 12. — That Malachi, the last of the 
prophets, was contemporary with Nehciniah, 
appears I'roni hence, that he nowhere cxhoi'ts 
^0 people to the building of the temple, as 
Haggui and Zachariah did; but llie teinjile 
being now built, he reproved tlioso disfinlers, 
which Nehcmiah at hia second return willi a 
new commission from Babylon said ho found 
in hia absence to have crept in among the 
Jews ; aa niorriage with strange women, with- 
holding of tithes, and abuse in the worship of 
God. And liecause a succession of prophets 
was not to be expected, as before, he exhorted 
the people constantly to adhere to the law of 
Moses, till Christ the chief prophet should ap- 
pear; whose forerunner, -John the Baptist, 
should come in the spirit and power of Elias, 
to turn tho hearts of tiie fathers unto their 
children, and the disobedient to the wisdom of 
the juaL. See 1 Mac. iv. 46, and ix. n. 

Jos. Ant. i, 11, 8. — Alexander the Great, 
king of Macedonia, passed out of Europe into 
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B, c. Asia, and begun to lay waste tbe Persisn 

empire. 
332. Manaases, brother to Jaddus tlie high priest, 
refusing to put away hiis strange wife, 
driven from the sacrifice. Sanballat 
father-in-law, governor of Samaria, revolt 
from Dariua, obtained leave of Alexander t 
build a temple on Mount Gerizim, and mateV 
Manaases high prieat thereof, to which resorted 
all sucli as were entangled in unlawful 
marriage, with all such offenders as thought 
themselves not safe at Jerusalem. This i 
the rise of that schismatieal conventicle of tl 
Samaritans. (See John iv. 20.) 

Jos. Ant. i. 11, 8; Dan. viii. 1; xu 13.- 
Alesander marched toward Jerusalem, iuteott 
ing to besiege it. Jaildus the high priest, 
hearing of it, put on hia priestly oruaments, 
and with the people all in white, went oat to 
meet him. Alexander, seeing his habit, fel^ 
prostrate before him, saying that, whilst I 
was in Macedonia, a man appeared unto him ■"' 
iu the very same habit, who invited bim to 
come into Asia, and promised to deliver the 
Persian empire into his hands. After this he 
went to the temple, and offered sacrifice 
according to the high priest's directiou, Tliey 
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B. r. showed bim the prophecy of Daniel, that a 

332, Grecian should come and destroy the Persiaoa ; 
whereby he was confirmed in his persuasion 
that he himself was the man. Lastly he 
bestowed on the Jews whatever favors they 
desired, and departed. 

330. The Persians were overcome, Darius slain, 
and Alexander remained universal monarch of 
the eastern world. 

323. Jos. Ant. i. 12, 1; 1 Mac, i. — Alexander, 
having reigned sis years and ten months, 
died. His army and dominions were divided 
among his captains. Antigonus made himself 
governor of Asia; Seleucus of Babylon and the 
bordering nations ; Lysimaehus had the Helles- 
pont; Cassandcr, Macedou; and Ptolemeus, 
the son of Lagus, secured Egypt. 

320. Jos. Ant. i. 12, 1. — Plolemeuf, surnamed 
Soter, made himself master of Jerusalem by a 
stratasem ; for ho entered the city on a 
Sabbath day. under pretence of offering sacri- 
fice, and whilst the Jews suspected nothing, 
but spent the day in ease and idleness, he 
surprised the city without resistance, and 
made the citizens captives. He sent several 
colonies of Jews into Egypt, and put great 
confidence in them. 
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B. c. i. 12, 2. — Ptoleiiieiis FliiUdplpIius, ( 
28o. Ptolciueua Soter, being a great lavurer 
learning, built a uiost ma<!nilicent lilirarjr t 
Alexandria. DL'rnetrins Phult^nna, to wlioin liq 
liad commicted tbe ciirc orprot^uHiig all soitt 
ol books, and out of all countries, pcrsiutdei 
liim to employ seventy-two Jews in iranslatinj^ 
the Hiily Scriptures out of the orij^inafl 
Hebrew into tlie fireek tongue, wiiicU 
done in the Heventh year of his reign. Tlid 
king also disniiased many captive Jews, anil 
dedicated many prfsonia to the temple of Goii^ 
at Jerusalem. 
177. 2 Mac. iii. — One Simon, a man of tlie tribi 
of Benjamin, governor of tlia temple, fulling 
out with Onias the high priest, wont 
Apollouius the grtvernor of Celosrria, 
informed hiui that there was a vast treasure ii 
the temple. ApoUonius acquainted king Selei 
cus his master with it, who presently aent hifl 
treasurer llcliodorus to Jerusalem to briiitfj 
this money away. Heliodorus entering tha 
temple, was by anp;ela struck down in tlie verm 
place,and carried from thence half dead ; biifl 
by the prayers of Onias he was soon alten 
restored to his health. Returnin*; to Scleucug 
that sent him, he magnified the holiness of tj 
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B. C. temple, and the power of God (Iffellioa; in it. 

176. 1 Mac. i. 10. — Atitioclius Epiplmitej sue- 
cecded Seleucus ie the kingdom of Sjria, and 
reissued eleveti years and some motitlis. 

175. 2 Mae. iv. 7. — Jasoii, by corrupting ltiti;r 
AutiocEius, oblaitied tbc office of high priesH. 

172. 3, 24, — MciielauB, brother to Simon the 
traitor, beiiifr employed by Jason to carry tlio 
money to the king, promised 300 talents ol' 
silver above what Jason had sent, and received 
the prieiithood to bimselt'. 

170. 27. — Meiielaus, not paying tite money lie 
had promised tlie kin<; at his admission, was 
HUmmoned to appear before Antiochus. He 
substituted Lysimaelitts liis brother in hi.'4 
place. 

1 Mae. i. 21, 22 ; 2 Mac. v. ; Jos. Ant. i. 12, 
7. — Aiitiochua look Jerusalem, and sacked it, 
pillaged the temple, destroyed 40,000 of the 
inhabitants, and sold as many morei He 
endeavored also to abolish the worship of 
God, and forced many Jews to for-sake their 
religion. The Samaritans then disowned 
their relation to the Jews, to whom in pros- 
perity lliey pretended alliance, and eonaccrated 
the temple on Mount Oerizim to Jvpiter.

I(i6. Jos. Ant. i. 12, 9 ; 1 Mac. iii. — Mattalhia^'fl 
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B. c. died, and Judas Maccabeus took upon Iiim tlie 

1C6. management of that affair. He delivered liia 
country, and purged it from the atiomi nations 
Wliich Lad been commiUed in it. 

Jofl, Aut. i. 12, 10. — Apollonius, governor 
of Samaria, having raised au army among the 
Gentileii and Samaritans, fell upon the Jewsj 
but was discomfited aud slain by Judas Mac- 
cabeus. 

1 Mac. iii. 13. — Seronaiss, governor of the 
lower Syria, mustered up all the forces under 
his command, and invaded Judea; Judas 
Maccabeus encountered him, slew 800 of his 
men on the place, and put the rest to flight. 

165. 1 Mac. iii. 27; Jos. Ant. i. 12, 11. — Judaa 
Maccabeus defeated a great army, which An- 
tiochua sent agaiust the Jews, LySias re- 
turned with a greater power; Judas killed 
50011 of his men, and caused him tu retreat. 
He purified the temple, and set it in order, 
after it had lain desolate three years ; and 
built a wall about Zion.

— Jonathiin puts on tho holy 
Tctntment on the seventh ujouth of the 160Lh _ 
year of tlic kingdom of the Gre<'.iauB, at thfli 
feast of labernacies.

1 Mac. X. '21. — Alexander Balas, fiodinjtf 
himself in.tlic peaceable possession of 
kiiifrdom of Syria, espoused Cleopatra, 
daugluer of I'lolemens Pliilomelor, king ofj 
Ejrypt. Alexander highly honored Jonathnn^ 
the hi&;b priest, at his nuptials. 

148. 1 Mac. X. 49. — Demetrius Nicanor, eldcsfe| 
son of Demetrius Soter entered into Citicia Wiili^ 
an army. Kinp; Alexander Balas gave the c 
mand of Syria to ApuUoniua, who set n 
Jonathan llic lii^h priest: Jonallian defeated 1 
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fi. C. Ilim, and took Jofjpe aud Azotus, and liurned 
the lemplc of Dagon.

— Anna tlie prophetess, daughter 
flf Pbaiiuei, of the tnbc of Asher, tliia year 
hecoining a widow, departed not fro^n the 
temple, but served God with fasting and pray- 
er niglit and day, for eighty-four years togeth- 
er, until 6uch time as she saw Christ in the 
temple.

John xii. 3. — Mary the sister of Lazarus 
anointed our Savior's feet with costly spike- 
nard, and wiped them with the hair of her 
hea,d.

The srni during the crucifixion i 
darkened, ami the vail of the leniplo rent ii 
the midst, Christ, prayinfr for his enemioi 
gave up the ghost. Joseph of Ariinatfaei 
lipggcd tlic body, and laid it in a new i 
nichrc. 

Ps. xxii. ; Mat. xxviii.; Mark xvi.; Lu] 
sxiv. ; John xx. — On the third day, the i 
after the Jewish tiabbath (April 3). 
arose from the dcnd; his rcsurrectio 
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A. D. declared by angels to the women that came to 
29. tlie sepulchre. Christ first appeared to ilary 
Maj^dalene, and afterward to his disciples, and 
dined with them. 

Acts i. ; Mat. xxviii. — Christ brought his 
apostles to Mount Olivet; commanded ihein 
to expect in Jerusalem the sending down of 
the Holy Gho.st. sent them to teach and 
baptize all nations, and blessed them; and 
while they beheld, he was taken up^ and a 
cloud received him out of their sight. After 
his ascension the discij^les were warned by 
two angels to depart, and to set their minds 
upon his second com inn.

Clu'islians and to bring them Ijonnd to Jerih I 
Ealoiij ; on llio way he was niiraculondl/ coa- J 
VLTted liy a voice from la-aveii ; and three] 
days uiYcr baptised hy Ananias at Dama3CU8,j 
where he preached tlie gospel of Christ wiUt'l 
p'eat boldness, to tlie asloDistimeiit of tho»e 
that knew upon what de^^ign he was , sent 
tliitlicr. 

;. 23; 2 Cor. si. 32; Gal. i. IS.— Saul haviiifr 
preached the gof^pcl at Daoiascus a long time 
the Jews lay wait to kill hiiu, but he escaped 
from thouce, and came to Jerusalem ; there he 
saw PetcT, and James tlie brother of our 
Lord, mid abode witli them fiftefu days. 
Tiiei'c he spoke boldly in the name of Jesus, 
and dispnled with the Grecians, or rather 
Jewi that used Ibe Greek tongue. 

Acts xxii. n. — Wliile Saul prayed in the 
temple, he was in a trance, and the Lord ap- 
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A. R. ])cai"ed unto him, and bade him to depart from 
31. Jerusalem, because they would Dot receive his 
testimony } adding, liiat he would send him to 
the Gentiles. 

ix. 30 ; Gal. i, 2 1 . — Saul leaving JoruMilem 
went to hia own country, Tarsus, and from 
thooce travtfled into Syria and Cilicia. 

Acts ix. 32, 36. — Peter visited the churches 
of Judea, Galilee, Samaria. At Lydda lie 
cured Eneas of tlie palsy; and at Joppa re- 
.-^trred Tabitha to lilc. 
•J-1. X. — At Cesarea, Cornelius, a centurion, by 
prayers and almn found favor in the sight of 
God, and was cbmmanded by an.angel to send 
for Pclor, then at Joppa, God by a vision 
tau<;ht Peter not to despise the Gentiles. 
Peter being sent for by Cornelius, went and 
])rcached Christ to him and a great company 
llmt were met at hia Louae; while Peter 
preached the Holy Ghost fell upon them all; 
and immediately the Apostle baptized them, 
xi, — Peter, at his return to Jerusalem, was 
accused by those ol the circumciaiou for con- 
verging with the Gentiles; but he declared to 
them his vision, and the whole matter con- 
cerniug Coruelius; and they glorified God 
21 
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A. D, for granting to the Geiitilea ali-o rppentaaOl 

41. unto life. 

The believers, who ever eint'e the tnartji 
doni of j^tephen, had Ijeoa dispersed ttirou^ 
out J.II Phenice and Cyprus, came tbca i 
Aiitioch, and preached llio gospel to thj 
Greeks there, haying before preached to ac 
but the Jews. The church at Jerusalein, i 
derstaiidiug this, and that the number of t 
lievors increased exceedingly, seat Karnabat 
thither to confirm them; he went to Tarsi 
and took SaU with him to Antioch, wbei 
they continued a whole year, converting tnu| 
titudes to the faith. Here the disciples wen 
Srst called ChrisliaDs. 

41. xii. — About that time James the brotlier i 
John was beheaded by the command of I 
Agrippa. He also imprisoned Pctpr, ^ 
an angel delivered upon the prayers o 
church. This same Herod, not long aft 
speaking to the people at Cesarea some - 
them cried out, It is the voice of God, i 
not of man : and immediately an angel of li 
Lord smote h!"i bfiinuso he ijavc not the gloi

45. xuL — Barualjaa ami 8:111] Fot forward in tticiefl 
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A, D. preaching of the gospal. Tliey planted the 

45. Christian failii in Seloucia, Cyprus, and other 
places. At Paphos they preached the gospel 
to Serigus Paiilus, governor of that country : 
ElymaB, a sorcerer, withstanding litem, and 
endeavoring to turn away Serigus from the 
faith, was at Saul's rebuke struck blind. From 
that time tfaui was always called by his new 
name Paul; he prcadied at Antioeh; the 
Gentiles believed, hut liio Jews gaiusayed 
and blasphemed. Whereupon he and his 
assistants turned to the Gentiles, and went 
to Icouium. 

46. xiv. ; 2 Cor, xi. 25. — At leouiuin they were 
persecuted and ready to V)e stoned. From 
thence they fled to Lystra and Derbe, cities 
of Lycaonia. At Lystra. Paul healing a crip- 
ple, the niiiltitude cried out, that the gods were 
come down, and called Barnabas, Jupiter; 
and Paul, Mercunus; and would have sacri- 
liced tp them, had not ihe apostles with clothes 
rent i-ati in cmong ihcm, and assured them 
that they were men like tlieniselves. Soon 
alter there came Jews from Antioeh and 
Iconium, wlio oscited the people against them. 
Paul was by the furious multitude stoned, and 
drawn out of the city as dead: bjt while the 
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,. D. disciples atood about him, lie rose np, and the 
:(i. next day departed with Baruabas to Derbe. 
xii. 2, — -In that jear, perhaps at that very 
time, Paul was caught up into the third hea- 
ven, and heard unspeakable words, fourteen 
years before he wrote his second epistle to 
the Corinthians. 

2 Tim. i. 2, 5. — About that time Timothy, 
though a child, with his mother Eunice, and 
his grandmother Lois, embraced the Christian 
faith preached by Paul. 
2. Acts XV. — Certain Judaizin; ChrisUana came 
from Judea to Antioch, and t:r'd't that the 
Gentiles ongirt to be rircnmcised.and observe 
the law of Jloses; these Paul and Bamabas 
oiiposed, and a council was held by the Apos- 
tles and others at Jcruaalem to determine this 
controveray. The decrees of the synod were 
sent to the churches. 

xvi. — Paul went to Dcrbe and found tlierO' 
Timothy, wtioni (because his mother was 
believing Jew, though hia father a Gcntilo), lie- 
caused to bo circumcised, and took him along 
with him. He was by a vision admonished to 
go into Maeedooia; he went to Fbilippi, tho 
chief city of that part of Macedonia, and con. 
Terted Lydia ; cast out of a certain maid-aerv

A. D. ant a spirit of divination, whose master losing 
52. a couaidcraWe gain thereby, brought Paul and 
Silas before the magistrates : these caused 
them to bo whipped and imprisoned ; but at 
midnisbt, Panl and Pilas praying and sin^ini; 
psalms, the doors of the prison flew open, and 
their bonds were loosed : ibe jailer, ready to 
kill himself, was converted to the failli. and 
baptized the same niirht with his whole faMiily. 
Ne!ct day the magistrates came themseli'o.-',aiH] 
prayed them to depart from the city, 

xfii. — From Fhilippi Pauliook his journey 
through Amphipolis and Apoilouia, and came 
to Thessalonit'a, where ho found a synagogue 
of the Jews ; there be prtaehed three .Sabbath 
day&i some believed, others persecuted him. 
Leaving Theasalonica lie came to Berea, and 
soon after arrived at Athens, disputed with 
tbc pliiloaophers, and declared unto them that 
UNKNOWN GOD whom tbcy had ignorantly 
worshipped. He converted Dionysinsthe Areo- 
pagito, and thence passed to Corinth. 
54, xviii. — Paul at Corinth met with Aquila and 
Priscilla, not long before banished from Rome 
by the decree of Clandius. Here he continued 
a year and six months, and thence wrote to 
the Thessalonians. 
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A. D. Paul was accu3t!d by tho Jews, and 
55. before Gatiio, proconsul of A(;haia,Tho refused 
to be judjic in a controversy ahoul religion, and 
so drove them away from tlie judgment-seat. 
6C. 18, — Paul departed fi'oin Corinth and passt 
to Ephesus, t.heuce he set out towoi'ds JcruSi 
lem, that be might be at the feast; he lauded 
at Cesarea, went down to Antioch, and c 
into the regions of Galatia and Pbrygia, 
confirmed the disciples in all those places. 

57. xix. 11. — Paul returned to Ephesus, dispute 
daily in the echool of Tyrannus, and continued 
preaching there, and in the vicinity. 

58. He wrote his epistle to the Galatiana. 

At Ejihesits, Demetrius, a silrersmith, jef 
OU3 of his gain, raised a tiimnlt against Paul 
which was appeased by the town-clerk. 

1 Cor. i. 11; xvi. 8. — About this time a~ 
schism arose in the church at Corinth, which 
caused Paul {now in or about Epbesua) to 
write his first epistle to the Corinthians. 

Acts XX. — Paul departed from Ephesus, t 
came into Macedonia, and gathered a cotitr 
button for the relief of the saints at .Ternsalei 

2 Cor.viii. 1,2, G, 19; 1 Cor. xvi. 5.— T 
apostle, having learned from Titus the e 
of bis first, wrote now his second epistle I 
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J. the Corintliians. Out of Macedonia he went 
into Greece, and came to Corirjlh, where he 
wrote liis epistle to the Romans, 

Acts sx. 3, 4. — Paul purposed to go directly 
from thonce into Syria, that he might carry 
the collections to Jenisalom. The Jews laid 
wait for him ; ho understanding this, thought 
it best to return into Macedonia the same way 
he came, and thonce to pads into Asia. 

6. — After tlie days of unleavened bread 
Paul sailed from Pliillippi, and came to Troas : 
there he restored Eutjchns to life. Having 
passed through several cities of Greece, he 
arrived at Miletus; from thence he called the 
elders of the Church of Ephesus, whom ho ear- 
nestly exhorted to the performance of their duty. 

Acts xsi, — Paul came to Jerusalem, was 
apprehended in the temple, and secured in the 
castle; he claimed the privilege of a Roman, 
and escaped scourging. 

xxii. xxiii. — Paul plead hia cause before 
Ananias the high priest. The chief captain, 
underslanding that above forty Jews had bound 
themselves under a curse neither to eat nor 
drink till they had killed hJra, sent him to Fe- 
lix, the governor of the province, by whom he 
was imprisoned at Cesarca.

xxiv. — Paul was accused before Fvlix l<3f 
Teicullus [lie oratur: Felix wcit out of Jitij 
office, aud to gratify the Jews, li'ft Pan] i 
prison. Poi'tius Festus succeeded liiui in I 
govermuent. 

Acts xsv. — Tlie Jews came lo Ccsarra,ai 
acctiaed Paul before Fe.-lus. lie answert 
for himself, aud appealed unto Caesar. K.in( 
Agrippa came to Cesarea. and Pestus opeuet! 
the whole matter to liiiii. 

xxvi. — Paul made liisdefcnuo in the presoncx 
of Agrippa ; wlio ihoretiy was almogt pprsiu 
to be a Christian, aud the whole company pro- 
nounced liim innocent. 

xsviii. — Paul came to Home, was a pvl^onei 
at large, and preached tln-i-e two yeare, '

Saint Paul from Rome wrote liis epistles. —

Heb. xiii, 24. — About the latter end of this , 
year Si. Paul was eet at. liberty; and a lit.l 
before his departure out of Italy into Aaia he \ 
wrote his epistle to the Hebrews. 

TituB i. 5. — He preached the Gospel : 
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A. D. isle of Crete, and left Titus there to set tliiiitr-* 
in order, and ordain elders in every city. 

65. St Paul wrote his epistles, — To Timothy I. 
To Titus. To Timothy 11. 

About this time the epistles of St. Peter, St. 
John, and St. Jude, seem to have been written. 

66. Euseb. Flist.; p:c. 1, 2, 24.— St. Peter and 
St. T^aul are said to have suffered martyrdom 
at Rome towards the latter end of Nero's 
rei<rn. 

70. Luke xix. 43, 44. — This year JerusaUMu 
(accordinj^ to Christ's propliccy) was besioired, 
taken, sacked, and burnt, by Titus ; 1,11)0.000 
of the Jews i)crish, 97,000 were taken prison- 
ers; besides an innumerable company that in 
other places of Judea killed themselves, or 
perished throui»;h famine, banishment, or oihrr 
miseries. 

96. St. Jolni was banished to the isle of Patnuis 
by Domitian, and there received and wrote lis 
Revelation. 

After the death of Domitian, St. John re- 
turned to Ephesus, and at the request of the 
Church wrote his Gospel.
